'MO.NTREAL,  Que.,  Aug.  3.— An  un- 
written page  in  the  history  of  Canada 
has  been  revealed  In  a  letter  written 
by  Sir  Charles  Tupper  to  Mr.  E.  W. 
Vllleneuve  concerning  the  monument 
to  Sir  Oeorge  Etlenne  Cartler.  In  his 
letter  Sir  Charles  speaks  of  the  forma- 
tion of  the  government  after  Confed- 
I  eratlon,  thus  giving  to  Canada  and 
Canadians  the  llrst  authentic  storj'  of 
this  work,  and  the  sacrifices  mad»  by 
him  to  help  his  two  friends.  Sir  .lohn 
A.  'Macdonald  and  Sir  George  Etlenne 
Cartler,  to  form  the  cabinet. 
The  letter  is  as  follows: 
"I  have  n.orc  than  01. ce  shown  my 
appreciation  of  that  great  statesman, 
Sir  Cieorge  Etlenne  Cartler,  durlnf  his 
lifetime. 

"After  meeting  the  delegates  on  Con- 
federation, at  Charlottotowu,  HallfH.<c, 
St.  John,  Quebec  and  London,  I  formed 
the  opinion  that  the  combination  of 
John  A.  MaCdonald  and  George  E.  Car- 
tler was  essential  to  the  best  Interests 
of  Canada.  When  Sir  .John  A.  Mac- 
donald  was  called  upon  to  form  the 
first  government  of  the  Confederation, 
I  was  invited  to  nssial  nnd  to  iirlng 
Air.  Archibald,  the  lea.ier  of  the  Oppo- 
sition to  my  governn.c  .-t,  with  «mo. 
Mr.  Cartler  said  that  he  must  have  two 
French  members  with  him.  CJalt  was 
Indispensable  as  the  representative  of 
the  English  Jn  Quebec,  find  D'Arcy  Mc-

3.— After  an 
exciting  chase  today  through  the 
crowded  streets  of  the  business  sfec- 
tion,  the  -police  Arrested  J.  A.  Guthrie, 
alias  Harry  Brown,  28  years  old,  who  Is 
alleged  to  hsve  robbed  the  homes  ot 
wealthy  residents  of  the  #r)uth  side  of 
valuable  paintings,  .silverware.  Jewelry, 
clothing,  stocks  and  bonds,  worth 
more    than    $150,000. 

As  Guthrie  was  being  locked  In  a 
cell,  he  attempted  to  swallow  two  rent 
receipt-  slips  which  the  police  seized, 
and  which  later  led  to  his  Identity. 
One  was  for  a  barn  on  the  West  side 
and  the  other  was  for  a  room  In  a 
storage  warehouse.  When  the  police 
searched  these  places,  they  found  thou- 
sands of  dollaiV  worth  of  valuable 
articles  stolon  from  the  h-.imes  of 
prominent  Chicago  people  in  the  last 
few  months.  Among  the  articles  found 
were  live  oil  paintings,  valued  at  110,- 
000,  stolen  from  Mrs.  Charles  P.  Kel- 
logg. 

Guthrie,  who  lived  with  his  mother 
and  brother,  Robert  \V.  Guthrie,  a  po- 
liceman, is  charged  with  forgrlng  the 
name  of  Mrs.  H.  O.  Stone  and  Mrs. 
Ella  Wilson,  to  cheques  for  $12,000, 
which  he  deposited  to  his  own  credit 
In  (Chicago  banks.  Guthrie  la  said  to 
be  a  graduate  of  a  local  college.

In  a  statement  to  the  police,  Guthrie 
is  said  to  have  admitted  having  robbed 
the  homes  of  scores  of  wealthy  per- 
sons In  Chicago.  He  said  he  studied 
the  society  columns  of  the  newspapers 
In  selecting  his  victims. 

Guthrie  was  an  Instructor  In  one  of 
the  public  high  school*  until  March. 
:9n,  when  he  resigned.  He  attributed 
his  downfall  to  speculating.  "My  first 
burglary  was  committed  tn  March, 
1911,"  said  Guthrie.  "I  did  not  spend 
mv  money  in  riotous  living.  I  have 
more  than  $16,000  in  the  bank.  In  addi- 
tion to  a  number  of  shares  In  various 
corporations."

The  committee  did 
not  vote  on  the  Alabama  contest  when 
the  argument  was  concluded,  but  pro- 
ceedeil  to  bear  the  Florida  contests.  Six 
negroes  and  one  white  man  appeared  as 
the  contesting  delegation.  They  oppos- 
ed six  white  men  chosen  by  a  conven- 
tion called  at  Ocala  by  H.  L.  Ander- 
son, the  member  of  the  national  com- 
hilttee.  C.  H.  AlstsiC  a  negro,  who 
appeared  for  the  contestants,  asserted 
that  the  negroes  had  been  barred  out 
of  the  convention  called  by  .\iiderson. 
He  said  two  kinds  of  tickets  were  used 
for  the  convention;  one  red,  which  ad- 
mitted only  to  the  galleries,  was  given 
to  the  negroes,  and  whlt«  tickets  ad- 
mitting to  the  floor  of  the  convention 
to    the    whites. 

Alston  nroduced  a  letter  written  i>y 
.\nderson  In  which  the  laj.ter  urged 
that  the  negroes  had  a  ."separate  meet- 
ing In  St.  -Vugustlne.  Anderson  admit- 
ted that  he  had  endeavored  to  keep 
the  negroes  out  of  the  white  conven- 
toln. 

"It  was  necessary,"  he  said.  "My  ex- 
perience in  southern  politics  has  shown 
me  that  wlilte  men  will  not  follow  ne- 
gro   political    leaders." 

When  Anderson  concluded,  the  com- 
mittee called  for  an  expected  Georgia 
contest.  The  contestants  failed  to  ap- 
pear and,  on  suggestion  of  Cecil  Lyon, 
the  committee  voted  to  place  the  dele- 
gation on  the  temporary  roll,,  express- 
ly providing  that  any  contestants 
might  appear  without  prejudice  before 
the  credentials  committee  of  the  con- 
vention. 

Wordy   Battles   in   Secret 

A  blttPT  Argument  ov<>r  the  negro- 
white  delegate  question  !n  r'lorida  Sev- 
ern! times  forced  the  committee  to 
turn  out  the  contestants  nnd  the  nrws- 
pspermen  and  go  Into  secret  sessions 
that  were  fraught  with  wordy  battles. 
The  Florida  contest  resulted  from  tho 
Bending  Of  separnte  delegations  by 
white  and  n^grn  conventions.  I'he  for- 
mer sent  six  white  men,  tlio  lalier  five 
negroe.*  and  a  white,  man.  The  negro 
delPgateiB  said  thnt  H.  I.  Anderson,  pro- 
visional national  eommltte*man  for 
Florida,  suggested  that  they  hold  the 
separat?  convention  and  produced  docu- 
ments purporting  to  prove  It.  Anderson, 
admitted  that  he  barrcrj.  tJie  negroes 
from  the  white  conventb-.n.  defended 
that  action,  saying:  "By  no  other  course 
can  succe.se  be  secured  in  Florida. 
White  men  will  not  follow  negro  poli- 
tical   leadera." 

They  Obaerve  th*  Sabbath 

This  doctrine  arouaed  considerable  op- 
position among  northern  members  of 
the  convention  and  th-e  argument  pro- 
longed the  aesslon.  Attempt  was  made 
to  adjourn  until  tomorrow,  but  several 
committeemen  obected  to  meeting  on 
the  Sabbath.  Thereupon  adjournment 
wa.a  t.-^ken  until  Monday.  By  that  time 
Colonel  Roosavelt  may  be  on  the  scene. 

The  raoe  question  proved  a  difficult 
matter  to  adjust  In  eaoh  of  the  con- 
teats  which  were  heard.  Chairman 
Dixon,  who  presided,  labored  n-lghttly 
to  prevent  anything  like  an  open  vsMkT' 
rsl,    and    succeeded.

"These  gontlemensRtd  that/  in  their 
opinion  no  part  of  the  Kmplre  Is  so 
well  suited  for  the  purpose  of  an  ar- 
boretum as  :  Vanouver  Island,  especially 
the  vicinity  of  Victoria,  and  surprise 
was  expressed  that  no  action  had  so 
far  been  taken  by  the  government  to- 
wards that  end.  The  people  named  ail 
expressed  their  desire  to  aid  such  a 
Hchcme  by  all  means  in  their  power, 
such  as  the  donation  of  trees  and  plants 
which  do  not  occur  in  the  province.  Mr. 
IClwcs  olTored  to  make  an  address  on 
the  subject  if  agreeable  to  us,  his  in- 
tention at  that  time  was  to  .stop  Iver-; 
in  October  last  on  his  way  to  the  Ori- 
rnt,  whither  he  was  proceeding  on 
some    forestry    invcstigJitions. 

"I    undertook,    if    he    carried    out    ht.s 
ir.icnllons,    to    get    up    a    represen>atlvu 
meeting    where   he    would    have    an    op- 
portunity   of    meetliXK    our  .public    men. 
Unfortunately    ho    was    prevented    from

Mr.    Bnlfour   j 
also  wrot«  as  follows:  'I  would  be  glad  ' 
to  hear  If  my  proposal   for  .an     arbor- 
etunl  for  tlie  provlnc?  .has  .materialized.' 
"Now,  W;hU^t  tliie  project  will  involve 
the    expenditure    of    a    largo      sum.     of 
money    we    cannot    ignore    the    spontan- 
eous   expressions    of    opinions    of      such 
eminent   persons   as   I   have   named,   and 
it  therefore  .behooves  us  as  members  of 
the  several  i>iibllc   bodies   mentioned    to 
use   all    efforts   In   our   power   to  accom- 
plish  the  end. In  -view  and  I,  would  em- 
phasize    this    by    pointing    out     that    it 
was  only  by  repeated  and   combined   ef- 
fort   the    setting   aside    of    that    tract   of 
country    now    known   as    the    Strathcona 
park  was  accomplished. 

"Experience   has   shown   that   expendi- 
tures of  money  in  the  direction  Indicat- 
ed   are   of    true  -economic    vaiuc    to    the 
state.      In    every    civilized    country    the 
question    of    the    preservation    of    plAnt." 
has    engaged    the    attention    of    persons 
from  all  ranks  of  life  and.  whether  from 
a.    merely     sentimental       standpoint      or

.Muhject    deserving    of    racognltlon       and

mention  the  Arnold  arboretum  in  Massa- 
chusetts   In    connection    with       Harvard 
University,   under  the  care  of  Professor 
Sargent,   the  eminent  authority  on  trees 
and    .shruhH     which    is       of      world-wide 
reputfition,    has   l->e»n   most  successful    in 
the    aecllniatl7.atlon    and    progagatlon    of

Those    who   are    of    the    opinion      that 
the    area    of    arable    land    on    Vancouver 
Island    is    relatively    small,    have    much 
to    learn.    *It    Is    true    that    much    of    It 
which    is    best   suitable   for      agriculture 
Is  heavily    timbered,    but   the   quality   of 
the    soil     la    almost     everywhere    excel- 
lent.     Even    on    the    higher    levels      the 
same  conditions    exist.      On      the      shore 
of  feaanloh   tnlet,   where  the  cliff  towers 
nearly   fourteen   hundred   feet  above   the 
water,    ort    the   steep    Sides      of      Mount 
Sicker    and    everywhere    almost,    «xcept 
w'here    the    rocks    are    bare,    the    soil    is 
well  Adapted   to  on*   description   of  hUH- 
bandry   or   another.      Speaking    more   es- 
pecially of  the  area  beyond    Nanalmo,   al- 
though    what  is  now  said  is    o^    general 
application  to  the  whole  district     between 
Victoria    and      Seymour      Narrows,     the 
soil    is    either   black    loam,    red    loam   or 
sandy    loam.      A      considerable      number 
of  small  areas  have  been  cle.ired  in   the 
more    newly    Settled    districts    and    they 
all '  show    evMence    of      great      fertility. 
The  fame  of  the  Comox  and  Courtenay 
vsileys    requires    no    addition    here,    and 
one  haa  only  to  look  at  the    brosd    well- 
tUied   fields,    ths  sleek    farm    stdek,   the 
comfortable  h6m»s  and  convenient  farm 
buildings    to   know    that   here   Is   a  rich 
and     prosperous     farming     community. 
•With    fertile   soil    snd    a   favorable    cli- 
mate—battle   irase    for    ten    months    In 
the   year— 4t   Is  not  surprising .  t?  Is^ra 
that  tha  conditions  of  farm  life  bera  ar* 
of   the   best.     Great   signs   of   imiirdva- 
ment  are   observable     on     every     side. 
The   whole   region    is   progreaslnc  at  a 
grailfylnt  rate.      How    much    of     this 
arrniultiwsJ  araa  there  Is  betweSii  Jf*^ 
nalhio  and  Campbell  river  and  between 
the  sea  and  tKe  laiaM  range  must  tor 
the

itot  MMtam^ai^0^^^^^'  "world'a  most  popular   playgrounds. 
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•this  will  be  remedied  by  and  b 
of  this  land  will  be  prepared  for  farm- 
ing.     It    seems    as    If    the    government 
will   have    to   aid    in    the    work,    or   else, 
in    the    case    of      large      crown-granted 
areas  give  some  encouragement  for  the 
owners  to   do   so.     It   Is.    perhaps     not 
desirable    In    all    cases, to    clear   all    the 
land   from  all  the  stumps  at  the  outset, 
although  this  may  be  necessary  In  many, 
cases.      Much    excellent    pasturage      can 
be   had    even    where    many    ot    the    large 
stumps    are    left,    and    in    a    country    a.'' 
well    adapted    to   dairying      as    this      is, 
pasture    land    will    alw-ays    be   at   a   pre- 
mium.     But  there  must  be  soine,  and   a 
very    great    deal    of    clearing    done    for 
purposes   of   cultivation,      and      of     this 
more  will  be  said  at  another  time.    Just 
now  .the    point    upon    which    stress    will 
be    laid    is    the    magnificent    stand      of 
limber,  which  covers  po  many  acres  and 
will    supply    the    raw    materials    for    in- 
dustry   for    many    years    to    come.      To 
illustrate   the     extent     of     the     lumber 
business   being   carried    on    in    that   dis- 
trict   it   may    be      mentioned      thai      the 
Canadian    West    Lumber      company      is 
logging   90.000  acres   of     crown-granted 
lands.      The    company    has    40    miles    of 
standard     gauge     railway,    five    locomo- 
tives  and    150   flat   cars.      It  puts  In  the 
watwr   SOO.OOO   feet   daily.     The  company 
uses    the    modern   system   of   getting   the 
logs  to  watpr  known  as  the  "flying  ma- 
chine."     This      Is     actually     an      aerial 
skldder.      It    Is    lORging    120.000,000   fret 
per  year,   which  clears  off  from   2,000  to 
2,500  acres.     These  annual  heavy  clear- 
ings are  all  surveyed  and  are  being  sold 
to"  settlers.      The    only'  other      company 
operating   is   the    International  Logging 
company  at  Campbell   river,   w^hose   out- 
put   is    10,000,000   feet   p!»r   annum. 
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Of  the  mineral  wealth  of  this  part  of 
the  province  much  might  he  .said.  It  Is 
of  verv  great  value,  but  as  yet  la  by 
no  means  fully  known.  The  coal  de- 
i  posits  of  the  Canadian  Oollieries  Com- 
pany.  are  very  extensive.  They  are  to 
all  practical  purposes  Inexhaustible, 
and  in  the  hands  of  their  present  ener- 
getic owners  will  furnish  employment 
for  thousands  of  people  year  afl-cr  year. 
Up  near  the  head  of  the  Qulnsiin  river, 
.an  afl'luent  of  the  Campbell,  there  is  a 
.very  extensive  deposit  pf  Iron  ore.  This 
has  been  Investigated  by  competent 
engineers,  and  It  is  In  the  hands  of 
capitalists  who  are  abundantly  able  to 
employ  them  to  jthe  best  advantage. 
What  other,  minerals  remain  to  be  dis- 
covered In  'the  mountain  slopes,  which 
.flank  this  great  timbered  area,  one  may 
surmise  but  no  one  can  hardly  speak 
with  certainty;  but  the  coal  and  Iron 
are  of  themselves  sufficient  lo  support 
a    large    Industrial    community. 


On  all  sides  Just  now  may  be  heard 
complaints  of  the  dried  up  stale  of 
lawns  and  the  turf  in  the  city  generally, 
and  it  may  be  useful  to  point  out  under 
what  conditions  really  good  turf  may  ^ 
be  expected. 

Watering  is  only  a  palliative  meas- 
ure at  best;  all  the  water  In  the  world 
will  never  produce  good  turf  or  even 
keep  it  in  good  condition.  It  is  the 
texture  of  the  soil  that  must  be  looked 
Into.  Until  that  is  right  there  will  be 
little  hope  of  a  lawn  that  will  with- 
stand the  summer  drought. 

Very  often  the  garden  is  ruined  at 
the  start  by  the  dumping  of  .-luantltieK 
of  subsoil  on  it  from  the  excavations  of 
the  new  house,  and  In  such  case  it  must, 
be  a  matter  of  several  seasons'  "wea- 
thering" before  the  soli  grows  anythinK 
satisfactorily.  But  the  usual  light, 
dusty  soil  of  the  neighborhood  Is  the 
more  common  problem,  and  here  thfft 
remedy  Is  to  transform  it  into  a  good 
loam. 

Thlrt  may  be  done  in  various  ways, 
enther  by  removing  the  turf  and  bring- 
ing the  right  kind  ot  soil  to  the  ground 
before  relaying  the  sods;  or,  and  this 
is  the  method  preferable  where  turf  al- 
ready exists,  the  ground  may  he  Im- 
proved as  it  stands  by  mulching,  steady, 
persistent'  mulching  throughout  the 
year.  The  commonest  form  of  rhulch- 
ing  is  the  leaving  of  the  cut  grass  on 
the  ground:  This  will  protect  the  rootR 
from  the  sun  and  retain  moisture  and 
should  be  practiced  wherever  the  lown 
is  not  required  fqr  games  during  the 
next  few  weeks. 

To   renovate   the   soil   Itself,   mulching 
with    well    rotted    manure      mixed      with 
wood    ashes   and    rich    loam      should      be 
resorted    to.     There   should   always   he   a 
heap   of   this    maturing   in   the  corner  of 
the   garden,  and  by  sifting  It  and    mixing 
with   seed   bare   patches   may  be   dressed 
at   any    time    of    the   year.        The      rain 
washes   the  earth  downwards  and   grad- 
ually  the  top  spit  is  improved.     Heavier 
dressings   may   be   spread   on   In    the   au- 
tumn   and    left   for    the    winter   rains    to 
wash    In.      Grass    grows    bpst   In    a    firm 
surface,    and    to    nltalii    this    It    may    bt-. 
necessary    to    augment    the    uattiral    soil 
with    a    dressing    of   clay.      This   can    he. 
applied  In  finely  sifted  particles  of  soil, 
but    the  Tiiethod   chiefly   used   on  cricket 
grotmds    In    England    Is    to   dissolve    the 
clay    in    water   and   spray      the      ground 
with    that.      In    this    way    is   obtained    a 
surface    that    will    resist    the    wear    and 
tear    of    a    season's    tennis    or   a    three- 
day   cricket   match. 

Two  rules  should  be  observed  In  con- 
nection with  water.  If  watering  Is  one- 
begun  It  must  be  kept  up,  and  the  mof 
gl\-pn  nt  a  time  the  better.  Little  drlb- 
iPt,?  do  nothing  but  harm;  the  groun'J 
mu.«t  be  well  soivked.  and  if  Is  aatoWlsh- 
Ing  what  a  great  deal  of  water  Is  uece^«- 
aaiy  to  do  this  in  comparison  with  witat 
a  couple  of  hours'  rain  will  achieve. 
The  second  point  Is  that  WtterlnR 
should  never  be  done  wiien  the  sun  la 
nhlnlnir.  The  breach  of  this  will  lead 
to  worse  scorching  up  than  anything 
else.  The  evening  Is  preferable  to  the 
morning. 

Whilo  tnsny  lawns  are  badly  burned 
this  summer  they  are  green  compared 
to  very  many  of  the  city  boulevardn.    '

While    mespondlng    to    Alarm    Animals 

Pulllag  Xiadder  Track  Oraata  Into 

TelephoBs  Tole 


While  responding  to  an  alarm  of  Are 
yesterday  afternoon  at  2  o'clock  the 
three-horse  hitch  on  the  city  service 
truck  crashed  Into  a  telephone  pole  on 
Government  street,  immediately  north 
of  Discovery  street,  with  eucli  force 
that  two  of  the  animals  had  their 
backs  broken  and  had  to  be  shot.  The 
pole  of  the  apparatus  was  smashed  to 
splinters,  but  otherwise  the  truck  was 
uninjured. 

The  (ire,  a  small  roof  bla^ie  at  the 
residence  of  Mr.  W.  H.  Nathan,  2620 
Douglas  street,  occasioned  but  a  few 
dollar.s'  loss,  but  the  department, 
through  the  accident  to  the  truck, 
loses  a  valuable  team  of  horses  worth 
from    $600    to    $700. 

Owing  to  the  condition  of  Douglas 
street  the  brigade  made  th-i  run  north 
aIong_  Government  street,  the  truck  tak- 
ing the  left  hand  Hide  of  the  street  a» 
far  as  Chatham  street,  when,  owing 
to  that  Bide  of  the  street  being  torn 
up  and  roped  oft.  It  was  necessary  for 
Driver  Bate."!  to  pu'I  over  to  the  right 
hand  side.  While  the  horses  were  dash- 
ing diagonally  across  they  rushed  on  to 
the  concrete  pavement,  which,  from 
Discovery  street  to  the  Fountain,  Is 
laid  Instead  of  asphalt.  As  soon  as  the 
horses  struck  the  slippery  pavement 
the  Off  animal  slipped  and  fell,  pull- 
ing the  othnr  two  down.  Driver  Bates 
was  unable  to  guide  them,  though  the 
ni»h    horse   regained   his   feet. 

The  impetus  at  which  the  horses 
were  traveling,  and  the  necessity  for 
driving  close  to  the  curb  to  permit  the 
apparatus  to  straighten  out  and  pass  an 
approaching  car,  gave  the  animals  lit- 
tle leeway  to  catch  their  feet  or  es- 
cape sliding*  Into  the  sidewalk.  The 
two  fallen  horses  crashed  Into  the  tele- 
phone pole  in  a  heap,  while  the  third 
broke  loose  from  the  harness.  The  Ave 
firemen  on  the  truck  held  on  gamely 
and  were  not  thrown  or  Injured.  After 
the  prostrate  animals  had  been  disen- 
gaged from  the  harness  it  was  seen 
they  were  Injured  and  unable  to 
stand.  Dr.  Hamilton,  veterinary,  was 
summoned  and  after  an  examination 
ordered    the    horsos    to    be    shot. 

A  spare  team  belonging  to  the  de- 
fHivtment  will  have  to  be  utilised  to 
draw  the  truck,  leaving  no  horses  In 
reserve  should  further  accidents  to  the 
department's  horses  occur.  It  Is  ex- 
pected, however,  that  the  new  motor 
apparatus  now  en  route  will  arrive  In 
a  few  days,  when  three  of  the  horss- 
drawn  pieces  of  apparatus  at  nead- 
auarters  will  be  replaced  by  the  self- 
propelled   pieces.

THE  POULTRY  MEN 


The  fruit  crop  in  the  ukanagan  dis- 
trict thla  season  will,  as  has  already 
been  aUted,  exceed  that  of  all,  previous 
yea.ra  In  consequence  of  the  greatly  in- 
creaiBcd  area  of  land  undir  cultlvaiioh, 
and  It  will  be  good  neifrfi  to  groivers  to 
learn  that  Mr.  R.  M.  'Wlnfilow,  of  the 
Horticultural  branch  of  the  department 
of  agriculture,  has  received  an  intima- 
tion from  Mr.  H.  "W.  Brodle.  general 
passenger  agent  for  the  Pacific  coast, 
that  special  reduced  fare.s  will  be  grant- 
ed by  the  C.  P.  R.  to  fruit  pickers  going 
into   that  district    this   month. 

Foreseeing  the  Increased  crop,  the  B. 
C.  Fruit  Growers'  Association  approach- 
ed the  railway  to  aid  them  in  providing 
sufficient  labor  to  copo  with  it  and  this 
concession  Is  in  answer  to  their  appeal. 
Parties  of  not  less  than  ten  can,  by 
paying  for  a  second  class  ticket  one 
way  obtain  a  return  ticket  from  all 
points  between  Vancouver  and  Calgary 
to  the  Okanagan.  These  tickets  will  be 
procurable  between  August  1  and  20,  and 
the  return  halves  are  good  up  to  the 
SOt'h   of   November. 

Mr.  Wlnslow  states  that  special  pre- 
parations are  being  made  by  the  prin- 
cipal fruit  growers  to  provide  suitable 
accommodation  for  their  employees,  and 
some  are  making  special  arrangements 
for  the  reception  of  women  fruit-pick- 
ers. It  is  hoped  in  this  way  to  popu- 
larize frult-pleklng  among  all  people 
who  can  spare  the  time  to  undertake 
this  work,  and  at  the  same  time  spend 
an  enjoyable  two  months  In  the  healthi- 
est occupation  possible  and  one  which 
will    be   well    remunerated.

A.  McDlarrald,  alSililltoi^ti 
mittee,  ■was  also  present.  No  definite 
promise  could  be  made  by  the  mayor, 
but  the  committee  was  promised  that  its 
reciuest  Would  be  fully  considered,  and 
if  it  were  possible  for  the  city  to  grant 
assistance  along  the  lines  asked  with- 
out in  any  way  prejudically  affecting 
the  city's  interests,  the  request  of  the 
committee    wotild    he   met. 

Three    months    ago    the    Sooke    Harbor 
water    committee    requested    the    city    to 
suspend     Its     rights       to     supply     water 
within    the    twenty-mile    radius,    in    that 
section    lying    west    of    .Sooke    river    and 
south    of    the    L,eech    river   watershed.    In 
order    that    the    district    might    be    sup- 
plied    with       water    from       one    of     the 
creeks,    preferably   Demanuel   creek.    The 
city  refused  the  request   on   the'ground.s 
that   when   the   Sooke   I^ake   water   works 
system   is  completed,   the  main  pipe  line 
will   run   within   a  short  distance   of   the 
.Sooke     Harbor    settlement    and     then    a 
.supply  from  that  main  could  be  secured. 
However,     the     committee     urged     the 
necessity    of    an    Immediate    supply    and 
now    suggests    that    the    district    be    in- 
corporated as  a  water-board  district  and 
a  distribution   system   be   Installed   to  be 
connected   with   a    creek   In   the  neighbor- 
hood  of   Sooke   Harbor.      It   is  suggested 
as  a  corollary  that  as  soon  as  the  city's 
pipe  lln_e  is  completed  and  a  supply  from 
Sooke    l.,ake    is    available,       this  "system 
will  be  -ronnected  with   the  pipe  line  and 
the  city   consent    to   su.spend    for  a   term 
of    fifty    years.    Its    rights    of    expropria- 
tion over  all  slrcsms  and  lakes  lying  to 
tiie   east    of   Sooke    river   for   a   distance 
of    six    miles     up-stream     from     Milne's 
landing.

In  the  course  of  preparing  ,  a  guide 
book  for  some  thousand  geologists  who 
are  visiting  this  country  In  the  fall  of 
next  year,  the  Geological  Survey  of 
Canada  has  been  at  work  over  the  coun- 
try.

The  delegates  In  this 
International  conference  meet  every 
three  years  In  various  countries  and 
next  year  Canada  has  been  chosen.

on  the  Ashcroft  road.  After  blessing  a 
new  church  there,  the  stage  Is  boarded 
for  Ashcroft  43  miles  distant,  through 
the  Marble  Canyon,  a  pass  between 
mountains  that  stand  on  either  hand 
Jlke  great  walls  of  stone.  The  summit 
of  the  mountain  on  the  left  Is  crowned 
with  a  remarkable  ma.«s  of  solid  rock 
some  hundreds  of  feet  high,  resembling 
a  fortified  castle  or  baronial  keep  of 
the  Middle  Ages.  After  emerging  from 
this  pass  the  stage  was  chased  by  a 
thundprstorm  for  miles,  but  managed  to 
keep  ahead  of  It,  and  by  7  p.m.  Ash- 
croft and  the  railway  and  civilization 
were   reached. 

His  Lordship  closes  his  description 
of  the  tour  with  an  appreciative  pane- 
gyric of  the  missionaries:  ''True  sons 
they  are  and  endued  with  a  double  por- 
tion of  the  spirit  of  the  Mother  Church, 
which,  as  Cardinal  Newman  reminds  us, 
regards  this  world  and  all  that  is  in  It 
as  a  mere  shadow,  as  dust  and  ashes, 
compared  with  the  value  of  a  single 
soul."

Not  tha4.  there  is 
anything  approaching  the  removal  ot 
mountains  in  the  164  miles  between  Prince 
Rupert'and  the  Skeena  Crossing,  for  the  whole 
distance  has  been  wonderfully  favorable  in 
respect  of  grades,  and,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  the 
bio-  part  of  tbcT^Tllly  mountainous  work,  which 
is'^considerably  further  east,  has  already  been 

done. 

The  company's  railway  trams  are  now  run- 
ning from  Prince  Rupert  to  Skeena  Crossing. 
Prior  to  the  opening  and  operation  of  thispor- 
tion  of'  the  new  transcontinental  line  the  jour- 
ney was  made  by  boat  up  the  Skeena,  and  five 
days  or  a  week  was  no  unusual  time  to  spend 
nu  it    while  sometimes  it  had  run  into  two  (?r 
three  weeks.     Today  the  distance  is  run  in  six 
and  one-half  hours,  passing  twenty-three  sta- 
tions on   a   route  over   which   there  is  not  an 
uninteresting  moment,  and  with  a  grade  so  m- 
Tirrnificant  that  the  whole  run   appears  to  be 
over  tracks  as  level  as  a  billiard  ball.     Anyone 
who,  five  years  ago,  would  have  had  the  te- 
merity to  prophesy  that  the  railway  would  he 
running  along  the  shore  of  the  Skeena  in  n)\2 
v.-ould'have  been  laughed  at. 

At  Skeena  Crossing,  in  June,  the  comple- 
tion of  the  fine  $1,000,000  steel  and  concrete 
brid.'^c  over  the  foaming  river  was  expected  by 
the  middle  of  July,  and  this^xpectation  has 
been  realized.  f>etween  here  and  nearby 
llazelton,  however,  there  are  three  small 
bridges  to  be  finished,  and  not  until  these  are 
completed  can  trains  go  through  to  Hazelton 
although,  of  course,  people  will  be  able  to  use 
the  wagon  road.  The  following  are  stations  of 
this  164  miles  of  now  completed  road:  Prince 
Rupert,  Kaien,  Phelan,  Sockeye,  Tyee,  Skeena 
City.  Kwinitsa,  Salous,  Exstew,  Shames.  Ams- 
bury.  Terrace,  Vanarsdol,  Usk.  Pitman, 
Nic'holl  (first  divisional  point  east  of  Prince 
Rupert),  Giles.  Ritchie.  Hollwood,  Woodcock, 
Kitwanga.  Andimaul.  Xash  and  Skeena 
Crossing. 

Skeena  Crossing  is  an  Indian  reserve  high 
above  the  swirling  river,  the  bridge  standing 
150  feet,  and  98  feet  above  the  water.  In 
length  it  is  961  feet,  is  built  of  steel,  with  steel 
and  concrete  piers,  two  of  the  latter  being  in 
the  river,  with  two  others,  of  graduated  height, 
carrying  the  deck  ties  and  rails  on  to  the  steep- 
rising  bank  on  the  opposite  shore.  The  ac- 
companying photographs  were  specially  taken 
for  the  Vepresentative  of  Th'^  Colonist  by  Mr. 
J.  E.  Beauchamp.  the  G.  T.  P.  agent  at  the 
Crossing. 

The  bridge  is  the  work  of  the  Canadian 
Bridge  Company,  hid-,  Walkerville,  Ont..  the 
builders  of  the  Camb%  street  bridge  in  Van- 
couver, and  many  of  the  men  who  worked  on 
the  latter  construction  were  engaged  on  the 
bridge  work  which  now  spans  the  Skeena.  The 
weight  of  the  traveling  crane  which  picks  up 
the  huge  girders,  and  the  monstrous  lengths  of 
steel,  carrying  them  to  the  end  of  the  com- 
pleted part  of  the  bridge  and  dropping  them 
into  position  for  the  riveting  work,  is  140,000 
pounds.  The  steel  parts  arc  all  in  readiness, 
stored  alongside  the  tracks.  Some  apprecia- 
tion of  the  vastncss  of  the  mighty  effort,  now 
nearing  completion,  to  additionally  link  West- 
ern and  Eastern  Canada  by  rail,  can  be  felt 
whe^  standing  and  looking  at  this  single  woi'k 


fr 


at  the  Crossing,  for  all  the  work  on  this  few 
hundred  yards  is  but  an  atom  of  the  whole 
stupendous    undertaking    over    thousands    of 

miles. 

The  actual  river  here  is  not  more  than  100 
yards  from  shore  to  shore,  but,  on  both  sides, 
there  is  a  steep-rising  bank  to  get  to  the  level 
ground.  At  the  present  time  the  transit  is 
made  by  means  of  a  cable  ferry,  for  which  one 
man  ha's  a  kind  of  franchise,  and,  although  it 
does  not  take  two  minutes  for  the  boat  to  whip 
across,  every  trip  costs  the  passenger— white 
man  or  Indian— fifty  cents.  It  is  consequently 
small' wonder  that  the  ferryman,  who  has  lots 
of  passengers  each  and  every  day,  looks 
askance  at  the  completion  of  the  bridge,  for, 
although  it  will  be  private  property,- with  no 
right-of-way  for  foot  passengers,  it  hardly 
seems  likely  the  -company  will  succeed  in 
keeping   people   from   crossing  by  it.  , 

The   run    up   from    Prince   Rupert  to  this 
place  is  full.of  interest.    For  the  first  hour  of 
the   journey    there    is   always,  a   good   deal   of 
activity  on' the  part  of  passengers  coming  into 
and  going  out  from  the  city.     Although  oyer 
14,000   passengers    have    been    carried    during 
the  first  six  months  of  the  year  a  large  propor- 
tion of  those  journeying  around  Prinxfe  Rupert 
are   interested  in  the   fishery  business,   exten- 
sive salmon  canneries  being  in  operation  along 
the  river  close  to  the  railway  line,  which  latter 
skirts  the  water  all  the  way  up  to  the  Crossing. 
Starling  from  the  ^^tation  in  front  of  the  big 
G.  T.  P.  wharf,  the  winding  track  follows  the 
edge  of   Kaien   inland   along  the  harbor  front, 
with   the   water  on   the   one   side   and   the   big 
tree  and  bush-covered  hills  rising  sheer  on  the 
other  close  to  thetratks,  except  in  spots  where 
small  bays   lay   between     the    track    and    the 
mountains.     It   is  no  uncommon  sight  to  .sec 
the   brown   faces   of   Indian   girls   and   women 
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peeping  out,  still  in  awed  wonderment,  from 
where  they  are  standing  amidst  masses  of  fern 
and  bush  as  the  train  passes,  aitd  here  and 
there,  near  the  canneries,  groups  of  Indian 
children  crowd  at  the  doors  to  watch  the  "iron 
horse."  ->v 

The  cost  of  construction  of  the  railway  for 
many  miles  ovtt  from  Prin(^e  Rupert  has  been 
an  immense  one,  ^&,  c>xcept  in  isolated  places,

first  100  miles  has  not  been  far  short  of  $100,- 
xxxD  a  mikv  The  company  has  had  to  fight  for 
every  yard.  >  . 

The  first  siding  is  at  an  Irish-named  place, 
Phelan,  passing  which  carefully  cultivated 
little  garden  beds,  surrounded  wit'<  8tftk#$  and 
netting,  show  varieties  of  vegetable  prbducej 


At  the  Cassiar  cannery  Indians  are  busy  mak- 
ing and  mending  their  nets,  in  anticipation  of 
the  opening  of  the  fishing.     Close  by  here  the 
waters  of  the  Skeena  empty  into  those  of  the 
Pacific   ocean.     Mostly    there   is   nothing   be- 
tween  the  track  and   the  river,  but   occasion- 
ally cuttings  leave  a  low   wall  of  rock  in  be- 
tween, and  sometimes  the  course  of  the  steel 
turns  a  little  inland,  leaving  stretches  of  trees 
also  on  the  river  side.     In  one  hour,  including 
stoppages.  Tyee   is  reached,  twenty-six  miles 
from  Prince  Rupert  and  opposite  Port  Essing- 
ton,  where,  hereabouts,  the  river  has  a  broad 
bosom,  and   is  dotted   with   dozens  of   fishing 
boats.     Luxuriant   fern    foliage,   green   glades, 
grass  and  blue  flowers,  with  mountain  scenery 
laying  beyond  on  the  one  side,  and  the  river  on 
the  otherr  afford  unceasing  variety  of  view. 

Passing  Kwinitsa.  with  a  waterfall  close  to 
'the  track,  many  collections  of  deserted  con- 
struction camps,  in  the  way  of  sheds  now  fall- 
ing to  decay,  tell  of  the  work  done  by  the  men 
who  mapped  and  made  the  ro^.""~Afnsbury, 
eight y-fonr  miles  from  the  start,  is  reached  in 
a  Httle  over  three  hours,  and  at  KitsuNiikalum 
there  is  a  substantial  steel  bridge.  .Another 
ten  miles  and  a  long,  wide  and  cleared  ex- 
panse comes  into  view.  This  is  Terrace,  which 
bids  fair  to  be  the  big  place  between  Prince 
Rupert  and  Hazelton. 

It  is  already  a  small  townsite,  with  an  hotel, 
a   real    estate    office,    and    many    two-storeyed 
residences.     It  .is  claimed  by  Mr.  Little,  the 
•man  who  has  made  it  It^hat  it  is,  that  back  of 
it  lies  thousands  of  acres  of  first-class  land. 
Its   strawberries  are    as    good    as    any,    and 
apples,  plums  and  hardy   fruit  trees  do  well. 
Starting  from  $1  an  acre  ground  has  risen  here 
to  $50  and  $75.     Just   west   of- this  budding 
town  there  is  extensive  clearing  going  on,  with 
four  lines  of  rails,  and  railway     yards  being 
made  ready.     A  Kitsumbalum  company  has  a 
gravel  pit  and  steam  shovel  here.     It  will  be 
quite   a   centre.     Further  along    hundreds   of 
thousands  of  ties  ^-e  stacked  on  another  po- 
tential   townsite,    immediately    before    arrival 
at  Vanarsdol,  100  miles  from  Priirce  Rupert. 

Kitselas  canyon,  a  "teaser"  in  a  boat,  is 
closft  by  the  railway  line,  which  here  includes 
four  short  half-minute  tunnels.  Carpenters 
are  seen  finishing  stations,  close  to  which  are 
several  c«ltivated  gardens.  Mountain  springs 
flow  down 'aniidst  the  spruce,  fir  and  fern,  open 
breaks  abound  with  vistas  varying  from  ca- 
thedral-Hke  grandeur  to  simple  rushing 
streams,  and  here  and  there  is  some  Indian 


home,  and.  less  frequently,  some  settler's 
homestead.  There  is  not  a  precipice  to  cover 
or  a  deep  divide  on  the  whole  run. 

Passing  Nicholl,  named  after  the  Superin" 
tendent  at  the  Pacific  terminus,  which  is  to 
be  the  first  divisional  point  east  of  Prince 
Rupert,  and  where  a  steam  shovel  is  now  at 
work  making  the  yards  on  both  sides  of  the 
track  on  ground  cleared  of  all  but  stumps,  one 
catches  sight  of  a  view,  a  mile  or  so  further  ort, 
which  .strongly  suggests  looking  on  to  a  street 
of  a  suburb"  of  a  city.  This  is  Meanskinisht, 
an  Indian  settlement,  and  quite  a  finely-laid- 
out  place.  It  is  on  the  opposite  side  of  the 
Skeena  to  Hollwood.  one  of  the  stations  on  the 
line,  and  along  its  waterfront  are  fully  fifty 
detached  well-built  houses  of  two  storeys,  the 
home  of  quite  a  considerable  population.  The* 
imposing  feature  is  a  large  c-hurch  with  two 
tower's. 

This  place  is  known  as  "the  holy  city."    Its 
"king"  is  a  man  by  the  name  of  Tomlinsojl, 
who  has  ruled  his  Indian  and  halfbreed  sub- 
jects so  wisely  and  so  well   that  everywhere 
within  hundreds  of  miles  the  word  of  a  Meari- 
skinisht   Indian   is    always   taken   with   confi- 
dence.    "King"  Tomlinson  keeps  a  store,  ahd 
rules  the  place  with  a  rod  of  iron.    Should  any 
of  his  "subjects"  smoke  or  chew  tobacco,  or 
drink  intoxicants,  away  they  are  taken  to  the 
jail   at  the   water's  edge,   and   there  they  are 
guarded-by  amateur  police  until  the  sentence 
expires.    \i  the  top  of  this  tower-like  prison  is 
th§  bandstand   (the  hobby  of  every  Indian  is 
brass  band  playing,  and  there  are  few  settle- 
ments which  do  not  have  a  fine  set  of  brass 
instruments),  and,  dressed  in   full  regulation 
Salvation    Army    uniform,    the   band     several 
nights  a  week  plays  selections  of  comparative- 
ly up-to-date  melodies,  the  whol^population 
turning  out  to  listen. 

"King"  Tomlinson  taught  his  people  to  be 
mechanics,  made  use  of  their  fishing  habits 
commercially  for  their  benefit,  and  is  respected 
by  all.  At  the  present  time  he  has  gone  to  as- 
sist that  veteran  missionary,  th/aged  Mr.  Dun- 
can, at  Metlakatla,  where  the  latter  is  in  indif- 
ferent health.  Mr.  Duncan,  coming  frpm  Eng- 
land at  nineteen  years  of  age,  has  been  for  over 
sixty  years  usefully  and  unselfishly  employed 
in  improving  the  natives,  who  were  cannibals 
at  the  time  he  first  went  amongst  them.  Some 
day  a  book  will  be  written  about  him  and  his 
work.  During  "King"  Tomlinson's  absence 
his  son  is  "running"  Meanskinisht. 

Gangs  are  at  work  at  Woodcock,  and  from 
here  to  the  Skeena  Crossing  there  is  increas- 
ingly more  sight  of  blue  sky  on  the  moun- 
tain side  of  the  line,  and  more  open  land.  At 
Kitwanga  there  is  an  Indian  village  on  the  left  ' 
of  the-^ck,  with  its  cemetery  and  4»aint 
tokens  an^'totems  on  the  opposite  side.  Eiftfy 
train  that  runs  through  brings  out  do«en«  of 
men,  smiling  women  and  wonder-ey«d  cm- 
dren  to  the  doors  of  the  houses,  still  «iaii««   , 
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at  the  great  iron-horse.    Around  are  se^n  mttej^'  \ 
fine  saddle  horses,  and  it  is  noticeable  tn«M» .     ■ 
the    Indian    settlements   certainly   ^*^*^j5f" 
chosen  at  the  most  desirable  spot*.     Kw/X 
Indians,  it  is  said,  are  *«"-t<>"^**i2j5 . 
there  is  quite  a  long  stretch  of  ^JHWflRi't 

(CooUaued  oil,  N«t  ^*g«)  .    !^ 
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HOL.'CiII  they  are  gradually  retreating 
hcfiirc  the  advance  of  white  men  in 
tlic  sliapc  (if  sportsmen,  these  are  ino 
few  at  prc<cni  to  threaten  the  lion'^  of 
the  r'ortuguese  territory  iii  East  Af- 
rica vvitli  any  serious  diminution  'in 
tlieir  numbers — at  least,  where  these  live  far 
from  the  railway.  lUu  they  are  gradually  re- 
treating further  into  the  great  plains  nr  tun- 
dras or  into  the  L"rema  flats. 

But  by  far  the  best  place'^for  them  now  is  in 
the  thick  bush  upi>n  tlie  slopes  of  the  Goron- 
go/.a  range,  where  they  are  practically  unmo- 
lested by  the  <^un>.  i.f  the  few  English  who  go 
to  the  territor} ,  i^r  these,  as  a  rule,  a\.iid  the 
heights  and  keep  to  the  plains,  where  the  game 
is  far  riiore  abundant,  though  perhaps  not  so 
varied    in    chinacter   as   upon    the   high    veld.

"TThgers  behihdi  iFis  pretty  certain  ttiat  before 
long  lie  will  fallla  victim  to  the  savage  beasts> 
and  only  his  remains  will  ever  be  iScsen^ 

The  P<H-tugucse  c>uiimandantc  of  the  prov- 
ince has  several  times  been  obliged  in  the 
ourse  of  his  official  duties  to  travel  along  the 
load  to  Sena,  which  seems  to  be  a  synonym  for 
! ion-hunting,  and  when  I  was  staying  with 
him  a  few  months  ago  he  related  some  of  liis 
experiences  while  traveling.  It  appears  that. 
Iiaving  trt  spend  one  night  on  the  way  to  his 

destination,  he  arrived  at  a  small  native  vil- 
lage, and  made  his  camp  near  it. 

"All  at  once,'"  he  said,  "the  boys  came  into 
my  tent  and  told  mc  that  two.  or  oerhaps 
three,  lions  were  in  the  camp,  and,  thinking 
they  were  too  near  to  be  pleasant.  1  resolved 
It  pa>-  the  rest  of  the  night  in  the  village. 
-Thdrcforc.  leaving  all  our  provisions. and  stores 
a,s  they  were.  1  spent  the  night  in  one  of  the 
huts,  while  the  boys  arranged  themselves  in 
the  oihcis.  Ivext  mornirig  at  dawn  wc  went 
liHck  to  the  camp,  and  found.that  after  we  left, 
'  ne  of  the  lions  had  sprung. upon  my  tent  in 
carch  of  human  food.  and.  finding -hi.s  prey 
1  ad  escaped,  he  and  the  others  had  turned  upon 
the  stores  and  literally  wrecked  them.  Flour 
and  other  necessaries  lay  scattered  all  over  the 
c  round,  and  our  cases  of  provisions  had  been 
t?)rn  open,  and  all  that  could  prove  to  be  food 
for  the  hungr\-  lions  had  been  devoured,  the 
rest  being  rendered  useless.  It  would  seem 
that  the  beasts  had  acted  in  revenge,  for  what- 
ever was  of  no  use  to  them  had  been  mauled 
I)ast  repair,  and  we  had  nothing  whatever  left 
cither  t.)  cat  or  to  iisc.  Lions  seem  to  act  in 
rhi^  way  when  balked  of  their  prey. 

"Once  r  was  traveling  to  the  railway  at 
Tiamboo  Crefck,  when  a  lion,  which  had  evi- 
flcntly  1)een  watching  our  movements  from  the 
long-  grass  which  grow.s  on  either  side  of  the 
track,  quietly  crossed  the  path  close  behind  my 
machilla.  These  animals  do  not  like  the  look 
<:i  a  machilla.  which  they  do  nu{  understand, 
and.  therefore,  when  a  white  man  is  traveling, 
they  allow  this  to  pass ;  but  in  this  case — and 
it  has  happened  to  other  whites  as  well — the 
animal  calmly  trotted  across  the  track  be- 
tween the  machilla  and  the  next  boy.  who  was 
a  short  distance  behind,  never  molesting  the 
latter,  but  going  on  after  his  pre.\ . 

"Mr.  Barth,  who  owns  a  plantation  on  the 
I'ungwe,  told  me  that  a  Hon  comes  to  drink 
every  evening  from  the  tank  not  ten  yar/is 
irom  where  he  is  lying  close  to  his  open  win- 
dow, qnd  the  beast  acts  exactly  like  a  huge 
rat,  watching  him  clo.sely  while  drinking  with 
his  great  yellow  eyes,  and,  after  drinking  his 
fill,  the  lion  licks  his  lips  and  walks  off' into 
his  fastnesses,  without  disturbing  the  watches 
in  the  least,  for  in  that  district  the  game  is  still 
plentiful,  and  ihc  lions,  therefore,  do  not  mo- 
lest the  white  men. 

"Once  we  shot  a  fine  lioness  in  our  com- 
pound, close  behind  the  house.  In  this  case 
she  had  gryavvn  incapable  of  going  after  the 
game  from  her  haunts  upon  the  mountain  sides 
opposite,  as  she  would  have  had  to  go  some 
distance,  and  her  teeth  were  gone  for  the  most 
part,  owing  to  her  age.  Therefore,  she  could 
no  longer  compete  with  the  younger  lions,  as 
game  is  getting  scarce  there,  and  most  of  the 
buck  remaining  there  arc  small  kinds,  which 
do  not  satisfy  a  lion  for  long.  In  this  case, 
the  lioness  had  ventured  to  the  compound  lor 
the  sake  of  the  goats  and  cliickens,  and  we  shot 
her  as  she  was  in  the  act  of  killing  a  goat,  sev- 
eral of  which  she  had  mauled.  I  still  have  the 
head,  but  the  animal  was  long  pa:(t  her  prime, 
though  her  head  was  a  large  one.  Sometimes 
the  natives  show  the  greatest  braverv  when 
they  arc  faced  by  a  lion,  for  they  have  onlv 
their  assegais  and  other  rude  weapons,  but 
even  so  they  will  sometimes  make  a  deter- 
mined stand  against  a  hungry  lion,  and  will 
act  together  s^  well  as  to  keep  the  lion  from 
killing  any  of  their  number.  In  this  way  thev 
obtain  the  teeth  and  claws  which  arc  so  often 
offered  you  in  the  villages  you  pa.ss  through  on 
your  way. 
,  "At  present."'  be  <;gn^]u4^d,  "the  bush  is  so 


thick  upon  the  mouiUain  sides  and  the  lions  so 
numerous  that  no  white  man  should  go  after 
iidus  single-handed  ;  hut  if  two  (jr  lUdrc  were  to 
cumc  here  together  they  would  be  alninst  sure 
of  >plendid  sport,  as  the  natives  know  prctt}' 
well  the  exact  spots  where  the  lions  have  their 
homes,  and  are  only  too  willing  and  anxious 
to  ]ioint  these  out,  so  that  they  shall  be  rid  of 
their  powerful  enemies." — W".  L.  Piixicv,  in 
The  Field.

told  him  that  fingland  had  acccjiled  in  a  lar-

My  ambition  became  lo 
change  my  intestinal  flora  from  a  natural  or 
wild  flora  into  a  cultivated  one.  Only  the 
other  day,  before  my  lecture  at  the  Academic 
des  Sciences,  in  which  I  announced*  my  dis- 
covery of  glyco-bactcria  for  prolonging  life,  I 
was  able  to  prove  by  analvsi.s  that  my  s.>stem 
contains  practically  no  poison, 


of  an  exacting  character,  rarely  outlast  that 
lime.  Now  ])crsonally  1  do  not  think  1  am 
ready  yet  to  be  thrown  on  one  side.'  And  the 
.savant  laughed  in  his  delightfid  way.  and 
shoiik  his  leonine  mane,  still  free  from  grey. 

'"1  lind  I  can  work  longer  and  harder  than 
man>  of  my  younger  colleagues.  The  assis.t- 
ants  here  all  require  holidays— a  month  at 
least.  After  three  days  1  want  to  start  work 
again  !  1  attribute  my  energy  to  my  diet,  be- 
cause, as  I  tell  you.  between  thirty-five  and 
forly  I  was  incapable  of  sustained  work  with- 
out feeling  malaise.  If  1  should  die  suddenly 
tomorrow  it  would  not  disprove  my  theories, 
because  I  began  late  in  life.  Hut  the  man  who 
has  barely  reached  middle  life  might  very 
projJCrly  Ijcgin  with  every  hope  of  arriving  at 
the  best  results. 

"'My  dietary  is  not  purel)'  \cgctarian  o^ 
fruitarian,  but  is  a  mixed  diet,  composed  part- 
ly of  meat.  I  think  a  little  meat  is  necessary. 
My  wife,  who  is  much  yo^mgcr  than  i.  can- 
not support  as  great  a  fatigue.  She  follows 
a  stridtfy  vegetarian  regime.  Intestinal  poi- 
sons atrophy  the  brHin.' " 


so  am  moving  tomorrow  into  a  new  country  to 
try  for  oryx,  and  always  a  chance  of  a  li<m, 
no  limit  being  on  them. 

I  am  very  glad  to  gel  out  O'f  this  district,  as 
it  is  not  very  healthy  and  affect.^,  my  nerves 
awfully.  I  am  as  jumpy  as  can  be.  The  grass 
ticks  arc  a  fright — hundreds  all  over  every- 
thing: and  ihc  bites  drive  me  crazy  .  My  mule 
must  have  thousands  on  him;  and,  what  with 
the  flies,  can  hardly  eat.  They  get  in  my  bed, 
and  1  ha\  e  had  very  little  sleep  the  last  six  or 
seven  nights.  .Anyhow,  wc  are  getting  out  of' 
,  this  district  and,  I  believe,  into  a  much  better 
climate. 

I  had  (|uitc  a  time  with  a  wounded  lion.  I 
never  saw  anything  so  angry  in  my  life.  He 
started  to  conic  for  us.  but  jumped  into"  a 
slough  with  some  water,  wdiich  he  did  not 
much  like,  sort  of  upsetting  him  for  the  mo- 
ment, and  he  landed  on  the  same  side  as  he 
started  from,  and  lay  down  again.  1  shot  him 
twice  again  in  the  head.  He  jumped  up  then 
and  ran  away  into  some  high  reeds,  where  wc 
had  to  go  in,  but  we  found  him  dead.  If  it 
had  not  have  been  for  the  water  he  had  to 
•iroSs,   I    think   some  of  us   would   have  got 


mauled  all  right,  as  we  were  quite  close 
(about  50  yards).  It  was  a  sight  I  never  shall 
forget. 

I  have  done  good  shooting  at  the  lions.  an«l 
if  1  coidd  only  have  sat  down  and  steadied 
myself,  I  think  I  might  have  had  two  more 
but  for  nnc  of  my  boys  frightening  them.  The 
lions  are  good  sport,  but  the  rest  rather  tame. 
The  buffalo  are  supposed  to  be  very  dan- 
gerous, but  I  have  seen  no  sign  of  it. 

I  have  to  stop  every  minutcto  pick  the 
ticks  off  mc  that  get  inside  my  clothes.  They 
spoil  everything.  * 

As  shooting  parties  go  otit  in  this  coun- 
try, I  have  a  very  small  outfit— tw^enty-two 
boys  from  Nairobi,  including  headman,  gun^.

THE      INVENTOR     OF     THE     PISTON 
ENGINE 

The  unfortunate  Denys  Papin.  the  inventor 
of  the  digestor  and  of  the  piston  steam  en- 
gine (which  he  evolved  out  of  Huygen's  gun- 
powder engine),  became  a  fellow  .of  the  Royal 
Sorij^ty  j*»  1684,  ?vd  JGint  cul  albi  wilii  Hookc 
in  1684.  Papin  raised  a  piston  in  a  cylinder  by 
the  expansion  of  steam  under  it,  and- con- 
densed the  steam  ;,  he  also  invented  the  safety . 
valve  in  1690.  T.  Saverv-  displaced  the  water 
in  an  oval  vessel  by  steam  through  a  check 
vaU'e,  and  then  condensed  the  steam  by  an 
external  jet  of  water.  The  general  opposition 
unfortunately  induced  Papin  to  revert  to  the 
Saver}-  type  of  engine,  which  he  improved.  Fie 
went  to  Marburg,  and  when  hi?  first  steam 
propelled  boat  had  been  destroyed  by  the 
jealous  boatmen,  he  returned  to  England  to 
die  a  disappointed  poor  man  in~'i7io.  Savery 
exhibited  a  model  of  his  single  receiver  en- 
gine in  the  Royal  Society  in  1699;  it  was  the 
first  engine  provided  with  a  surface  condenser.

BY  RAIL  TO  SKEENA  CROSSING.

on  a  wide' roadbed,  and  at  Andimaul  there  is  a 
goodsized  saw-mill,  a  general  store  and  a  num- 
ber of  houses. 

Beyond  Nash,  the  next  station,  is  Skecna 
Crossing,  and  the  train,  wdiich  left  Prince  Ru- 
pert at  noon,  pulled  up  here  before  6.30,  slightly 
in  front  of  schedule  time.  Next  day.  at  rtooni 
it  returns  to  Prince  Rupert.  On  July  14  Hon. 
L'raiik  Cochrane,  minister  of  railways,  inspect- 
ed the  bridge  here,  being  accompanied  by  Mr. 
\Y.  C.  C.  ^Ieehan.  general  superintendent.  Mr. 
G.  .'\.  Nicholl,  superintendent,  both  of  Prince 
Rupert;  Captain  Nicholson,  manager  of  the 
G.  T:  P.  steamship  service,  of  Vancouveri  and 
Mr.  H!  'S.  Clements,  M.P.  .A.  few^  days  later 
Sir  Richard  Mcl'ride.  premier  of  the  province, 
and  Hon.  W.  J.  Bowser,  the  attorney-general, 
were  also  here  to  note  the  progress  made,  on 
their  w-ay  to  Hazelton. 

From  the  Skeena  Crossing  it  is  but  sixteen 
miles  to  Hazelton.  and  this  part  of  the  journey 
is  done  by  two  woodfed  steamers,  the  Inland- 
er and  the  Omenica.  which  carry  supplies  for 
Hazelton  and  the  Rulkley  \' alley  district,  and- 
material  for  the  further  extension  of  the  line. 
The  "up"  trip  is  done  in  about  three  hours, 
and  the  "down"  in  about  forty  minutes,  which 
latter  run.  at  $3.  works  out  at  about  seven 
cents  a  minute.  Originally  $T  was  charged, 
then  it  got  to  .$1.50.  and  now  it  is  double.  The 
owners  of  these  steamers,  over  which  the 
G.  T.  P.  haAC  no  control,  are  certainly  making 
hay  while  the  sun  shines,  but  the  sun  will  not 
shine  much  longer  in  regard  to  these  high 
prices,  for  as  soon  as  the  trains  arc  running 
through  to  Hazelton  the  era  of  the  steamers 
will  be  over,  and  .they  will  find  themselves, 
like  Othello,  with  occupation  gone.  To  judge 
from  wdiat  is  said  around  Skeena  Crossing  and 
at  Hazelton,  this  is  a  consummation  devoutly 
to  be  wished,  for,  as  things  are  at  present,  the 
contractors  are  monopolizing  the  only  trans- 
portation facilities,  and  all  other  interests  go  to 
the  wall.  To  print  exactly  what  the  people 
say  about  this  would  be  highly  improper. 

The  railway  company  is  sparing  no  effort 
to  complete  the  distance— about  450  mile»-~4Ml 
vet   unfinished  between   the  Skeena  Croplitilf. 
and  Fitzhugh.    When  this  is  done  another  t^Wy 
road  across  Canada  will  be  opened  from  tWC^, 
Atlantic  to  the  Pacific.

ARMADA 


(  !m-oiii   l-'roudc's  EHstory  of  England) 
•'On  the  cvciiing  of  the  i9th-20th.  the  bea- 
cons along   the  coast  had   told   England   that 
the  hour  of  her  trial  had  come. 

To' the  ships  at  Plymouih,  the  message 
was  as  a  message  of  salvation.  By  liirift  and 
short  rations,  by  good  management,  contented 
care,  and  lavish  use  of  private  meaiJS,  t!ierc 
w  as  still  on6^ ""week's  provisions  in  the  niaga-

sharp  fighting,  according  to  l£nglish  notions 
of  what  fighting  ought  to  be.  They  had  to 
meet  the  enemy,  as  it  were,  with  one  arm  ban- 
daged bv  their  own  Sovereign ;  but  all  wants, 
all  difficulties  were  forgotten,  in  the  knowl- 
edge tliat  he  was  come,  and  that  they  would 
grapple  \Hth  him  before  they  were  dissolved 
hy  starvation. 

The    Nvaniing   light    flow    to    London,    .swift 
messengers   gallo])ing   behind  it.  '  There    was 
saddling  and  arming  in  village  and  town,  and 
musters   flocking  to  their  posts.     Loyal  Eng- 
land forgot  its  difference  of  creeds,  and  knew 
nothing  but  tliat  tli^i  invader  was  at  the  door. 
.    .    .    The  day  wore  on,  noon  passed,  and 
nothing    had    been    seen.      At    length,    toward 
three  in  the  afternoon,  the  lookout  men  on  the 
hill  reported  a  line  of  sails  on  the  western  hori- 
zon, the  twc'  wings  being  first  visible,  which 
were    gradually    seen    to    unite   as   the   centre 
rose  slowly  over  the  rim  of  the  sea.    On  they 
swept  in  a  broad  crescent  slowly,  for  the  air 
was  light-;  and.  a$  the  hulls  showed  clear,  it 
was  seen  that  report  had  not  exaggerated  the 
number   that    was  coming.        .'\   hundred    and 
fifty,  large  and  small,   were  counted,  and    -z- 
ported  to  Lord   Howard  ;  a  few  stray  tenders 
bound    for   Elanders   having  sought   the  com- 
pany anrl  protection  of  the  mighty  escort. 

The  English  ships  at  once  weighed,  btit 
showed -themselves  as  little  as  they  could.  The 
evening  was  cloudy,  with  the  wind  hanging 
to  the  land.  It  was  growing  dusk  when  the 
.\rmadri  opened  Plymouth,  and  thence,  for  the 
first  time,  Medina  Sidonia  perceived  that  How- 
ard was  prepared  for  him,  and  that  if  he  wish- 
ed he  could  not  enter  the  Sound  without  an 
action.  There  was  not  light  enough  for  him 
to  ineasurc  the  enemy's  strength.  He  saw 
sails  passing  continually  between  his  fleet  and 
the  land,  the  vessels  tacking  and  manoeuver- 
ing,  but.  confident  in  his  own  overpowering 
force,  he  sent  up  signals  to  lie  for  the  night, 
and  to  prepare  lor  a  general  action  at  day- 
break. 

About  two  o'clock  the  moon  rose  with  a 
clear  sky — a  gibbous  moon,  no  more  than  half 
a  circle,  but  by  the  light  of  it  the  Spaniards 
perceived  that  sixty  or  seventy  ships  had  glid- 
ed out  behind  them,  and  were  hovering  in 
the  rear,  just  out  of  cannon  shot. 

The  dawn  was  still,  but  towards  eight 
o'clock  the  breeze  freshened  from  the  west. 
The  Armada  made  sail,  and  attempted  to 
close.  To  Medina  Sidonia's  astonishment  it 
seemed  at  the  pleasure  of  the  English  to  leave 
or  to  allow  him  to  approach  as  they  chose. 
The  high-tovvcred.  broad-bowed  galleons  mov- 
ed like  Thames  barges  piled  with  hay ;  while 
the  sharp,  low  English  sailed  at  once  two  feet 
to  the  Spaniards'  one.  and  shot  away  as  if  by 
magic  in  the  eye  of  the  wind.  It  was  as  if 
A  modern  steam  fleet  was  engaged  with  a 
squadron  Of  the  old-fashioned  three-deckers, 
choosing  their  own  distance  and  fighting  or 
not  fighting  as  suited  their  convenience. 

The  end  of  the  first  two  days'  engagement 
had  brought  only  success  to  the  BritisJCthey 
had  sunk  two  of  the  enemy's  strongest  ships, 
an6  had  taken  quantities  cf  stores  and  ammun- 
ition, and  many  prisoners.

Spaniards  had   entered   the  Channel  had   now- 
reached   even   the   mo.st    remote    villages   and 
hamlets,  and  all     differences     of   religion,  of 
class,  or  of  position,  were  lost  sight  of  for  the 
moment  in  the  intense  desire  that  fired  every 
heart  to  be  of  service  to  the  mother-country. 
"Young  lords  and  gentlemen  came  streaming 
out  in  every  smack  or  sloop  that  they  could 
lav   hold   of  to   snatch    their   share   of   danger 
and  glorv   at   Howard's   side.       The   strength 
which  they  were  able  to  add  was  little  or  noth- 
ing-    but      they     brought     enthusiasm:   they 
brought     to     the    half-starved   and    neglected 
crews  the  scn.se  that  the  heart  of  England  was 
with    them,   and    transformed    every    common 
seaman  into  a  hero.     On  the  Tuesday  evening 
after  the  fight.  Medina  Sidonia  counted  a  hun- 
dred sail  behind  him,  and  observed,  with,  some 
uneasiness,    that   the   numbers   were    still    in- 
creasing." 

The  daw  wore  on.  and  the   English   con- 
tinued  to   hold   the   Spaniards  at   bay.       The 
great  size  of  the  Spanish   ves.sels,  instead    of 
being  an  advantage,  was  a  great  disadvantage. 
They  could  not  move  with  anything  like    the 
rapidity  of  the  smaller  vessels  of  the  English, 
and.  though  they  tried  again  and  again,  could 
not  come  to  close  quarters,  so  that  they  might 
bring  about  a  decisive  engagement.     "There 
was    something    devilish     in   the   rapid    man- 
oeuvres of  their  (the  English)  -ships,  and  the 
torrents  of  shot  which  plunged  into  their  (the 
Spaniards)    tall   sides,  while    their    own   flew 
wild    and    harmless."    The    long-drawn     out 
fighting  was  no  less  hard  on  tlfe  English  than 
the  Spaniard-s,  however.    For  they  were  woe- 
fully *hort  of  powder  and  shot,  and  the  crews 
of  the  ships  obliged  to  go  hungry  many  a  time. 
When  another  week  had  passed  by,  and  the 
Spanish  fleet  was  anchored  close  to  the  edge 
of  the  shoal  water,  where  to  attadc  it  was  im- 
pofHible,  a  course  of  action  was  resolved  upon. 
"It  was  dftefmined  to  drive  them  out  into 


the    Channel    with    fire    ships,   (.f    which    they 
were  known  to  be  afraid.     Sir  Henry  Palmer 
proposed    to  cross  4.0   Dover  and   fetch     some 
worthless  hulks;  but  time  would  be  lost,  and 
there    was    not   a   day   nor   an   hour   to   spare. 
Amongst  the  volunteer  vessels  which  attached 
themselves   to    the      fleet,     there    were    many 
that  would  be  useless  in  action,  and  as  fit  as 
the  best    for  the  service   for  whicii  they   were 
now   needed.      Eight    were   taken,   the   rigging- 
smeared    rapidly    with    pitch,    the   hulls    filled 
with  any  useless  material  which  could  be  ex- 
temporized that  would  contribute  to  the  blaze. 
The  skv  was  cloudy,  the  moon  was  in  its  last 
fjuarter',  and  did  not  rise  till  morning;  and  the 
tide   toward  midnight  set  directly  down   from 
the  English  position  to  where  the  ships  of  the 
Armada,  seeking  shelter  from  the  bend  of  the 
coast.   lay  huddled   dangerously  close.      Long, 
low   sighing  gusts   from   the   westward   prom- 
ised  the   rising  of  a  gale.     The  crews   of   the 
condemned  vessels  undertook  to  pilot  them  to 
their   destination,   and   then   belay    the    slicet, 
'lash  the  helm,  fire  and  leave  them. 

•'Thus,  when  the  Spanish  bells  were  about 
striking  twelve,  and,  save  the  watch  on  deck, 
soldiers  and  .seamen  lay  stretched  in  sleep, 
certain /lark  objects,  which  had  been  seen 
dimly  drifting  on  the  tide  where  the  galleons 
lay  thickest,  shot  suddenly  into  pyramids  of 
light,  flames  leaping  from  ruddy  sail  to  sail, 
flickering  on  the  ropes,  on  the  forecastles, 
foremasts  and  bowsprits,  a  lurid  blaze  of  con- 
flagration. A  cool  commander  might  have  or- 
dered out  his  boats,  and  towed  the  fircships, 
clear;  but  Medina  Sidonia.  with  a  strain  al- 
ready upon  him  beyond  the  strength  of  his 
capacity,  saw  coming  upon  him  some  terrible 
engines  of  destruction,  like  a  floating  mine, 
which  had  shattered  Parma's  bridge  at  Ant- 
werp. Panic  spread  through  the  entire  Ar- 
mada ;  the  enemy  they  most  dreacted  was  iipon 
them.     The  galleons  were  each  riding    Ivith 


two  anchors ;  for  their  misfortune  few  of  them 
were  provided  with  a  third.  A  shot  was  fired 
from  the  San  Martin  as  a  signal  to  cut  or  .slip 
their  cables,  and  make. to  sea..  Amidst  cries 
and  confusion,  and  lighted  to  their  work  by 
the  blaze,  they  .set  sail  and  cleared  away,  con- 
gratulating themselves  when  they  reached 
open  -water,  and  found  that  all  or  most  of  them 
were  safe,  on  the  skill  with  which  they  had  de- 
feated the  macliinations  of  the  enemy.  They 
lay' to  six  miles  from  shore,  intending  to  vetuni 
witli  tlie  daylight,  and  recover  their  anchors 
and   resume  their  old  position. 

This,  of  course,  they  were  never  permitted 
to  do.    The  battle  that 'took  place  the  next  day 
was  or.c  .;f  ilie  most  bloody  ever  fought  ii])on 
the    sea.      The    Spaniards    lost    four    thousand 
men.   either  killed   or  drowned,  and   probably 
as  many  mofe'^ere  wounded.     "Thu.s.  when 
morning  once  more  dawned  on  the  miserable 
.\rmada,    they    again    .saw   on    their    wealher- 
beam,  almost  within  cannon  shot,  and  Alingiiig 
to  them   like  their   shadow,  the  dreaded   Eng- 
lish fleet.   .    .    .   They  had  now  a  fair  wind  to 
return  to  Calai.s — on,    therefore,    the  Armada 
sped  before  the  rising  breeze,  the  English  still 
following  in   expectation   every  moment    that 
they   would  bear  up  and  engage,  and  unable 
to  believe  that  Castilians  would  yield  so  easily, 
and   go  back   to  their  country  with   dishonor 
and  shame.     Harder     and     harder     blew  the' 
wind;  and  as  the  sea  rose  their  distressed  con- 
dition became  more  apparent.     The  pursuing 
fleet  began  now  to  pass  drowned  and  drown- 
ing bodies  of  mules  and  horse.s  flung  over  to 
save  the  scanty  water-casks.    More  than   one 
poor,  crippled  ship     dropped     behind  as  htr 
spars  snapped,  and  the  water  made  its    way 
through  her  wounded  ?eams  in  the  stratnitig 
yeas.     The   Spaniards,  'stricken,  it  wa«    now 
plain.'  with  a  wonderful  fear,  made  tto  attempt 
to  succor  their  consorts,  but  passed  <in  tewing 
them  to  founder——"  /

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THE  STORY   OF  FRANCE 

Robert  the  Magnificent,  or  Robert  the 
Ucvil,  as  he  was  variously  called  by  the  chroni- 
clers of  his  time,  was  fifth  Duke  of  Normandy 
in  succession  from  the  great  Rollo,  who  led 
the  Northmen  into  the  territories  of  the 
Franks,  and  liked  the  country  well  enough  to 
.-tay  there.  We  have  seen  in  a  previous  article 
that  the  dukes  of  Normandy,  Burgundy.  Arjou 
and  other  territories,  though  acknowledging 
the  suzerainty  of  the  French  king,  were .  m 
point  of  fact  independent  sovereigns,  waging 
war  witli  each  other  and  with  foreign  lords  as 
suited  their  ambition  or  met  their  necessities. 
Robert  was  a  man  of  unusual  strength  of  char- 
acter and  liberality  of  di^poMtion;  he  wa.-  ITve- 
wibc  somewhat  indiscriminate  in  hib  amours, 
and  he  -0  lived  that  about  the  year  1035  he 
came  to  the  concluson  t^at,^.l<^j^«^4  .^itj*

of  a  tanner  named  Fulbert,  of  whom  l^bert 
became  enamored,  so  the  story  goes,  as  he  saw 
her  washing  clothes  by  a  brookside.  William 
was  born  in  1027,  and  v^-as  named  after  William 
Longsvvord,  the  illustrious  son  of  Rollo.  The 
child,  was  reared  according  to  the  station  of 
his  father  rather  than  that  of  his  mother,  and 
he  proved  himself  to  be  a  worthy  scion  of  a 
great  family.  He  was  not  allowed  by  the  con- 
temporaries of  his  youth  to  forget  his  ignoble 
birth,  and  when  he  was  twenty-one  the  inhabi- 
tants of  .Alencon,  to  which  city  he was  laying 
siege,  hung  their  walls  with  dirty  hides,  which 
they 'shook  at  William  when  he  rode  near 
them,  calling  out:  "Plenty  of  work  for  the 
tanner!"  William  was  infuriated,  and  ex- 
claimed. "By  the  glory  of  God.  they  shall  pa^ 
me  dear  for  this  bravado!"  His  revenge  soon 
followed,  for  having  taken  a  number  of  prison- 
,.  ers  in  an  assault,  he  pulled  out  their  eyes,  cut 
-off  'heir  hesds  and  ;iml~»S;  and  threw  the  frag- 
ments into  the  city  by  means  of  his  siege- 
machines. 

,  William  was  a  remarkable  youth.  It  was 
said  of  him  that  after  his  birth,  he  wa>  laid 
.upon  a  little  heap  of  straw,  and  that  he  began 
at  once  to  wriggle  about  and  grasp  the  straw 
within  Ills  tiny  arms,  which  caused  the  nurse 
to  say:  "This  child  beginneth  full  young  to 
take  and  heap  up."  When  he  was  quite  a  little 
fellow  and  was  playing  'with  some  other  chil- 
dren. William  de  Bellesme.  Lord  of  Alencons, 
saw  him.  and,  struck  by  a  presentiment,  said: 
'".-\ccursed  be  thou  of  God.;  for  I  am  certain 
that  by  thee  my  .honors  will  be  lowered."  As 
he  grew  older  he  assumed  the  leadership  of  all 
his  playmates  and  was  inclined  to  be  domincer- 
"ing,  biit  hearing  that  ths  was  making  him  un- 
popular with  his  elders,  he  began  to  practise 
restraint.  At  fifteen  he<demanded  knighthood, 
which  was  granted  him.  He  is  described  7s 
having  been  tall  and  manly,  of  proud  bearing, 
both  terrible  and  pleasing  to  the  sight.  Allow- 
ing for  exaggeration,  there  is  no  room  for 
doubt  that  William  was  a  man  of  remarkable 
iype,  both  physically  and  intellectually. 

The  pilgrimage'  of  Robert  came  to  a  sad 
end.  It  was  a  strange  journey, 'consisting  of  an 
alternation  of  scenes  of  extravagance  and  hu- 
mility. He  fell  ill  in  Asia  Minor  from  sheer 
weariness,  and  was  carried  along  on  a  litter 
borne  by  four  negroes.  He  reached  Jerusalem 
in  safety,  and,  having  fulfilled  his  vow,  set  out 
on  his  return.  He  had  not  proceeded  very  far 
when  he  died  of  poison,  but  by  whom  it  was 
administered  or  why  has  never  been  told.  Dur- 
ing his  absence,  Alain,  Duke  of  Britanny,  act- 
ed as  regent,  and  although  Robert  had  taken 
the  precaution  of  presenting  VVilliam  to  the 
King  of  France  and  having  his  succession  to 
the  dukedom  formally  acknowledged,  that 
sovereign  set  himself  to  the  task  of  despoiling 
Xormandy  of  some  of  its  best  territory.  A 
period  of  awful  confusion  ensued,  assaults, 
robberies,  murders,  -crimes  of  all  kinds  were 
committed  by  the  King's  friends  upon  the  sup- 
porters of  the  Duke  and  vice  versa.  The  clergy 
endeavored  to  patch  up  a  peace.  A  great  meet- 
ing was  held,  and  what  was  called  "the  Peace 
of  God"  was  proclaimed;  but  the  Normans 
would  not  agree  to  it.  so  that  the  priests  had 
to  be  content  w^ith  what  was  called  "a  truce 
of  God."  lender  this  arrangement  from  sun- 
set on  Wednesday  of  each  week  to  sunrise  on 
the  following  Monday  all  pillage,  murder  and 
outrage  was  stopped;  but  it  began  again  on 
Monday  at  sunrise  and  continued  until  Wed- 
nesday at  sunset.  When  William  received 
knighthood,  he  took  upon  himself  the  govern- 
ment of  his  dukedom,  and  forthwith  promul- 
gated very  stringent  proclamations  against 
crime  of  every  kind,  while  granting  pardon  to 
all  offenders  in  the  past,  who  would  swear 
fealty  to  him  and  thencctorward  observe  the 
law.  Such  was  the  youth  of  the  man,  who  has 
passed  into  English  history  as  William  the 
Conqueror. 

In  the  scries  of  ar-ticles  entitled  "English 
Sovereigns"  the  career  of  the  great  Duke  in 
England  was  outlined  and  the  general  lines 
of  nis  poHcj(!:7as  King  of  England  were  ex- 
plained. All  we  have  to  do  with  him  here  is  as 
lo  the  part  he  played  in  the  history  of  France. 
Mis  influence  seems  to  have  been  wholly  ior 


good  so  far  as  public  affairs  were  concerned. 
In  his  private  life  he  was  not  greatly  differ- 
ent from  his  contemporaries,  but  he  loved 
public  order,  and  his  administration  within  his 
duchy  was  in  the  interest  of  the  general  wel- 
fare. Notwithstanding  all  the  precautions 
that  his  father  had  taken,  William's  title  was 
not  acknowledged  by  all  the  barons.  At  the 
age  of  seventeen  he  was  confronted  by  a  very 
serious  rebellion,  .but  he  called  upon  the  King 
of  France,  Henry  I.,  for  aid,  which  that  mon- 
arch readily  gave  him,  even  taking  the  field  in 
his  behalf.  When  the  rebellion  lyid  been  put 
down.  William  proceeded  to  demolish  the  cas- 
tles of  his  enemies,  and  thus  struck  the  first 
blow  at  feudal  independence.  He  became  in 
Normandy  -what  lie  afterwards  became  in  Eng- 
land, a  true  sovereign,  to  whom  the  subordi- 
nate barons  extended  not  simply  a  nominal 
acknowledgment,  but  an  actual  obedience. 
We  do  not  exaggerate  when  we  say  that  the 
.  tenner's  grandson  was  the  greatest  man  of  his

Iftfngs "  which  would  enable  them  to  live  ac- 
cording to  their  ideas  of  comfort,  were  so  laden 
with  booty  that  the  march  was  greatly  im- 
peded. The  king,  seeing  this,  determined  upon 
setting  an  example  whicJi  his  men  could  not 
affor^to  ignore.  At  break  of  day,  just  as  the 
baggage  wagons  were  being  loaded,  he  asked 
for  a  torch,  and  going  out  to  his  ow-n,  he  s£t 
fire  to  them,  and  stood  by  with  a  smile  while  all 
the  costly  paraphernalia  went  up  in  smoke 
and  flame.  Seeing  what  their  king  had  done, 
his  courtiers  could  do  no  less,  though  perhaps 
they  were  not  any.  too  pleased  at  feeling  the 
obligation.  When  the  soldiers  saw  what  was 
happening  and  appreciated  the  example  their 
master  had  set  them,  they  were  enthusiastic  at 
his  -self-denial,  and  they  vied  with  one  another 
in  their  destruction  of  what  until  that  moment 
they  had  deemed  indispensable  to  their  com- 
fort.' So  it .  was  with  light  hearts  and  light 
loads    that    Alexander's  ,  arnn-    began    their

rich  pasture  and  fruit  lands,  and  with  this  king, 
who  had  the  reputation  of  being  very  wise, 
Alexander  had  an  interview  in  which  the  two 
exchanged  gifts,  and  Taxiles  agreed  to  let 
Alexander  share  all  his  lands  and  riches. 
Other  of  the  Indian  princes  were  not  so  mag- 
nanimously disposed,  however,  and  were  quite 
ready  to  fight  with  the  Macedonian  invader  for 
every  foot  of  land  he  wished  to  claim.  The 
Indian  philosophers,  too,  fiery  orators  as  they 
could  be  on  occasion,  did  much  to  turn  their 
people's  hearts  against  the  "barbarian,"  as  they 
called  him,  and  Alexander  hanged  several  of 
them  to  show  what  little  respect  he  had  for 
the  men  whom  all  India  delighted  to  honor. 

Alexander,  in  his  own  letters,  has  given  us 
an  account  of  his  war  with  Porus,  who  was 
one  of  the  most  famous  of  the  Indian  kings,  a 
giant  of  a  man,  who  rode  an  elephant  as  an  or- 
dinary man  would  ride  a  horse.  According  to 
Plutarch,  Alexander  wrote  as  follows: 

"The  two  armies  were  separated  by  the 
river  Hydaspes,  on  whose  opposite  bank  Porus 
continually  kept  his  elephants  in  order  of  bat- 
tle, with  their  heads  toward  their  enemies,  to 
guard  the  passage;  he,  on  the  other  hand,  made 
every  day  a  great  noise  and  clamor  in  the 
camp,  to  dissipate  the  apprehensions  of  the 
barbarians.  One  dark,  stormy  night  he  passed 
the  river  at  a  distance  from  where  the  enemy 
lay,  into  a  little  island  with  part  of  his  foot  and 
the  best  of  his  horse.  Here  there  fell  a  most 
violent  storm  of  rain  accompanied  by  light- 
ning and  wdiirlwinds,  and  seeing  some  of  his 
men  burned  and  dying  with  the  lightning,  he 
nevertheless  quitted  llie  island  and  made  over 
to  the  other  side.  The  Hydaspes  was  now  so 
swollen  with  the  storm  as  to  have  made  a 
breach  in  the  bank,  and  a  part  of  the  river  was 
now  pouring  in  here,  so  that  when  he  came 
across  it  was  with  difficulty  he  got  a  footing 
on  the  land,  which  was  slippery  and  unsteady 
and  exposed  tor  the  force  of  the  current  on  both 
sides.  Alexander  says  here  the  men  left  their 
boats,  and  passed  the  breach  in  tlicir  armor 
up  to  the  breast  in  water,  and  that  then  he  ad- 
vanced with  his  horse  about  twenty  furlongs 
before  his  foot,  concluding  that  if  the  enemy 
charged  him  with  their  cavalry,  he  should  be 
too  strong  for  them;  if  with  their  foot,  his 
own  would  come  up  in  time  enough  to  his  as- 
sistance. Nor  did  he  jurlgc  amiss;  for  being 
charged  by  a  thousanrl  horse  and  sixty  armed 
chariots,  which  advanced  before  their  main 
body,  he  took  all  the  chariots  and  killed  four 
hundred  horse  upon  the  place.  Porus,  by  this 
time  guessing  that  .Alexander  himself  had 
crossed  over,  came  on  with  his  whole  army,  ex- 
cept a  party  which  he  left  behind  ^lo  hold  the 
rest  of  the  Macedonians  in  play  if  they  should 
attempt  to  cross  the  river.  But  he,  apprehend- 
ing the  multitude  of  the  enemy,  and  to  avoid 
the  shock  of  their  elephants,  dividing  his  forcps, 
attacked  their  left  wing  himself,  and  com- 
manded Coenus  to  fall  upon  the  right,  which 
was  performed  with  good  success;  for  by  this 
means,  both  wings  being  broken,  the  enemiy 
fell  back  in  their  retreat  upon  the  centre,  and 
crowded  in  upon  their  elephants.  There  rally- 
ing they  fought  a  hand-to-hand  battle,  and  it 


was   the   eighth   hour   uf   ihc   tlay    before   they 
were  entirely  defeated." 

The  elephant  wiiich  i'orus  mdr.  act-nnling 
to  historians,  was  a  very  remarkable  animal, 
and  defended  his  master  with  wonderful  saga- 
city, and  when  Porus  was  at  length  wounded 
beyond  his  strength,  the  animal  knclf  down 
softly  and  let  his  master  roll  gently  onto  t!ic 
ground,  where,  while  he  lay  unconscious,  he 
bogan  to  draw  tb.e  p'oisoned  darts  from  his  body 
with  his  proboscis.  Alexander  treated  his  fall- 
en enemy  With  the  greatest  magnanimity. 
"How  shall  I  treat  you?"  the  Macedonian  is 
said  to  have  asked  I'orus,  when  the  latter 
stood  before  him,  a  captive.  "As  an  cMiemy  and 
a  king,"  the  i)roud' Indian  replied,  and  .Mcx- 
ander  was  delighted  with  this  response.  He 
thereupon  made  him  satrap  of  his  own  king- 
dom under  himself,  and  gave  him' also,  in  ad- 
dition, the  territory  of  various  independent 
tribes  w^hich  he  subdued,  a  district  which,  it  is 
said,  contained  fifteen  several  nations,  and 
five  thousand  considerable  towns,  besides 
abundance  of  villages.  '        ^. 

"This  last  combat,"  writes  Plutarch,  "took 
the  ed§:e  off  the  Macedonian  courage,  and 
*  stayed  their  further  progress  into  India.  For 
having  found  it  hard  enough  to  defeat  an 
ein my  who  brought  but  twenty  thousand  fo^ 
•and  t wo--thotTsan d  horse-  inTo~tlie  field,  ttiev 


thought  they  had  reason  to  oppose  Alexander's 
design  of  leading  them  on  to  .pass  the  Ganges 
too,  which  they  were  told  was  thirty-two  fur- 
longs broad  and  a  hundred  fathoms  deep,  and 
the  banks  on  the  sides  covered  with  multi- 
tudes of  the  enemies." 


ETHNOLOGY 

IV. 


Philology,  or  the  science  of  languages,  af- 
fords ethnologists  .a  useful  means  of  investigat- 
ing the  identity  of  races.  It  may  be  carried  to 
an  extreme,  and  one  who  reads  discriminating- 
ly what  has  been  written  on  this  subject,  may 
at  times  think  that  the  greatest  authorities 
often  give  their  imagination  more  play  than 
the  facts  warrant.  Let  us  illustrate  this  by  an 
example  chosen  at  random.  The  typewriter, 
upon  which  this  article  is  being  written,  stands 
upon^  a  table.  Nearly  every  one  knows  that 
the  French  word  for  table  is  identical  with  the 
English  word  in  spelling.  Most  schoolboys 
know  that  the  Latin  for  table  is  tabula.  We 
would,  therefore,  very  naturally  come  to  the 
conclusion  that  the  word  came  to  us  from  the 
Latin  through  the  French,  and  that  is  what 
Webster'^' dictionary  tells  us.  But  we  find  iii' 
Welsh,  according  to  the  same  dictionary,  the 
word  "tavcll,"  which  we  are  told  means  a  flat 
-mass,  a  tablet  or  anything  of  that  yature;  also 
that  "taefl"  is  the  Saxon  for  a  die.  and  also  for 
a  man  who  waits  on  table ;  in  Danish,  Swedish, 
German  and  Russian  the  dictionary  says  that 
"tafel"  means  a  board.  It  is  possible  to  offer 
various  cxplanaticsjs  for  the  occurrence  of  the 
root  syllable  "tab"  or  "tav."  which  are  only 
variants  of  the  same  sound,  in  such  a  varictv 
of  languages  in  many  respects  so  dissimilar. 
We  are  not  surprised  when  we  learn  that  "ta- 
vola  is  Italian  for  table,  and  "tabla"  the  Span- 
ish, because  we  know  that  these  languages  are 
of  the  Romance  family,  that  is,  they  have  their 
origin  in  Latin  ;  but  how  arc  we  going  to  ex- 
plain the  "tavell"  of  the  Welshman  and  the 
"tafel"  of  the  Norse  and  Teutonic  tongues? 
We  can  suppose  it  to  be  due  to  the  fact  that  all 
these  languages  liad  a  common  origin;  but  if 
we  do  this,  we  are  confronted  with,  the  stu- 
pendous difficulty  of  explaining  the  remark- 
able and  apparently  irreconcilable  differences 
between  the  majority  of  their  words.  Take  the 
wprd/'world";  there  is  notliing  in  Latin  at  all 
corresponding  to  this.  It  is  of  Norse  or. Teu- 
tonic origin,  and  no  one  pretends  to  say  what 
it  is  derived  from.  But  to  rettirn  to  the  table. 
A  certain  school  of  ethnologists  might  insist 
that  the  word  for  it  in  the  languages  referred 
to  came  from  the  Latin,  and  was  comparatively 
new  in  them,  being  adopted  by  the  several 
peoples  only  after  they  had  ci^mc  in  contact 
with  Roman  civilization  and  been  familiarized 
with  the  use  of  tables.  We  do  not  say  that 
any  one  has  suggested  such  a  thing,  for,  as  we 
have  said,  this  is  only  an  illustration  to  show 
the  method  of  reasoning  followed  by  some 
ethnologists.  Let  us  push  it  a  step  further, 
and  it  is  easy  to  imagine  that  the  ancient  Celts 
and  Teutons  ate  from  the  grouiul  uniil  they 
learned  how  to  make  tables  from  the  Romans, 
and  not  ha\ing  tables,  had  no  word  for  tlicm. 
We  have  enlarged  upon  this  poi»t  to  some  ex- 
tent, because  in  much  that  is  written  popu- 
larly on  subjects  of  this  nature,  inferences,  no 
more  warranted  han  the  above,  are  set  down 
as  ascertained  facts.  For  example,  we  are  told, 
with  a  tremendous  show  Sf  atithority,  that  it 
ha>^  been  flcmonstrated  that  the  Indians  of  the 
nortlTwest  coast  are  of  Japanese  origin,  be- 
cause of  certain  similarities  of  speech  :  where- 
as it  is  quite  as  likely  that  they  are  of  a  com- 
mon origin,  having  as  ancestors  a  race  now  ex- 
tinct; or  the  resemblances  in  language  relied 
ujion  may  have  been  due  tn  intercourse  in  past 
ages. 

Tylor,  in  his  work  on  Anthropolojjfy,  says 
there  are  five  ways  in  which  people  communi- 
cate thoughts,  namely,  gestures,  cries,  words, 
pictures  and  characters  or  letters.  We  all 
know  this,  but,  like  many  things  we  all  know, 
wc  perhaps  have  not  all  thought  of  it.  .Ml  of 
us  also  know  something  about  babies.  Eacii 
one  can  therefore  form  his  own  opinion  as  to 
what  one  of  these  methods  an  infant  first  un- 
derstands. Undubtedly  the  first  it  uses  is  the 
gesture.  A  new  born  infant  when  hungry  in- 
dicates it  by' the  movement  of  it?  lips;  if' this 
does  not  ensure  immediate  cenii^iiance,  it  em-

over.  "Ala"  is  the  hunger  cry  of  the  race,  and 
•It  is  not  confined  to  mankind  alone.  It  does 
not  take  an  infant  long  to  learn  that  the  cry  is 
niore  efficacious  than  the  gesture.  An  infant 
soon  learns  that  hand>  held  out  with  a  beckon- 
ing motion  of  the  fingers  is  an  invitation  to 
come,  Icjug  befoic  it  knows  the  meaning  of 
the  word  "come,"  and'>tili  longer  before  it  can 
.speak,  it  learns  that  it  can  invite  another  to 
take  it  by  ^iniply  hohliug  out  its  hands.  Tue 
gesture  is  the  ]uimitivc  way  of  c<immunicating 
thougii',  and  it  can  be  used  with  per.-ons  who 
ha\c  iioi  ihc  faculty  of  speech  or  hearing,  and, 
if  contact  is  allowed,  even  when  they  have  not 
the  sense  of  sight.  The  gesture  method  is 
often  called  the  "sign  language." 

Cries,  considered  as  a  means  of  communi- 
cating thought,  are  not  necessarily  loud.    Mu- 
sic, either  vocal  or  instrumental,  is  an  illustra- 
tion of  how  thoughts  can  be  communicated  by 
sounds,   which   of   themselves   mean   nothing. 
Hence  it  is  that,  a  singer,  who  is  able  to  enunci-^^- 
ate  words,  so  that  they  are  distinctly  under-/^  ^' 
stood,  can  thrill  an  audience  as  no  orator  or. 
instrumental  performer  can,  given,  of  course^ 
_Uie  highest  ability  jn  song.    A  few  weeks  ago 
^cre  was  considerable  excitement  in  Victena^  , 
and  a  rumor  wieni!  around  that  a  terrible  accl«'/ 
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dent  had  occurred  on  the  Es<:juiinalt  &  Nanai-J^^j 
mo  railway.  The  origin  of-it  was  in  the  fac^f 
that  an  engineer  had  sounded  a  series  of  blasts 
from  his  locomotive  whistle,  and  every  one 
wh6  heard  understood  it  to  mean  alarm.  Per- 
haps some  readers  can  recall  that  when  the 
Point  Ellice  bridge  fell,  a  series  of  terrifyiniy 
blasts  was  sent  out  by  one  or  more  of  the  fac- 
tory w-histles.  People  asked  each  other  what 
awful  thing  had  occurred.  Such  instances  as 
this  illustrate  that  cries,  whether  vocal  or  arti- 
ficial, can  communicate  thought,  W'c  must  dis- 
tinguish between  code  signals,  which  are  un- 
derstood because  of  some  prearranged  system, 
and  those  that  in  themselves  mean  something, 
which,  though  it  may  need  to  be  further  ex- 
plained in  detail,  ts  understood  as  to  its  nature. 
To  the  latter  class  belongs  the  hiss,  or  "Pph" 
of  contempt,,  the  "ur-r-r"  6f  anger,  the  ex- 
clamations "oh"  and  "ah,"  wdiich  are  not. 
properly  speaking,  words.  ^Laughter  and  audi- 
ble weeping  belong  to  the  same  class,  and  so 
does  whistling,  but  tlicsc  are  often  used  with- 
out an}'  intention  to  communicate  messages  by 
thcni.  Here  is  an  interesting  line  of  thought 
tliat  readers  may  find  interesting  to  carry 
along;  fiirther.  and  it  may  Kp  -yvt^ndpH  tn  fhp 
brute  creation.  To  wdiat  extent  can  animals 
communicate  their  thoughts  by  cries?

CHURCH-GOING 


"The  Bible  commands  church-going,"  said 
some  one  the  other  day,  for  it  says  for  us  not 
to  forsake  the  assembling  of  ourselves  to- 
gether. I'his  practice,  of  treating  the  wdiole 
Bible  as  if  it  were  all  written  at  the  same  time, 
and  for  the  same  objeeirr-iH-vd  to  be  applicable 
in  ever}'  line  to  all  people  in  all  countries  and 
in  all  ages,  is  responsible  for  many  misunder- 
standings. The  passage  above  misquoted  oc- 
curs in  the  Epistle  to  tl^e  Hebrews,  the  author- 
ship of  which  is  unknown,  but  is  usually  at- 
tributed to  St.  Paul.  The  writer  is  giving  some 
advice  to  the  Hebrew  members  of  the  Christian 
brotherhood,  and  in  the  course  of  it  says;  "And 
let  us  consider  one  another  to  provoke  unto 
love  and  good  works ;  not  forsaking  the  as- 
sembling of  ourselves  together  as  the  manner 
of  some  is,  but  exhorting  one  another;  and  so 
much  the  more  as  ye  see  the  day  approaching." 
This  does  not  mean  church-going  to  take  part 
in  any  sort  of  religious  ceremony,  but  the  as- 
sociation of  a  number  of  individuals  for  a  com- 
mon purpose.  You  may  recall  that  Jesus  said: 
"Where  two  or  three  are  gathered  together 
in  My  name,  there  am  I  in  the  midst  of  them."' 
The  purpose  of  the  assembling  is  the  important 
thing.  Church-going  is  not  by  any  means 
pO])ular  as  it  ouglit  to  be,  and  it  is  not  gaining 
in  popularity,  although  to  secure  an  attendance 
some  of  the  devices  of  public  caterers  arc  re- 
sorted to  by  those  who  are  in  charge  of  the 
services.  A  correspondent  of  a  paper,  pub- 
lished in  one  of  the  Western  States,  speaks  of 
attending  a  Christian  Science  service  in  what 
is  called  The  Mother  Church,  in  Boston  Mas- 
sachusetts. The  capacity  of  the  building  is 
C(|ual  to  the  requirements  of  an  audience  of 
five  thousand,  and  although  there  was  no 
especial  reason  for  it,  the  attendance  was  such 
that  nearly  every  seat  vvas  taken.  The  service 
at  such  gatherings  is  very  simple;  there  is  no 
effort  at  the  spectacular;  there  is, no  alluring 
progran-.me.  The  only  explanation  of  the  large 
gaihcritig  is  that  those,  who  make  a  practice 
of  attending,  get  some  benefit  from  so  doing. 
.\s  a  rule  Christiar:  Science  congregations  are 
made  up  of  s'^nsi'  le.  practical  men  and  women. 
There  is  nothing  emotional  about  what  takes 
place.  Those  who  go  expecting  to  see  or  hear  ■ 
something  akin  to  revivalist  meetings  will 
come  away  disappointed. 

We  venture  the  suggestion  that  in  such  as- 
semblies we  have  the  type  of  gathering  to 
which  Jesus  referred  and  which  tlie  writer  of 
the  Epistle  to  the  Hebrews  recommended.  In 
other  words,  the  value,  power  and  drawing' 
power  of  such  meetings  arises  from  the  unity 
of  purpose,  which  inspires  them.  The  framers 
of  the  .Anglican  Book  of  Common  Prayer 
sought  to  attain' this  unity  by  means  of  a 
ritual,  and  undoubtedly  they  attained  that  ob^- 
ject  to  a  considerable  degree.  A  clergyman  of 
the  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States 
.said  that  he  experimented  with  choral  service 
and  found  that  the  attendatics  of  m£|i  drojpfwit 


off;  he  then  resumed  the  non-choral  service, 
and  forthwith  the  attendance  of  men  increased. 
He  explained  it  on  the  ground  that  participa- 
tion in  the  service  produced  a  unity  of  object, 
a  concentration  of  thought  on  the  part  of  the 
congregation  the  effect  of  which  was  morally 
uplifting.  Perhaps  there  may  be  a  very  grca't 
deal  in  this.  The  other  Protestant  denomina- 
tions aim  also  at  unity  of  thought,  hut  chiefly 
tlirough  the  instrumentality  of  singing.  The 
Roman  Catholic  Church  seeks  the  same  end 
by  its  own  means.  May  it  not  be  possible  that 
one  reason  why  the  mass  of  regular  church- 
goers do  not  receive  much  benefit  from  ser- 
vices is  that:  they  go  largely  because  they  feel 
it  to  be  a  duty."  or  because  they  arc  not  careful 
to  attune  their  own  minds  to  the  spirit  of  the 
occasion.  There  is  no  use  in  pretending  to 
deny  that  a  very  large  proportion  of  those  who 
go  to  church  receive  very  little  benefit  from  it, 
and  tiiat  they  throw  upon  the  minister  the  re- 
sponsibility of  the  failure,  when  the  real  cause 
is  in  themselves.  Perhaps  the  ministers  are 
in  a  measure  to  blame,  for  sometimes 
the  form  at  the  expense  of  the  sub-

#2t-^  J^rge  degree.  '  Stating  the  case  broadly, 
■^^we  object  of  all  such  gatherings  is  the  revival,  , 
the  exaltation,  the  strengthening,  the  enlarge- 
ment of  spiritual  life.  The  various  branches  of 
the  Christian  Church,  using  the  expression  in 
its  broadest  sense,  adopt  various  means  of 
attaining  this  object.  The  Quaker  employs 
silent  contemplation;  the  professional  revival- 
ist relies  a  good  deal  upon  noise  and  demon- 
stration;  the  Roman  Catholic  employs  a  state- 
ly ritual :  the  Christian  Scientist  is  almost  se- 
vere in  its  simplicity.  But  each  of  them  has 
the  same  end  in  view,  theoretically  at  least,  al- 
though doubtless  it  is  obscured  in  many  cases 
by  too  great  attention  to  subordinate  things. 
It  is  possible,  3'Ou  know,  to  lay  so  much  stress 
upon  the  means  that  the  end  will  be  lost  sight 
of. 

So  in  advocating  church-going  we  have  iir 
mind  no  especial  branch'  of  the  Christian 
Church.  If  it  were  for  us  to  offer  advice,  we 
should  say,  "Go  where  you  receive  the  greatest 
benefit."  At  the  same  time  it  is  not  necessary 
to  go  to  church  to  gain  this  benefit.  There 
are  minds  so  constituted  that  they  can  gain  a 
spiritual  up-lift  by  silent  contemplation  when 
alone.  The  effectiveness  of  this  comps  witli 
practice;  but  it  is  doubtless  the  means  whereby 
the  greatest  advance  can  be  gained.  But  not 
all  persons  are  capable  of  this,  or  at  least  many 
persons  do  not  think  they  are.  In  a  religious 
servjce  their  thoughts  seem  in  a  measure  to  act 
upon  and  be  acted  upon  by  the  thoughts  of 
others.  The  surroundings  are  to  a  certain  ex- 
tent impressive;  the  music  is  exalting,  or  at 
least  may  be  made  so;  the  sermon  is  very  like- 
ly to  be  helpful.  But  the  mere  act  of  going  to 
church  has  no  merit.  You  may  do  others  good 
if  you  put  a  good  contribution  on  the  plate ;  but 
so  far  as  you  are  concerned  yourself,  you  may 
come  away  with  only  a  small  feeling  of  satis- 
faction because  you  have  set  what  ypu  think 
is  a  good  example,  and  exhibited  your  liber- 
ality.

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R.  BORDEN,  prime  minister  of 
Canada,  made  his  first  public 
speecli  in' London  at  a  dinner 
given  in  his  honor  by  the  Royal 
Colonial  Institute  at  the  Hotel 
Metropole.  The  subject  of  his 
speech  was  the  development  of  Canada,  the 
possibilities  of  its  future,  the  national  ideals  of 
the  people,  and  the  place  to  which  they  aspired 
in  imperial  policy  and  defence. 

The  Whitehall  Rooms,  where  the  dir.ncr 
was  served,  were  filled  by  a  large  and  repre- 
sentative company,  and  many  ladies  were 
present  in  the  gallery.  The  chairman  of  the 
council  of  the  institute,  Lieut. -General  Sir  J. 
Bevan  Edwards,  presided.  There  were  also 
present  the  following  colleagues  of  Mr.  fk-rdcn 
in  the  government  of  Canada:  Mr.  G.  E.  Fos- 
ler,  minister  of  trade  and  commerce;  Mr.  L-  I'. 
Pelletier,  postmaster-general;  Mr.  C.  J.

Kemp,  member  of  the  cabinet  without  port- 
folio; Sir  Joseph  Pope,  under-secretar}'^  for 
external  aflfairs ;  RevAdmiral  C,  E.  King.s- 
mill.  commander  of  marine  service;  and  Mr. 
Cameron  Stanton,  assistant  deputy, mmistor  of

"My  dear  Sir  Bevan, — I  shall  be  obliged  it 
vou  will  convey  to  Mr.  Borden  my  very  real 
and  genuine,  regret  that  I  cannot  be  present  on 
July  10  to  welcome  him  at  the  dinner  to 
which  I  had  the  honor,  as  president  of  the 
institute,  of  inviting  him.  The  occasion  will 
be  fraught 'with  rare  interest  and  importance. 
The  splendid  speech  to  which  we  were  privi- 
leged to  listen  from  his  eloquent  colleague, 
^ir.  Foster,  at  the  institute  luncheon  given  i:: 
the  Fishmongers'  hall  on  June  12  has  warned 
us  that  w-e  may  look  forward  on  July  10  to  a 
speech  from  the  premier  of  the  Dominion 
which  will  give  expression  to  Canada's  recog- 
nition of  the  imperial  requirements  of  the 
crown,  and  to  her  patriotic  determination  to  do 
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of  herself  and  of  the  empire  of  which  she  is 
dastined  one  day  to  be  the  controllinjf^jj^rt." 

Mr.  Borden's  Speech 
Borden,  who  was  received  with  loud 
'"cfic^rs,  after  paying  a  tribute  to  the  Duke  and 
l->uchcss  of  Connaught,  the  Duke  of  Argyll, 
:ind  Lord  Grey,  said:  I  suppose  that  on  an 
occasion  of  this  kind  it  might  be  expected  that 
I  should  say  something  to  you  of  the  past 
iccord  and  of  the  future  possibilities  of  that 
great  country  which  has  been  committed  to 
the  guardianship  of  the  people  of  Canada  on 
the  North  American  continent.  And  I  do  not 
want  to  be  understood  as  speaking  of  Can- 
ada or  her  resources  or  of  her  future  possibili- 
ties in  any  spirit  of  boasting.  I  think  it  is  on 
record  that  a  great  Scotsman  many  years  ago 
was  said  to  have  proffered  the  prayer,  "Lord, 
gie  us  a  guid  conceit  o'  oursels."  (Laughter.) 
And  sometimes  the  reproach  is  made  against 
Canadians  that  they  are  too  optimistic  about 
their  own  country.  Well,  it  is  a  good  thing 
in  a  young  country  to  have  a  spirit  of  optim- 
ism. (Cheers.)  And  'when  we  recollect  the 
doubt  and  the  uncertainty  of  50  years  ago  and 
contrast  that  doubt  and  that  uncertainty 
with  the  optimism  of  today,  I  think  those  of 
you  who  realize  the  difficulties  that  lay  befoVe 
tlie  men  who  conceived  the  project  of  a  Cana- 
dian confederation  will  realize  that  good  work 
was  done,  not  only  in  the  conception  of  that 
confederation  but  also  by  the  men  who  have 
taken  up  that  work  since.  (Cheers).  I  do  not 
desire  to  weary  yon  with  any  Statistics,  but  I 
should  like  to  mention  one  or  two  facts  which 
may,  perbap.s,  convince  you  that  there  need  be 
no  fear  of  apprehen.^ion  in  the  mind  of  any  one 
of  you  as  to  what  the  future  will  be  for  Can- 
ada in  a  material  sense,  and  i  may  add,  in 
every  oth-er  high  sense  that  concerns  the  na- 
tional destiny  of  our  country  and  of  the  ein- 
jnre  as  well.  (Cheers).  Now,  do  you  realize — 
|)erhaps  you  do  not  sufficiently  realize — how 
great  the  country  is,  merely  in  area  alone,  that 
has  been  ct)mmitte(l  to  the  care  of  the  Cana- 
dian peojile?  If  you  could  pivot  Canada  up(2n 
its  eastern  seaboard  it  wouM  cover  the  north- 
ern part  of  the  North  Atlantic  ocean,  the  liril- 
ish  Islands,  Norway,  Sweden,  DenmarK,  Mol- 
land,  Belgium,  the  northern  half  of  France,  the 
German  empire,  and  a  considerable  portion  of 
European  Russia.  (Cheers).  So  that  so  far  as 
area  and  opportunity  are  concerned  we  have 
every  possible  scope  in  our  wide  Dominion.  As 
a  matter  of  fact,  the  man  who  lives  in  Halifax 
— as  J  did  for  many  years  of  my  life — is  a 
thousand  miles  farther  away  from  the  City  of 
Victoria  than  he  is  from  the  City  of  London. 
Therefore  you  will  realizd  that  the  people  of 
Canada  have  a  very  great  territory  committed 
toaheir  charge.  .•\nd  in  speaking,  very  briefly, 
of  the  history  of  the  past  and  of  the  possible  fu- 
ture, I  would  like  to  point  out  that  Canada  is 
in  the  main — perhaps  not  in  the  main,  but  to  a 
\ery  great  extent — an  agricultural  country, 
and  that  the  great  basic  industry — at  least,  one 
of  the  greatest  basic  industries — of  our  coun- 
try must  at  all  times  be  agriculture.  When 
you  are  concerned  about  what  Canada  has 
done  in  the  past  and  about  her  progress  let 
me  point  out  to  you  that  her  field  crops  in 
1901  amounted  to  about  $200,000,000  and     in 


191 1  they  had  jumped  to  the  enormous  figure 
of  more  than  $560,000,000;  that  in  the  three 
prairie  provinces  of  Canada  the  production  of 
wiieat  and  other  grains  increased  from  35,000,- 
000  bushels  in  1900  to  475,000,000  bushels  in 
1912.  Ten  years  ago  there  was  some  doubt 
as  to  whether  or  not  Canada  would  be  al>le 
to  supi)ly  the  needs  of  the  British  empire  in 
its   wheat   production. 

The  Problem  of  Today 

l^he  problem  in  Canada  today  is  whether 
the  wheat  production  and  the  other  agricul- 
tural products  of  our  country  can  find  a  suf- 
ficient market  within  the  limits  of  the  whole 
British  empire. -(Cheers).  Let  us  just  look 
at  one  or  two  other,  matters— -and  understand 
that  I  am  not  giving  you  this  in  any  spirit  of 
boasting,  that  I  am  si)eaking  merely  of  facts, 
and  I  am  saying  what  I  do  say  tonight  lest 
there  should  be  any  concern  on  the  part  of  any 
man  in  the  British  Islands  as  to  the  develop- 
ment and  progress  of  Canada.  That  progress  , 
has  been  consistent  and  steady  although  it  f  ^ 
has  been  exceedingly  rapid.  Our  total  trade 
has  practically  doubled  in  each  of  the  ten 
rears  si nc^  1802.     (CheersV    Our  revenue  in- 
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great  sacrifices  and  efforts  to  bring  our  coun- 
try to  the  position  which  it  occupies  today. 
You  realize,  1  suppose  also,  that  in  a  new 
country  like  that,  in  the  process  of  speedy  de- 
velopment, it  is  absolutely  necessary  for  the 
state  to  undertake  many  works  that  in  an  old 
and  .settled  country  like  this  are  left  to  pri- 
vate enterprise.  Although  the  railways^  of 
Canada  are  for  the  most  part  owned  by  pri- 
vate corporations,  we  have  expended  a  vciy 
large  sum  of  money  in  a  system  of  state- 
owned  railways  amounting  at  the  present  time 
to  nearly  2,000  miles.  In  the  construction  of 
that  railway  which  binds  together  the  prov- 
inces of  Ontario  and  Quebec  and  the  maritime 
provinces,  which  were  before  disunited ;  in 
building  that  railway  and  in  giving  necessary 
aid  to  our  railways  in  Canada,  we  have  spent 
since  the  birth  of  our  confederation  no  less 
than  $380,000,000.  We  have  besides,  in  Can- 
ada, und  I  speak  of  this  because  you  should 
understand  that  in  a  country  like  ours,  with 
lormou.'i  area  of  land  capable  of  great  de- 
fopment  and  with  a  sparse  population,  the 
means  of  effective  and  cheap  communication 
is  more  vital  to  us  than  perhaps  to  any  oth 
C'.'UiUry  in   llie  world,     .Sn  iir)t  only  upotj 
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000     in  1902,  and     to     $136,000,000     in     I9l'2. 
(Cheers). 

But  you  may  reasonably  ask  what  are  our 
possibilities  for  the  future.  We  talk  vvdth  a 
great  deal  of  pride  of  the  resources  of  the 
three  great  western  provinces.  They  are 
very  great  indeed,  but  let  no  man  in  this  audi- 
ence imagine  for  one  moment  that  the  vast 
resources  of  Canada,  which  are  very  varied  in 
character,  are  confined  to  the  western  prov- 
inces. In  the  eastern  provinces  there  are  vast 
areas  of  land  still  awaiting  the  plough.  In 
the  maritime  provinces  the  rearing  of  cattle, 
fruit-growing,  dairying,  and  a  great  many  in- 
dustries of  that  kind  are  still  in  the  early 
stages  of  their  developntent  and  can  be  in- 
creased' to  an  enormous  extent.  The  same  is 
true  of  the  great  province  of  Quebec,  wnich 
has  as  varied  resources  as  those  which  I  have 
spoken  of  as  existing  in  the  maritime  prov- 
inces. It  has  also  enormous  timber  and  min- 
eral resources.  The  northern  portion  of  On- 
tario is  being  rapidly  developed.  .. 
A  Great  Task. 

There  is  one  other  matter  I  should  like  to 
bring  to  your  attention,  and  that  is  this.  Have 
you  ever  realized  that  when  you  undertake 
upon  half  a  continent  to  bring  the  resources 
and  standards  of  modern  civilization  to  a 
series  of  scattered  communities  embraced 
within  the  relatively  sparse  population  of  Can- 
ada, as  it  is  today,  that  you  are  undertaking  a 
great  task?  We  have  undertaken  a  great  task 
in  CaJiada  (cheers),  and  we  have  maae  very 


ways  but  upon  that  great  system  of  inland 
waterways  which  Canada  possesses  in  the  St. 
Lawrence  river,  the  (Dttawa  river,  and  the 
Great  Lakes,  we  have  spent  up  to  tlie  present 
time  nearly  $200,000,000.  1  venture  to  say 
that  there  is  not  a  man  round  this  boartl  who 
will  not  agree  that  that  \vas  money  well  ex- 
pended. (Cheers).  We  have  spent  upon  aids 
tc  navigation  $35,000,000,  on  steamship  sub- 
sidies $26,000,000,  on  the  protection  of  our 
fisheries,  $16,000,000  and  last,  but  perhaps  not 
lea.'it,  on  that  splendid  force  which  is  uphold- 
ing law  and  order  in  the  great  western  terri- 
tories of  Canada,  thelRoyal  Northwest  mount- 
ed police  (cheers),  we  have  expended  $27,000,- 
000.  Upon  militia  and  defejice  since  confed- 
eration no  less  than  $109,000,000  have  been  ex- 
j-.ended  out  of  the  public  treasury  of  Canada- 
So  that  I  think  that  I  may  claim  for  the  peo- 
ple of  Canada  that  in  undertaking  this  vast 
work  they  have  made  very  worthy  efforts, 
and  that  the  accomplishrrients  of  the  past  45 
years  from  confederation  up  to  the  present 
time  discloses  a  record  of  which  no  Canadiaix 
need  be  ashamed.  (Cheers). 

,  The  Imperial  Element 
I  realize,  I  hope,  as  fully  as  any  of  you  that 
the  greatness  of  this  empire  or  of  any  nation 
within  this  empire  cannot  be  founded  upon 
its  material  achievements  alone,  or  it*  ma- 
terial progress  or  development,  and  I  desire 
to  assure  you  tonight  that  go  far  as  the  growth 
c.f  national  .-spirit  is  concerned,  in  all  the  higher 
ideals  which  go  to  make  up    the    true    and 


worthy  character  of  any  nation,  the  progress 
of  Canada  in  these  higher  respects  has,  I  think, 
been  equal  to  its  record  in  connection  with  the 
material   development  which   I   have  just  ex- 
posed to  you.     The  people  of  Canada  mainly 
come   from   two  great   races,  the   British   race 
and  the  French  race.     The  French  race  were 
tlTe  first  pioneers.    The  British  came  on  after 
them.     Those  two  races  have  worked  side  by 
side,   hand  in   hand    (cheers),  not  only   in   the 
material   development   of  our  country,   but   in 
maintaining  Canada- for  the  empire  and   jn-e- 
serving   her    shoMfs    when    they    Avere    threat- 
ened.  (Cheers.)  I  pause  just  to  say  this,  that 
there  are  no  bettpr  or  worthier  or  more  loyal 
subjects  of  his  Majesty  in  Canada  than  those 
who  are  represented  by  my     colleague,     Mr. 
I'elletier.    (Cheers.)     Let   me   not   dwell    upon 
that  too  long,  but  just  give  you  this  one  illus- 
tration of  what  is  taking  place  in  that  part  of 
our  country  at  the  present  time  a;^,^sJl|Owm§ 
the  most  rapid  and  phenomenal  dt^j^^^B^t^^ 
of  the  west.

(Cheers.)     Last  year,   when   I   was   making  a 
certain    pilgrimage   in    the    west,   on   an   occa- 
sion I   need  not  specify   (laughter).  I   remem- 
ber that  in  those  little  communities  something 
like  a  thousand  children  were     gathered     to- 
gether fro.m  the  town  itself  and  from  the  ad-  , 
joining  districts.     I  saw  every  one  of  them — 
the   parents  had   come   from     countries     0"er 
which  the  British  flag  did  not  float     for     the 
most  part — I  saw  every  one  of  those  children 
with  a  Union  Jack  in  his  or  her  hand  singing 
patriotic  songs  for  the  first  day  of  July.  That 
gave  me  great  hope  for  the  future     of     our 
country,  for  the  maintenance  of  British  trad'- 
tions  and   British  institutions  in  the  nortlte:n 
half  of  the  American  continent. 

The  Growth  of  National  Sentiment 
I  do  not  deny  t!i=>'  i"  a  period  of  rapid  de- 
velopment such  as  that  which  has  character- 
ized the  progress  of  Canada  in  recent  years 
you  will  perhaps  find  the  spirit  of  the  markat- 
plare  showing  a  keener  development  than  it 
might  at  some  other  periods  of  a  nation's  If /;- 
torj'.  So  far  as  this  is  concerned  it  would  be 
onlv  a  passing  phase,  and,  even  as  conditions 
are  in  Canada  today,  I  venture  to  assure  vou 
that  national  sentiment  has  kept  pace  with 
national  development,  and  that  if  there  is  one 
thing  on  which  the  people  of  Canada  .'iro 
wnited  ar.d  determined  it  is,  in  my  opinion, 
this — that  Canada  shall  work  out  her  own 
destiny,  and  shall  work  out  that  destiny  as  one 
of  the  great  nations  within  the  British  em.- 
pire.  (Cheers).  I  think  that  I  might  venture 
to  add  that  the  causes  of  the  last  views  on 
Canada  are  eloquent  indeed  of  that  very  fact. 
(Cheers). 

Now  my  colleagues  and  I  have  come 
across  the  seas  by  the  mandate  of  the  people 
for  the  purposes  of  discussing  some  matters  of 
great  imperial  concern.  The  one  that  has  al- 
ready been  alluded  to  by  the  chairman  to- 
night is  one  that  I  have  no  doubt  is  nearest 
to  your  hearts.  (Hear,  hear.)  We  have  come 
for  reasons  which  we  stated  to  the  people  of 
Canada  before  the  last  general  e'ection.  and  in 
order  that  we  may  make  ourselves  acquainted 
with  conditions  as  they  are  today,  and  you 
will  realize,  of  course,  that  in  advance  of  con- 
ference and  of  discussion  it  would  be  idle  to 
expect  from  me  tonight  any  proriouncement 
upon  that  great  question  than  that  which  I 
have  already  made  in  Canada.  Yet  at  the 
same  time  it  might  not  be  amiss  to  repeat 
here  before  you  one  or  two  declarations  that 
have  already  been  made  by  myself  and  by 
others  of  my  colleagues  in  Canada.  The  first 
of  these,  which  is  also  near  to  your  hearts  and 
ever  in  your  minds,  is  this,  we  realize,  as  you 
do,  that  the  supremacy  of  Britain  upon  the 
seas  is  the  very  breath  of  life  of  the  British 
emi)irc.  (Loud  cheers).  And  I  >'hould  like  to 
say  that  the  races  from  which  the  Canadian 
people  have  sprung  are  not  races  that  have  in 
their  past  history  shown  themselves  to  be 
afraid  of  responsibility.  (Cheers).  Another 
matter  is  the  best  means  by  which  the  naval 
supremacy  of  the  empire  can  be  maintained. 
One  Navy 

I  have  always  held  the  conviction,  and  I 
hold  it  today — 1  am  raying  no  new  thing  to 
you  tonight  when  I  declare  that  in  my  opinion 
the  sea  defence  of  the  empire  can  best  be  se- 
cured by  one  navy.  (Cheers).  Our  ideal  has 
been  one  king,  one  flag,  one  empire,  one  navy 
(lOud  cheers) — one  navy,  powerful  enough-lo 
vindicate  the  flag  and  maintain  the  integrit}' 
of  the  empire.  (Cheers.) 

Now  I  do  not  want  you  to  understand  that 
in  this  regard  we  are  proposing,  nor  is  it  ne- 
cessary, to  sacrifice  in  any  respect  the  auton- 
omy of  the  Canadian  people.  That  is  as  dear 
to  us  as  your  own  is  to  you.  We  have  had  al- 
most complete  autonomy  in  every  respect  dur- 
ing the  past  30  or  35  years.  It  has  been  a 
gradual  groM'th,  a  gradual  evolution  from  the 
day  of  federation  down  to  the  present.  We 
have  vindicated  our  fiscal  policy  so  (cheers), 
and  from  time  to  time  the  control  of  the  Do^^ 
minion  over  its  own  affairs  has     been     em- 


phasized.    Therefore,  in  saying  to  you  tnat  1 
believe  the  supremacy,  that  the  sea  defence  of 
the  empire,  as  an  empire,  can  best  be  secured 
and  best  maintained  by  one  navy,'  I  do  not  wish 
you    for   one    moment    to   understand    that   I 
propose   in   that   regard    tlaat   any   portion   of 
the  autonomy  we  have  won  in  the  past  shall 
be  sacrificed.     Now  we  have  come  to  consider 
this  question,  and  there  are     two     considera- 
tions to  which  attention  must  be  given.     One 
is  the  immediate  conditions  in  so  far  as  they 
may  be  thought  to  suggest  danger  to  the  in- 
tegrity of  this  empire.    As  to  that  I  say  noth- 
ing tonight  in   advance  of  the  conference     of 
whicli  I  have  already  spoken,  except  to  say,  as 
1    have  said  before,   Canadians  come  of  races 
which  have  been  willing  in  the  past  to  accept 
and   fulfil   responsibility,   and   I    do   not   think 
that  their  descendants  of  today  have  deterior- 
ated ij*(iip|f>  regard.   (Cheers.)    Then  there  is 
the  qit«i^S  of  the  permanent  co-operation  of 
Canada  or  any  other  great  Dominion  in  the 
rfHi  defence,  which  is  the  real  defence  of  the 
]'M0tSi^^^^cz,ust  while  the  continents  are  apart 
1^|ji^|||^^  one,  and  the  sure  path  across  the  sea 
is  fM||RM|^  the  maintenance  and  integrity  of

I  am  not  foolish  enough    to    suppose   that 
colleagues  and  myself  in  three  or  four,  or 
If   a   dozen   conferences,   extending   over   as 
^J|iany  weeks,  can  settle  that  question  for  all 
the  years  to  come,  and  I   would  like  you  to 
remember  that  those  who  are  or  who  become 
responsible  for  the  empire's  defence  must,  in 
the    very   nature   of   things,   have   some   voice 
in   that  policy  which   shapes     the     issues     of 
peace  and  of  war.  (Cheers).    I  would  like  you 
to  under.stand  that  Canada  does  not  propose 
to  be  an   "adjunct,"   even   of   the   British  em- 
pire  (cheers),  but,  as  has  been  well   and  elo- 
quently  expressed,    to   be   a   great   part   in    a 
greater  whole. 

Relations  With  the  United  States 

We  have  beside  us  a  great  sister  nation, 
the  republic  of  the  United  States.  With  her 
the  Canadian  people  are  on  terms  of  cordial 
friendship.  (Cheers).  We  realize  that  from  her 
experience  in  the  past  we  have  something  to 
learn,  just  as  from  our  development  she  may 
have  equally  something  lu  Icam  iiOi>\  us.  \Ve 
wish   to  join  gladly  and  heartily  with  you  in 
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peace  that  has  prevailed  between  Great 
Britain  and  the  Great  Republic.  (Cheers). 
During  the  past  six  months  I  have  spoken 
before  important  bodies  in  the  United  States, 
and  in  every  companj'^'  I  received,  not  for  per- 
sonal reasons,  but  purely  because  I  was  prime 
minister  of  Canada,  the  most  cordial  welcome. 
1  received  assurances,  which  I  have  every  rea- 
son to  put  trust  in,  that  the  American  people 
on  their  side  are  also  desirous  of  worthily 
celebrating  with  you  that  century  of  peace ; 
and  I  take  upon  myself  to  assume  that  there 
will  be  another  century  of  peace  in  which 
these  two  great  countries  shall  live  side  by 
side  in  amity  to  the  great  advancement  of 
civilization  throughout  the  world.  (Cheers). 
Canada  desires  to  take  her  part  in  that  great 
work  as  one  Of  the  great  English  speaking 
nations  of  the  world.  And  in  conclusion  I 
think  I  can  well  say,  from  what  I  have  seen 
here  tonight  and  indeed  from  everything  that 
has  come  under  my  observation  since  my  ar- 
rival in  this  country,  that  I  can  carry  back  to 
the  people  of  Canada  the  a&^rance  that  you 
welcome  the  progress  of  Canada,  that  you 
realize  and  appreciate  her  aspirations  for  the 
development  of  her  resources  in  the  interest 
of  h^er  people,  and  that  with  her  you  arc 
equally  bound  and  determined  to  maintain 
the  integrity  of  the  British  empire,  and  to  pro- 
mote its  influence  for  the  cause  of  civilization 
and  humanity  and  for  peace  among  the  na- 
tions. (Cheers.)

An  exhibition  of 
skill  and  daring  by  naval  officers  of  tlie  Royal 
Flying  Corps,  visits  to  the  latest  types  of  bat- 
tleships and  cruisers,  a  mimic  attack  illus- 
trating the  development  of  destroyers  and 
submarines,  and  finally  the  passing  out  of 
Spithcad  and  dispersal  of  the  great  fleet 
formed  altogether  a  highly  interesting  and 
peculiarly  impressive  display.  The  scene  at 
Spithcad  alone  was  worth  coming  far  to  see. 
I'rom  this  vessel  its  most  beautiful  aspect  was 
1 'relented  when,  after  standing  out  of  Ports- 
mouth harbor  and  steaming  to  the  westward, 
she  turned  up. in  the  wake  of  the  .-\rmadale 
Castle,  coming  from  Southampton  with  the 
Admiralty's    parliamentary    guests    on    board. 

:.  The  sun  wa.-;  shining  brilliantly  and  the  Roads 
sparkled  with  light  and  color.  The  long  lines 
'I  ships  stretched  away  for  miles  as,  if  ruled 
upon  the  wide  expanse  of  waters.  A  light 
southerly  bree^  just  rippled  the  surface  di:>ttcd 

-;  Avith  scores  of  mo\ing  craft,  contrasting  w^ith 
the  warships  by  the  many  bright  flags  which 
decorated  them.  Beyond  and  around  for  bac\-- 
groimd  were  the  wooded  slopes  of  the  Isle  of 
^^  ight  and  the  low  shores  of  the  mainland,  the 
latter  \isible  fax  beyond  Southsea  Castle. 
Through  the  great  waterway  between  the  two 
[•rincipal  columns  of  ships  the  Enchantress, 
flying  the  Admiralty  flag,  and  her  consorts 
passed  down  to  the  anchorage  arranged  for 
them  near  the  Horse  Fort.  No  salutes  were 
fired,  the  ships  were  not  dressed,  but  the  crews 
manned  the  sides  of  the  vessels,  and  as  the 
yachi  passed  the  marine  guards  presented  arms 
and  the  officers  saluted.  It  is  a  pity  that  this 
mighty  fleet  could  not  be  seen  by  the  great 
mass  of  the  people  it  is  designed  to  protect. 
The  spectacle  would  do  mcu-e  than  ream>  of 
description  to  impress  them  with  a  sense  of 
the  security  which  it  implies  anrl  the  need  for 
Its  continued  maintenance  and  efficiency  in 
'he  national  interests. 

;Flying  Display 
It  was  a  cjuartcr  past  one  when  the  En- 
cliantrcss  anchored,  and  almost  immediately 
division  after  division  of  destroyers  passed 
down  to  the  eastward  of  the  yacht  and.  an- 
ciioring.  made  an  extension  of  the  columns 
■"A"  and  "C"  in  the  direction  of  the  Xab  liglit- 
slii[).  Evidently  these  vessels  were  intended, 
like  the  small  picket  boats  that  were  darting  to 
and  fro.  to  warn  pleasure  craft  off  the  water- 
way between  the  lines  and  afford  a  clear  run 
for  the  mimic  submarine  attack  wdiich  was  to 
follow.  However,  if  this  was  their  pnrpo^sc  it 
was  ill-served,  for  numbers  of  small  sailing 
boats,  steamships  packed  with  spectators,  and 
nther  craft  continued  to  cros?  the  open  space, 
careless  of  what  might  happen.  Promptiv  to 
schedule  time  one  of  the  hydro-aeroplanes,'  the 
too  h.p.  M.I.  piloted  by  Commander  Samson, 
flew  out  from  the  sheds  at  Eastney  and  made 

in  the  ( 
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their  parent  ship,  the  Adamant,  had  aircadv 
proceeded.  The  airman,  flying  at  a  height  "if 
about  400  feet  above  the  water  and  probablv  at 
the  speerl  of  40  miles  an  hour,  was  soon  out  of 
sight.  Ten  minutes  later  a  secoi.d  hydroplane, 
the  100  h.p.  T.5.  piloted  by  Lieutenant  (irey, 
flew  out  from  Eastney.  making  a  bceline  for 
the  Neptune,  and  after  making  a  fine  curve  to 
the  left  dropped  dowMi  between  the  columns  of 
warships  and  then  rose  again  and  passed  to 
the  -eastward.  .About  the  same  time  Lieuten- 
ant L'E.strangc  Malone,  on  the  70  h.p.  aero- 
plane, ro^e  from  the  special  platform  provided 
on  the  bows  of  the  London,  and  soared  away 
at  a  great  height,  pa.ssing  through  the  clouds 
at  an  altitude  of  something  like  2.000  feet.  Mis 
exploit  represented  long-distance  scouting, 
while  the  actions  of  the  other  two  airmen  was 
concerned  with  the  discovery  and  reporting 
of  the  pre-sence  of  .submarines.  After  this  Com- 
mander Sam.son  returned  and  made  a  graceful 
volplane  to  the  water,  and  after  .skimtning  the 
surface  for  some  little  distance  alighted  on  it. 
Iffere  he  showed  how  the.  machine  could  be 
handled  as  easily  on  the  water  as  ingthe  air,

Submarines  and  Destroyers 

The  ne.xt  item  in  the  programme  was  the 
torpedo  craft  attack  upon  the  leading  flag- 
ships at  the  eastern  end  of  the  columns.  To 
enable  those  of  the  guests  on  board  the  Arma- 
dale Castle  who  wis'-'--i  '1  make  a  closer  in- 
spection of  some  of  -sels  to  do  so.  tugs 
proceeded  alongside  and  transferred  tiicni  to 
the  six  principal  ships,  from  wdiich  they  could 
also  witness  the  torjtedo  majioeuvres;  'I'hc  sulv- 
marine  attack  was  a  most  realistic  display,  al- 
though it  might  have  been  made  still  more  so 
had  the  surface  of  the  water  been  at  all  rough. 
As  it  was,  in  the  flat  calm  the  disturbance  of 
the  surface  by  the  periscopes  w-as  plainly  visi- 
ble as  the  boats  3rivani;erl««rUKQnl»r  fljo  >,_»rtc  ry[ 

the  periscopes  showing.  Now  it  was  that  the 
scandalous  manner  in  which  some  of  the  small 
pleasure  craft  continued  to  tlirong  the  water- 
way- was  the  cause  of  what  might  have  been  an 
appalling  disasur.  In  spite  of  the  picket  boats, 
all  kinds  of  craft  continued  cruising  rigiht 
across  the  course  upon  which  it  could  be  seen 
by  its  periscope  that  one  of  the  submarines  was 
coming  to  the  attack.  The  next  moment  it 
was  clear  that  there  must  be  a  collision.  The 
yacht  swung  round,  but  wdiether  she  struck  the 
submerged  submarine  was  uncertain.  All  that 
could  be  seen  waS  that  the  periscope  caught 
the  painter  by  wdiich  the  dinghy  was  towing. 
tore  it  away,  and  carried  it  fcVr  some  little  dis 
tancc.  The  periscope  itself  was  considerably 
bent,  and  it  \vas  quite  a  relief  when  the  sub- 
marine ro.se  above  water.  She  turned  out  to 
be  04,  the  boat  in  which  the  King  made  lii- 
memorablc  trip  under  water  at  Weymouth  in 
May.  The  way  in  which  many  of  the  ])leasure 
boats  behaved,  both  at  this  time  and  after- 
wards when  the  fleet  was  taking  its  departure, 
was  disgraceful.     Several  narrow  c-rrivr-;  from

nnshaps   were   witnessed  by   the  onlookers  in 
the  Harlequin. 

Afterwards  the  submarines  and  destroyers 
gave  an  exhibition  of  their  use  for  offensive 
purposes.  Two  divisions  of  boats  came  up 
frcmi  the  direction  of  the  Nab  lightship,  mov- 
ing through  the  smooth  water  at  a  great  speed, 
and  each  discharging  a  torped<j  at  her  objec- 
tive as  she  passed,  and  at  the  same  time  firing 
a  Holmes  Itght  to  indicate  the  position  of  the 
torpedo.  The  appearance  of  the  boats  as  they 
moved  to  the  attack  presented  a  great  con- 
tract to  that  ol  the  ^submarines,  not  only  by 


but  also  because  of  the  high  wave  and  the  long 
wake  of  white  foam  churned  up  by  the  screv/s. 

Departure  of  the  Fleet 

It  was  now  4  o'clock,  and  a  shower  of  rain 
fell  for  several  minutes.  There  was  a  con- 
siderable interval  while  the  ships  were  un- 
mooring. The  visitors  from  the  .Xrmadalc 
Castle  concluded  their  tour  of  the  principal  ar- 
rhored  vessels,  and  afteV^returning  to  their  own 
ship,  inspected  two  submarines~D3  and  D5 — 

Xhich  were  brought  alongside  for  the  purpose, 
t  thf  same  tiftle^  the  destroyers  Larnc  and 


Grasshopper  came  up  t«^i  the  opposite  side  of 
the  liner  for  a  similar  purpose*.  At  5  o'clock 
the  signal  was  made  for  the  fleet  to  weigh,  and 
precisely  to  the  monient  the  long  line  of 
cruisers  in  column  "C"  began  to  move  away  to 
the  eastward.  In  stately  ordered  precision,  led 
by  the  huge  battle  cruiser  Lion,  each  ship 
maintaining  her  distance  from  the  one  ahekd . 
of  her,  at  a  speed  of  eight  or  ten  knots,  the 
First,  Second  and  Third  cruiser  sqoadrotis 
passed  a\^'ay  up  channel  and  put  of  sight.  Two 
more  divi.<iions  of  cruisers  followed  ittaitt^e' 
file,  and  then  came  the  J}atti«ships  in  two  cti»t«

umns.of  divisions  in  line  ahead.  The  relative 
positions  of  the.  ships  in  the  columns  and  of 
the  columns  to  one  another  were  maintained 
with  faultless  regularity,  cxcejit  when  at  times 
'the  jiassagc  of  indi\idual  ships  was'\)bstructed 
bv  cros.sing  boats.  The  ease  with  which  they 
answered  their  helms  at  alterations  of  the 
course  testified  to  the  handiness  of  the  vessels 
and'  to  the  experience  and  ability  with  wdiich 
tiicy  were  manoeuvred.  These  huge  warships 
^vhrn  in  iiMtion  ;iro  a  much  more  interesting 
and  impressive  siyht  than  whe^  at  rest,  and 
never  can  the  majority  of  the  spectators  ha\-e 
seen  .-'i  man\-  under  way  at  one  time.  To  add 
to  the  dignity  <.y\  the  spectacle,  the  rain  clouds 
threw  a  subdued  ^hade  on  the  grim  grey  hulls, 
painting  them  in  more  sombre  tones  as  they 
moved  majestically  through  the  still  leaden 
sea.  It  is  almost  impossible  to  convey  an 
adequate  idea  of  the  wonder  of  the  scene  as 
the  long  lines  of  shijis  passed  out  of  the  an- 
chriragc  and  were  lost  to  Sight  in  the  far  dis- 
tance. 

In  conclusion,  it  would  be  ungracious  to 
the  .Admiralty  and  those  who  were  in  charge 
of  the  arrangements  not  to  give  a  word  of 
praise  for  the  care  taken  to  ensure  the  coin- 
fort  and  accommodation  of  those  who  tt'itrc 
permitted  to  be  present  on  board  the  Hatle- m 
quin.

'HAT  Oxford  existed  long  before  the 
year  912  is  not  open  to  doubt,  and  if 
we  accept  the  recent  historical  the- 
ory, which  finds  the  orig^in  of  the 
West  vSaxons  not  in  Hampshire,  but 
near  i)orchcstcr-on-Thames,  it  ir 
'  possible  that  the  district  rcJund  Oxfori, 
played  an  inipurlant  part  in  the  unre- 
I  corded,  history  of  Saxon  England.  Tra- 
dition has  associated  both  the  uniccrsily 
'  and  the  city,  in  much  later  times,  with 
the  name  of  Alfred  the  Great.  In  1726  a  leg'i! 
decihion  made  University  Colkge  a  ruyy! 
foundation  of  King  Alfred,  and  gave  such  .lu- 
,'thority  as  the  court  of  king's  bench  coidd 
provide  to  a  t'ncory  wliich  Uie  college  itself 
had  adopted  in  the  course  of  a  14th  ccnturv 
lawsuit.  In  1S72  the  college  actually  celebrai 
ed  its  "millennium."  and  this  final!}'  disposetl 
of  any  claim  of  the  university  or  its  oldest  col- 
lege to  be  in  au)-  way  connected  with  .Mfred 
the  Great,  and  the  celebrations  of  IQ12  belong 
wholly  to  the  city.  By  912  .\lfred  had  been  in 
hi.s  grave  for  niore  than  a  decade,  and  his  per- 
^onal  connccrion  with  Uxlord  i.s  by  no  means 
certain;  bui  (ividfd  mwcs  him  this — that  lie 
saved  this  part  01  the  Thames  valley  from  be- 
ing pernianein'y  included  in  the  Danelaw.  Tin- 
event  which  i-;  iicing  cclebTrited  todA;  ■-  '-:.- 
corded  in  the  .-\nglo-Saxon  Chronicle  for  9^2. 
which  tells  as  liuvv  Alfre<rs  son,  King'  Edwuf 
the  Elder,  after  the  death  of  his  brother-in-lal_ 
Ethelrcd, '.-Ealdojman  of  Mercia,  "rook  possc:^ 
sio^  o\  Oxfiird  and  of  all  lands  that  oweu 
ol)cdieiice  thereto.''  The  present  year  \>  thus 
ilic  T.oooth  anniversary  of  the  Recorded  exist- 
ence of  Oxford  as  a, county  town. 

The  VQvvu,  of  which  Edv,ard  the  Elder  tuok 
])Osses«ioii  in-9i2  has  liad  a  rich  and  varied  lo- 
cal and  municipal  histury,  and  on  several  oc- 
casions it  lias  played  an  im]iortant  part  in  the 
story  cjf  the  nation.  The  nth.  the  12th  and 
the  17th  centuries  ,are  the  great  periods  of  the 
importance  ofthe  city  06  Oxford.  In  the  early 
\ears  <>f  the  nth  centurv.  during-  the  later 
J.)anish  ni\-asii'ii-^,  Oxford  ])iayed  a  consider- 
al^lc  part  in  the  Englisli  resistance  to  Swegen 
aiul  l,iis  son  .Canute;  and  several  memorable 
:nectings  of  the  national  witan  were  held  in 
the  city.  During  the  troubles  of  the  Norman 
inva.sion  Oxford  suffered  very  seriously,  and 
Domesday  Unok  records  that  out  of  721  houses 
in  tlie  town  no  fewer  tiian  478  were  waste  and 
no   tax  could'bc  exturted  "from   them,  The 

recovery  (if  the  city  may  possibly  be  connect- 
ed with  the  large  anicur.t  of  forest Tariditr  its 
neighborhood,  which  made'  Oxford  and  Ox- 
fordshire a  favoritp  r(^<irlenc^...of ..NoriTia:!  i;v.l 
Plantagenet  kings.  In  the  I2th  century  Ox- 
ford was  again  a  place  of  great  strategic  im- 
portance in  the  civil  war  between  Stephen  and 
Matilda,  and  Stephen's  biographer-  who  knew 
tlie  district,  speaks  of  the  .strength  of  its  forti- 
fications and  of  the  advantages  nf  its  almost 
island   position. 

The  city  of  Oxford  reached  the  height  of 
its  power  in  the  reign  of  Henry  U.,  and  it  is 
right  and  proper  that  one  of  the  scenes  in  to- 
day's pagean^  should  be  the  grant  of  Oxford's 
second  charter  of  liberties  by  that  monarch. 
15nt  before  the  reign  of  Henry  II.  closed  a  new 
influeiice  was  acquiring  strength  and  great- 
nc5S  in  ■Oxford,  and  tlie  city  in  the  follcnving 
rentuVy  came  into  conflict  witli  the  claim.s  of 
the  uni\crsity.  .\  long  and  bitter  struggle  re- 
>uil.cd  in  the  complete  victtiry  of  an  ecclesiasti- 
cal corporation,  which  ultimately  reduced  the 
citizens  to  subjection,  and  Oxford  became  a 
great  eccle.-iastical  centre,  a  Latin-speaking 
towft  'which  was  no  home  for  the  medieval 
liSron,  and  far  frmn  comfortable  for  the  medie- 
\  a!  tradc:-man.  The  enmity  between  town  and 
gown  rriadc  (Oxford  no  haunt  of  ancient  peace, 
and  many  fierce  laic.-  have  come  down  to  us 
of  city  and  irrii\er;dty  warfare,  the  most  fa- 
mous of  '.vliicii,  I'no.  riot  of  St.  Scholastica's 
Day.  1354.  left  trac(;^s  until  almost  within  liv- 
ing memory.  The  disorder  was  not  always  tlie 
fault  either' of  the  townsmen  or  of  tlie  under- 
graduates, for  there  is  a  i^tli  century  story  of 
a  proctor  who  "sat  ;ippon  a  blockc  in  the 
.>^trccte  .  .  .  ha\ing  .1  polcaxe  in  his  hand. 
a  black  cloakc  nn  his  l)ackc.  and  a  hatt  on  his 
head,"  and  organized  a  riot  in  which  he  thrcaf- 
cncd  to  l)urn  down  houses,  and  in  which  many 
town.imcn  were  "stricken  downe  and  sore 
beaten."  Tlic  >upreme  influence  of  the  uni- 
\crsity  guided  the  fortunes  of  Oxford  in  the 
later  Middle  .'\gcs  and  through  the  Reforma- 
tion, and  if  the  city  failed  to  play  any  great 
part  in  national  politics,  it  was  none  the  less 
the  scene  of  some  memorable  events,  and  its 
most  tragic  memories,  connected  witli  tbc 
martyrdoms  (.-f  Ridley,  Latimer  and  Cranmer, 
are  part  of  the  contribution  of  the  university  to 
the  history  of  the  city.  It  was  because  Oxford 
was  So  great  a  centre  of  ecclesiastical  and 
academic  life  that  these  three  Cambridge  men 
were  sent  to  suffer  at  Oxford  and  to  \>c  known 
in  hi-story  as  the  Oxford   Martyrs. 

The  third  period  of  the  political  importance 
of  Oxford  is  that  of  the  Great  Rebellion.  In 
the  civil  war  of  the  13th  century,  between 
Henry  HI.  and  his  barons,  the  city  of  Ox-ford 
^va6  still  strong  enough  to  adopt  a  different 
attitude  from  that  of  the  university.  Henry 
MI.  could  count  On  the  loyalty  of  the  city, 
while  the  university  tended  to  support  Simon 
de  Montfort.  In  the  17th  century  the  posi- 
tion wj^  reversed.  The  university  was  de- 
votedly royali.s*t,  and  the  citizens,  whose  .sym- 
pathies scicm  to  have  hfen.  on  the  whole,  par- 
liamentarian, were  dragged  over  to  the  king's 
side  by  the  university.  As  time  went  on  they 
became  more  rccianciled  to  their  position  as 
roytli-sts.  but  it  was  generally  advisable  to 
have  *  Welsh  regiment    in    th«   city.   '  The 


strategic  position  of  Oxford  would  always 
have  giv^n  it  importance  in  a  civil  war,  but. 
as  the  headquarters  of  King  Charles,  its  safety 
was  always  a  matter  of  supreme  importance 
to  the  royalists  and  exercised  an  influence  on 
more  than  one  campaigii.  Eater  on,  in  the 
same  century,  Oxford  again  became  promi- 
nent in  the  story  of  the  revolution.  The  dis- 
pute between  James  II.  aud  Magdalen  College 
i)\ershadows  other  Oxford  incidents  of  the 
time,  but  the  city  can  also  claim  it<  share  in 
the  "glorious  revolution."  With  the  ad\c"t 
I'f  the  iSth  century  and  the  House  of  Hanover 
the  city  of  Oxford  cam-«^J:'o  play  a  less  im- 
portant part  in  national  politics;  but  its  social 
histor\'  has  been  sketched  in  the  familiau- 
jiages  of  one  of  its  greatest  citizens,  the  his- 
torian, J.  R.  Green-.     It  was  Mr.  Green's  wish 


to  write  a  history  of  the  city;  failing  health 
prevented  him  from  carrying  out  his  intention, 
l>ut  the  inspiraton  whch  he  gave  tp  the  Oxford 
Historical  society,  of  which  he  was  the  foun- 
der, has  greatly  increased  the  material.-,  avail- 
able for  the  purpi;»c. — London   Times.

For  pure  exhilaration  and  de- 
light I  know  no  equal  to  sea  fls- 
ing.  A  first  voyage  took  me  over 
the  fleet  with  M.  Fischer,  and  no  other  sport 
has  e\cr  left  me  with  the  same  feeling^  of 
pica.'sure  and  exaltation. 

It  not  only  feels,  and  is.  far  safer  than  l.ind 
flying,  it  is  also  :Tiore  elemental,  more  uplift- 
ing. The  sea  air  batters  at  your  face  and  fills 
your  lungs.  You  go  up  into  a  vault  of  purity 
and  come  down  strengthened  and  refreshed. 

The  waterplane  (of  the  newest  Henry  h'ar- 
man  type,  with  70  h.  p.  Gnome  04igine)  came 
into  sight  round  the  Southsea  pier  and  dived  to 
the  water  with  a  great  splash  like  a  wild  duck 
settling.  It  came  gliding  over  the  water,  two 
lines  of  creaming  foam  meeting  in  a  cresh  be- 
hind it.  It  slowed  down,  picked  up  again,  ami 
dru\e  hard  on  to  the  beach.  M.  Fischer's 
jolly  red  face  appeared,  a  Frenchman  who 
looks  as  though  he  came  from  Lancashire.  ;i 
"jannock"  man. 

To  reach  the  seat  behind  the  pilot  you  must 
walk  gingerly  along  the  cd'^c  of  the  port  float, 
and  then  climb  up  on  a  metal  step  through  the 
wires  into  a  little  coracle  of  wood  and  canvas 
projecting  over  the  front  edge  of  th~5 '^planes.

Sncli  a  flight,  even  though  short,  is  an  edu- 
cation as  well  as  a  delight.  Above  the  fleet  we 
looked  down  upon  a  panorama  of  all  the  forts, 
creeks,  inlets,  ships,  streets  and  railways  of  our 
great  naval  base.  Xothing  was  hid  frorfJ  us, 
and  the  smoke  of  distant  ships  showed  their 
whereabouts  when  the  hulls  were  too  low  to 
reveaL themselves  at  first  glance.  We  had  a 
colossal,  range  of  vision  in  spite  of  the  thin 
haze.  Another  feature  was  the  absolute  steadi- 
ness of  the  machine.  Never  the  .slightest  eddy 
or  swirl  of  air  came  to  move  us  from  the  dead 
level.

to  be  protected  in  the  exercise  of  their  lawful 
rights.  So,  if  in  attempting  to  rise  from  the 
«ands  along  a  seashore,  an  aeroplane  were  to 
create  havoc  amongst  a  ctowd  of  bathers  ami 
other  plea^uie  seekers  on  the  beach,  it  is  con- 
ceivable that  actions  would  lie  at  the  suit  o* 
all  those  who  were  injured.  In  the  case  of  a 
person  using  a  highway,  there  af*  certain  risks 
which  he  must  be  expected  to  run\indepeadenT. 
of  any  negligence  on  his  own  part.  Thus  he. 
will  have  no  redress  if  he  is  injuredUjby  a  run- 
awav  horse:  but  there  is  no  reason  to  think 
that' the  fact  that  an  aeroplane  was  beyond 
control,  and  was  therefore  compelled  to  alight 
on  the-r,oad,  would  be  an  answer" to  a  claim  for 
damages. 

The  reasoning   which   applies  to  accidents 
in   public    places   applies   with   equal   force   to 
claims  for  damages  caused  by  an  unauthorized- 
descent  on  private  land.     If  an  aeroplane  de- 
scends in  a  field,  and  knocks  down  the  owner 
of  the  field,  or  his  servant,  or  any  other  person 
who  is  lawfully  there,  it  is  obvious  that  a  claim 
damages  can  be  made. 
It  would  seem,  however,  that  the  standard 
of  care  which  must  be  exercised  by  the  flying 
man  is  somewhat  lower,  whe.i  one  consider*; 
the  rights  of  persons  who  are  trespassing  on 
the  land  where  he  alights.     For  instance,  sup- 
pose it  became  neces.s/iry  for  a  mairto  "plane 
down"-  into  a  field   which  did.  not  belong  to 
him.     Seeing  his  approach,  a  large  number  of 
persons  assemble  in  the  field.    .\s  he  brings  his 
machine   to   earth   lie   either   miscalculates   the 
distance,  or  for  some  other  reason  rushes  into 
the  crowd.     Can  he  be  made  liable?    .^Mthough 
there  is  no  direct  authority  in  point,  it  is  sub- 
mitted that  in  such  a  case,  if  the  accident  was 
inevitable,  and  the  aeronaut  had  taken  all  pos- 
sible care,  he  would  not  be  responsible.     It  i* 
stated    in    a    well-known   work   on   the  law   oF 
tort    tliat    "if    the    public    enter    upon    private 
ground  without  invitation  or  legitimate  reason, 
they  take  the  risk  of  injury  arising  from  physi- 
cal inequalities  of  surface,  and  perhaps  of  arti- 
ficial excavations,  wdien  such  cavities  are  not 
near  a  public  highway."     As  against  the  land- 
owner, it  is,  of  course,  clear  that  such  trespass- 
ers would  have  no  right.    As  against  the  -driver 
of  an   aeroplane,  it  is  probable  that  any  jury 
which  ever  had  to  try  such  a  case  would  come 
to  the  conclusion  that  the  injured  person  had 
allowed  curiosity  to  outrun  discretion,  and  that 
in  going  near  the  dangerous  machine  he  had 
taken  the  risk  upon  himself. 

Thcic  iciiiaiiis  uic  larger  and  more  practi- 
cal question,  A\'hat  is  the  liability  when  injury 
is  dene  to  a  person  wlio  has  paid  nvr  admis- 
sion to  an  aerodrome?  The  man  Avhn'gocs  to 
an  aerial  race  meeting  under  these  conditions  is 
a  licensee.  Now  a  licensee  who  enters  prern- 
ises  is  entitled  to  a  certain  degree  of  protec- 
tion. He  must  be  warned  of  any. hidden  danger 
upon  the  premises.  The  duty  owed  is  very 
similar  to  that  which  a  shopman  owes  to  his 
customers.  The  customer  is  entitled  to  the 
exercise  of  rea.sonable  care  by  the  occupier  to 
prevent  damage  from  unusual  danger,  of  which 
the  occupier  knows  or  ought  to  know.  So  if 
a  customer  were  to  trip  in  a  hole  inithe  floor,  or 
lean  on  a  rail  which  the  proprietor'of  the  shop 
\  knew  to  be  loose,  and  so  sustain  injury,  the 
'tni.stomer  could  claim  damages. 

The  rules  which  govern  hidden  dangers  do 
not,  however,  appear  to  apply  to  an  aerodrome. 
\\'ho  could  assert  that  the  dangers  at  such  a 
place  were  hidden  or  concealed?  No  part  of 
the  course  is  protected  from  the  machine  wdiich 
is  wheeling  overhead,  and,  even  on  the  ground, 
a  miscalculation  when  alighting  may  play 
havoc  amongst  a  crowd  of  spectators.  In  these 
circumstances,  it  is  submitted  that  the  pro- 
prietors of  the  aerodrome  who  had  issued  the 
tickets  would  not  be  liable:  but  as  a  business 
precaution,  they  would  do  well  to  disclaim  all 
responsibility  on  the  backs  of  the  tickets  which 
are  issued. — Engineering.

JHE  extraordinary  spectacle  ofi  the  Ca- 
mera trial  at  Viterbo  is  over.  Many 
times  it  has  been  reported  that  the 
long  proceedinfj  was  nearly  at  an 
end.  but  the  judges  and  jurymen,  the 
lawyers  and  witnesses  always  man- 
aged to  bring  up  new  matter  which  served  to 
keep  it  going. 

The  Viterbo  trial  has  been  going  on  since 
.March  n.  1911.  It  beats  by  a  month  the  long- 
est trial  in  Italian  criminal  courts.  Seven  hun- 
dred witnesses  were  examined.  The  place- 
where  the  case  was  tried  and  the  character  of 
ihe  32  prisoners  made  it  one  of  the  most  pic- 
turesque judicial  proceedings  in  tli&-*^iiyii^^' 
history  of  any  country  __     __   ^ 

Viterbo.  the  little  Italian  city  wTTere  TOe 
trial  was  held,  has  been  dead  for  800  years. 
The  citizens— there  arc  only  4.000  or  5,000  in- 
habitants of  Viterbo—have  not  rou-sed  them-

The  prisoners  were  an  unusual  lot.  .Ameri- 
cans who  visited  Viterbo  while  the  trial  w-as  on 
were  impressed  by  their  superior  appearance. 
Don  Errico  Alfano  has  the  manners  of  a  gentle- 
man. He  is  the  man  whom  Lieut.  Joe  Petro- 
sino  caught  in  New  York  when  nets  Avere  be- 
ing laid  for  the  Camorrists.  One  afternoon 
Petrosino  w^ent  up  to  hiin  and  said  :  "Erricone, 
do  you  want  to  submit  right  away,  or  will  we 
have  to  extradite  you?" 

"I   am  a  gentleman."  replied  Don   Errico. 
who  loves  to  be  called  by  tha^^  phrase  and  ab- 
hor.- the  diminutive  Erricone,  "and  this  is  hard 
•n  my  nerves.    But  I  will  go  back  to  Italy  as 
fou  say." 

.Another  prisoner,  Giovanni  Rapi.  has  his 
clothes  made  by  Poole  in  London.  When  some 
one  doubted  it  during  the  trial.  Rapi  jumped 
to  his  feet  arid  shouted  through  the  bars  of  the 
cage,  waving  his  arms:  "You  lie!  I  wall  have 
Pooie  brought  here  under  subpoena  to  prove 
it."  ' 

.-Vbbatemaggio.  speaking  one  day  in  Italian 
untainted  by  the  Neapolitan  dialect,  described 
to  George  B.  McClellan,  who  went  to  Viterbo 
to  see  the  trial  in  progress,  what  the  Camorra 
does. 

"It  will  do  anything  you  hire  it  to  do,"  he 
said.,  ^'It  will  kill  your  enemy  or  carry  you 
an  electioiT  or  bring  you  your  heart's  desire."- 
The  prisoners,  when  they  were  called  upon 
to  speak,  fixed  dates  according  to  their  where- 
abouts in  certain  years. 

"That  was  the  winter  when  I  was  in 
Buenos  Ayres,"  one  would  say.  "Or  that  sum- 
mer I  spent  in  Nev/  -York." 

All  appeared  to  be  travelers  and  _to  have 
understood  what  they  saw.  One  of  them 
recognized  Mr.  McClellan  when  be  was  in 
Viterbo.  and  as  one  of  the  prisoners  was  be- 
ing marched  past  he  asked  the  former  mayor 
to  tell  the  people  in  New  York  that  the  charges 
were  false,  not  one.  but  all. 

The  crime  for  which  the  supposed  Camor- 
rists were  put  on  trial  was  the  murder  on 
July  r'l.  1906.  of  Gennaro  Cuccolo,  a  man  of 
the  criminal  classes,  of  Naples,  and  of  his  wife, 
a  woman  of  no  character.  The  device  used  to 
get  Cuoccolo  in  the  clutches  of  his  murderers 
was  the  concoction  of  a  plan  of  robbery. 
Cuoccolo  was  enticed  to  an  inn  near  Naples, 
and  then  while  the  plans  were  being  talked 
over  he  wa>  set  upon  and  killed.  Money  was 
left  in  his  pockets  and  a  knife  was  put  in  his 
hand  to  show  that  he  had  died  in  a  fight. 

Later  they  entered  his  house  in  another 
part  of  the  city,  crept  upstairs  and  murdered 
his  wife.  The  coincidence  of  the  two  deaths 
served  to  break  the  theory  that  Cuoccolo  had 
4.1ied  in  a  fight.  In  the  roundup  of  Neapolitan 
criminals  whirli  followed  were  many  of  those 
who  afterward  were  put  on  trial  at  Viterbo. 

A  few  days  after  their  arrest  Don  Ciro 
Vitozzi,  a  priest  of  Naples,  went  to  the  police 
and  announced  that  he  had  been  told  in  con- 
fessional who  the  true  murderers  were,  but 
that  he  w-as  debarred  from  giving  up  their 
names.  .At  all  events  they  were  not  the  ones 
whom  the  police  had  ar-restcd.  He  said  that  if 
the  police  would  go  fo  an  inn  at  some  distance 
from  Naples  they  would  be  met  by  one  who 
would  tell  what  he  knew  of  the  crime. 

It  has  been  stated  in  the  course  of  the  trial 
that  the  Naples  poUce  lent  an  easy  ear  to  this 
story  because  they  were  really  in  league  with 
the  Camorra.  The  prisoners  were  released. 
and  when  the  police  went  to  the  inn  which 
Vitozzi  indicated,  it  was  clear  that  the  priests' 
story  was  a  ruse. 

For  a  time  the  case  lay  dormant,  but  at 
last  the  Duke  of  Aosta  went  to  the  king,  his 
cousin,  and  complained.  The  murders  were 
then  put  into  the  hands  of  the  barabinieri,  the 
military  police,  and  Captain  Fabbroni.  who 
had  made  a  name  for  himself  hunting  Sardin- 
ian brigands,  was  set  to  work.  Fabbroni  was 
fearless,  and  he  went  to  w6rk  ^gorously. 
One  of  FalJbroni's   sergeants  went   to    a 
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house  where  Camorrists  were  known  to  gather, 
and  fell  in  with  young  Gennaro  Abbatemaggio. 
l,ittle  by  little  the  sergeant  wormed  himself 
into  Abbatemaggio's  confidence.  He  said  he 
wanted  to  be  told  all  about  Naples,  because  he 
wanted  to  turn  a  job.  Business  was  dull  in 
Sardinia.  Abbatemaggio  let  the  sergeant  into 
the  secrets  of  the  Camorra  and  at  last  boasted 
that  he  had  committed  a  burglary. 

Presently  Abbatemaggio  whispered  to  the 
sergeant  that  he  wanted  to  be  married.  But 
he  had  no  money,  and  he  knew  no  safe  way  of 
getting  it.  The  sergeant  let  hint  have  what  he 
needed,  and  all  the  time  more  and  more  (]ues- 
tions  about  the  Camorra. 

Then  when  he  had  learned  all  he  could 
hope  to  win  from  Abbatemaggio  he  declared 
himself  to  be  a  police  officer  and  arrested  him 
for  the  burglary  to  which  the  bridegroom  had 
confessed.  The  arrest  of  the  others,  and  the 
backbone  of  the  prosecution,  were  based  on 
evidence  which  Abbatemaggio  subsequfently 
EK — New  York  Sun.

ships  built  was  454,110  tons.  Of  the  merchant 
tonnage,  1,291,347  tons,  equal  to  73  per  cent, 
and  of  the  warship  tonnage,  390,854  tons,  equal 
to  78  per  cent,  are  for  the  British  nation.

two.  There  is,  nevertheless,  a  greater  volutnc 
of  tonnage  actually  in  progress  than  at  any 
previous  period  ever  recorded  by  Lloyd's 
Registry  in  their  quarterly  returns.  In  view 
of  this  hii^'h  degree  of  activity,  it  is  gratifying 
to  note  that  a  more  reasonable  spirit  is  l)egin- 
ning  t(.) -prevail  among  the  trade  unionists,  as 
evidenced  by  the  settlement  of  the  demarcation 
question.  It  is  true  that  there  are  clouds  ahead, 
since  the  shipbuilding  agreement  automatically 
expires  soon,  and  there  is  always  the  possi- 
bility of  trouble  in  connection  with  the  renewal 
oi  such  agreements.  It  is  to  be  hijped.  how- 
ever, that  the  threatened  diffrbultics  will  he 
satisfactorily  overcome,  and  tliat  the  present 
wave  of  activity  will  not  be  disturbed  in  its 
flow  by  a  short-sighted  policy  with  regard  to 
the  terms  of  employment. 

The  number  of  merchant  ships  now  build- 
ing is  529,  and  these  make  up  a  gross  tonnage 
of  1,774,040  tons,  which  is  87,000  tons  more 
than  three  months  ago.  and  about  255,000  tons 
more  than  six  months  ago,  while,  as  com- 
pared with  a  year  ago,  the  increase  is  298,000 
tons.  At  this  time  last  year  there  was  a  check 
in  the  upw^ard  movement,  and  there  is  anticipa- 
tion that  there  may  be  another  check  now; 
but  how  long  it  will  continue,  and  how  great 
it  may  be,  remains  yet  to  be  seen.  In  a-ddition 
to  this  merchant  work,  there  are  in  progress,

The  mer- 
chant work  in  Mersey  yards  is  double  tiiat 
of  a  year  ago,  but  yet  includes  only  16  vessels, 
of  27,cy)3  tons.  At  Belfast  there  is  slightly  less 
w6rk  than  three  months  ago  ;  but  tlie  total  now 
—  24  vessels,  of  292,350  ton.s — is  50,000  tons 
higher  than  in  July  last  year.  ^Phesc  figures 
take  no  cognizance  of  warship  w(,>rk.  The 
Clyde  occupies  a  prominent  position,  as  there 
are  buildi;ig  on  that  river  two  battleships,  three 
$attle  cruisers,  three  protected  cruisers,  ten 
torpedo  boat  destroyers,  and  a  submarine  boat

There  could  be  no  quesCTwFOTmJr  of  nev^'^ 
agreements  (Abmachungen ),  because  there 
was  no  particular  occasion  for  them,  or  of 
producing  alterations  of  any  kind  in  the 
grouping  of  the  European  powers,  the  value 
of  which  for  the  maintenance  of  equilibrium 
and  of  peace  has  already  been  proved  (deren 
Weri  fur  die  Aufrechterhaltung  des  Gleirch- 
gemichts  und  des  Friendens  sich  bereits 
crprobt  hat). 

The  meeting  at  Port  Baltic,  can,  there- 
fore,, on  all  sides  and  with  perfect  right  be 
welcomed  with  satisfaction,  for  while,  on  the 
one  hand,  it  testifies  to  the  firm  and  lasting 
friendship  between  Germany  and  Russia,  it 
constitutes,  on  the  other  hand,  an  eloquent 
expression  of  the  pacific  principles  (Grund- 
richtungen)  which  decide  in  equal  degree  the 
policy  ot  both  empires. 

Admirable  language  indeed,  to  which  all 
the  world  can  subscribe,  and  which  ought  to 
drown  all  petty  efforts  to  magnify  the  achieve- 
ments of  German  diplomacy  and  to  exploit  the 
supposed  anxieties  of  Russia's  ally  and  Rus- 
sia's non-German  friends!  As  yet,  it  must  be 
admitted,  the  ncw^  tone  has  not  been  caught 
here,  and  the  scmi-Omciil  North-German 
Gazette  remarks  for  its  own  part  this  morn- 
ing: 

There  were  to  he  no  surprises.  The  value 
of  the  conversation  consists  in  tlie  fact  that  it 
has  on  both  sides  strengthened  the  desire  to 
maintain  permanent  touch  between  Germany 
and  Russia  in  the  great  questions  of  the  day, 
for  the  maintenance  of  European  peace. 
Germany  and  the  Entente 

That  comment,  at  least,  does  not  do  justice 


to  a  communique  in  which  Germany  proclaims 
for,  so  far  as  1  am  aware,  the  first  time  that 
the  present  grouping  of  the  European  powers 
does  not  deserve  to  be  altered,  because  its 
value  for  the  maintenance  of  the  balance  of 
power  and  of  peace  has  been  proved.  11 
language  means  anything,  this  language 
means  that  the  Triple  Entente,  is.  at  last, 
ebenburtig,  and  tlial  Germany  reaffirms,  in 
the  teeth  of  many  German  diplomatists,  the 
principle  of  tiie  balance  of  ])ower  in  Europe, 
her  only  concern  being  to  round  off  the  rough 
corners  and  to  foster  good  relations  be- 
tmeen  the  two  groups  which  hold  the  scales. 
Ope  swallow  does  not  make  a  summer,  but 
the  present  communique  is  likely  to  have  at 
least  one  effect — an  increase  of  conhdence  in 
German  policy.  Its  GcnnaM  authors,  at  any 
rate,  are  now  saying  in  public  \vhat  they  have 
for  some  time  been  endeavoring  to  make  peo- 
ple believe  in  private.  The  emperor,  for  his 
part,  is  believed  to  resent  the  idea  that  his 
policy  aims  at  what  has  ben  called  the  Hege- 
mony of  Europe,  and  Herr  von  Bethmann 
^ollweg   has  often   declared    that   he    under-

for  public  opiniottr "^ For  years  past  the  Ger- 
man public,  with  the  useful  help  of  certain 
British  newspapers  and  politicians,  has  been 
taught  that  the  entente  is  either  a  fiction  or  a 
conspiracy — a  fiction  especially  where  France 
is  concerned.  Concurrently  it  has  been  taujilu 
that  peace  has  been  preserved  only  by  the 
sharpness  of  Germany's  sword  and  the  sor.d- 
ity,  not  indeed  of  the  Triple  Alliance,  but  of 
the  .Austro-German  .Alliance.  In  this  way 
Chauvinism  and  armaments  have  flourished 
exceedingly,  and.  especially  of  late  and  at  mo- 
ments when  the  entcnts  has  "proved  its 
value"  for  the  maintenance  of  equilibrium  and 
peace,  there  has  been  a  growing  disposition  to 
throw  caution  to  the  winds,  and  to  say  that  it 
is  precisely  the  theory  of  the  balance  "of  power 
in  Europe  which  it  is  Germany's  duty  to  de- 
stroy— and  to  destroy  mith  a  special  disregard 
for  the  parallel  theory  of  neutrality  which  is 
vita!  to  all  the  smaller  powers. 

German  Press  Evasions 
So  far  as  can  be  judged  thus  far,  the  Ger- 
man press  is  still  determined  to  delude  its 
public  about  the  Rr,3.^o-Gciiiian  meeting,  and 
its  effect  upon  Russo-German  relations  and 
European  relations  generally.  Most  ot  the 
articles  which  have  yet  appeared  are  in  jour- 
nals which  are  hardly  of  first  rate  importance, 
but  all  the  writers  try  to  show  that  Germany 
has  accomplished  some  new.  not  to  say  dis- 
turbing, diplomatic  success,  and  take  no  ac- 
count of  the  very  emphatic  official  declara- 
tion that  no  fresh  Russo-German  agreements 
have  been  concluded  and  that  no  alteration  of 
the  grouping  of  the  powers  was  contemplated. 


A  CENTURY  OF  GAS. 


This  year  sees  the  centenary  of  the  Gas 
Light  and  Coke  company,  which  was  incor- 
porated by  Royal  Charter  on  April  30,  1812. 
It  was,  of  course,  the  first  authority  to  lay 
and  work  a  system  for  the  public  supply  of 
gas.  In  view  of  its  centenary  the  company 
has  issued  a  booklet  giving  some  account  of 
its  formation,  history,  and  present  position.  A 
few  extracts  will  be  of  interest.  The  coinpany 
owes  its  inception  to  one  Winzer,  a  Moravian, 
who  arrived  in  London  about  the  year  1803. 
He  was  apparently  of  a  somewhat  sanguine 
nature  and  an  excellent.. advertiser,  if  but  little 
of  a  business  man.  Living  in  an  age  of  pam- 
pleteers,  he  wrote  pamphlets,  with  the  idea  of 
attracting  capital  to  his  proposed  company. 
These  pamphlets  did  not  err  on  the  side  of 
moderation.  One  of  them  stated  that  his  gas 
was  to  be  "scentless,  a  cure  for  asthma  and  all 
pulmonary  troubles,  and  conducive  to  a  vigor- 
ous growth  in  plants,"  while  another  stated 
that  each  £50  share  in  the  proposed  company 
"must  yield  a  yearly  interest  of  ^£6,000^  worth 
in  capital  £120,000."  In  spite  of  tremendous 
opposition,  and  in  spile  even  of  Winder's 
pamphlets,  capital  was  at  length  attractcil,  a 
charter  wa::>  obtained,  and  work  was  begi-n. 
.\s  can  easily  be  believed,  the  early  days  of 
the  company  led  to  little  but  disappointment 
and  delay  on  the  technical  side;  but  relative 
salvatif>n  seems  to  have  come  when  Samuel 
Clegg.  an  assistant  from  Boulton  and  Watt, 
was  made  engineer,  and  Winzer— or  Winsc. 
as  he  then  styled  himself — was  pensioned  ofi*. 
Progress  was  gradually  made,  but  no  divic'eud 
was  paid  until  1817,  one  of  the  chief  handicaps 
to  financial  success  appairehtly  bping  the  diffi- 
culty of  exercising  proper  control  over  th.i 
consumers,  there  being,  of  course,  no  meters 
in  use.  Gas  at  this  time  was  sold  at  15s  per 
1.000  cu.  ft.  In  1843  ^he  company  had  three 
works  in  operation,  and  was  producing  248,- 
000,000  cu.  ft.  of  gas  a  year.  By  this  time 
other  companies  wpre  in  existence,  and  ift 
'  1849  amalgari^ation  was  talked  of.  Nothing 
came  of  this  for  the  moment,  however,  but  in 
i868»tlio  City  of  London  Gas  act  was  passed 
whercl>y  the  chartered  company,  the  Glty^pf, 
London  company,  and  tKe  Great  GentPal 
company  came  to  a  working  agreement.  It. 
was  in  this  year  also  that  the  company'jj  bill, 
for  the  erection  of  works  at  Barking  received' 
the  royal  assent.  This  was  the  bcginnttig  of 
the  well  known  \voi  ks  at  ]},eclctoii^  vi;hi;C|4  wrif 
so  called  as  a  mem<>ria^  to  Simott  Ad«i»i«j^ 


the  governor  of  the  company  at  that  time. 
Amalgamation  was  first  achieved  in  1870, 
when  the  Great  Central  company  and  City  of 
London  companies  were  taken  over.  Thi^ 
was  the  beginning  of  a  process  which  since 
that  time  has  resulted  in  the  amalgamation  of 
eleven  companies,  the  most  recently  acquired 
being  the  Barking  and  Chigwell  companies  in 
the  early  part  of  this  year.  In  1883  an  attempt 
was  made  to  amalgamate  with  the  South 
IMetropolitan  company,  but  a  public  outcry, 
dictated  by  the  fear  that  the  price  of  gas  on 
the  south  side  of  the  river  might  be  raised  to 
that  ruling  on  the  north  side,  induced  the 
board  of  trade  to  reject  the  proposal.  At  the 
present  time  the  company  has  some  eight  gas 
works,  and  produces  about  25,500,000,000  cu. 
ft.  of  gas  a  year.  In  December  of  last  year  it 
had  283,421  ordinary  consumers,  and  430,902 
consumers  supf^lied  by  slot  meterfi.  This  lat- 
ter figure  is  very  striking.  Its  magnitude  is 
perhaps  best  suggested  by  the  fact  that  the 
number  of  pennies  collected  in  1911  was  231,- 
636,536.  The  total  area  of  supply  is  about  120 
square  miles.  In  conclusion,  we  should  say 
that  a  centena^'  dinner  to  the  staffVvas  given 
by  the  governors  and  directors  of^  the  com- 
pany, in  the  imperial  banqueting  hall,  at  the 
Shepherd's  Bush  Exhibition,  on  the  26th  Jtine. 
There  were  a  number  of  ouVsidc  visitors  pres- 
ent, but  they  formed  but  a  .small  proportion  o( 
the  total  company,  which  amounted  to  hearty 
a  thousand.  The  dinner  was  a  gre»t  iUcceiB, 
and  it  was  a  pleasure  to  see  the  wayt  "Mr*  ij^- 
bet  Woodall,  the  governor,  his  r^ftyjed  by 
his  staff  and  assistants.

N  announcing  tlic  death  of  General 
Michael  Kervvin,  The  Mew  York  Gael'c 
American  says  that  after  the  close  of 
the  war  of  secession  in  1865  he  was  one 
of  snme  hundred  and  fifty  officers  who, 
at  the  iiT-'tanrc  of  John  O'Mahony, 
liead  centre  of  the  Fenians  in  America,  went 
to  Ireland  to  promote  rebellion.

'■  Kerly  and  composed  iargeiy  of  tlic  young  men 
who  had  voted,  to  put  Millen  temporarily  in  his 
place.  Tr'Mn  that  time  nnti'.  Stephens  .left 
Ireland  fijr  .-Xmenca  early  in  the  following 
^P^'iiigj  Colonel  Kcily,  acting  as  Ivis  chief  of 
staff  ■  was;'  tfie  real  head  of  the  organ;;?ation,  and 
the  work  moved  briskly.  The  military  officer.s 
were  assigned'^'lo  districts  and  ordered  to  get 
acquainted  Avitti  thel,  men.  and  to  familjari-/:e 
themselves  with  tlie-  country,  hut  the  military 
council  rehrained  in  Dublin.

The  result  was  that  Stephens  called  all  the 
centres  of  Ireland,  for  a  personal  interview  in- 
the  last  week  of  1865 — first  seeing  the  Dublin 
men  at  Kelly's,  lodgings  oij  Grantham  street, 
and  then  ihe  men  from  the  Provinces  at -the 
City  .Manj^ion  hotel  on  Bridge  street.  -Neither 
gathering  was  a  meeting.  Stephens,  with  the 
military  council,  received  the  men  in  groups 
of  three  or  four,  sometimes  a  new  batch  being 
bronght  in  before  the  previous  one  had  left, 
and  after  a  short  explanation  of  the,  situation 
asked  cach.centre  if  lie  could  hold  his  men  to- 
gether if  the  "fight  was  postponed  for-a  few 
weeks.  Of  course,  he  recommeruled  postpone- 
ment. 

Stephens  had  wonderful  influence  '■,  cr  the 
men.  and  he  had  no  difficulty  with  nipst.pf 
them,  but  some  of  the  Dublin  men  gave  their 
consent  very  i;eluctaJitly.  About  ten  of  them 
were  in  the  room  together  toward  the  end  of 
the  conference  when  he  asked  the  question  of 
one  of  them  who  had  a  circle  of  i.soonten, 
mostly  .stalwart  fellows  employed  in. the  build- 
ing trades.  The.  centre  answered  s'lrlkily,  "1 
suppose  I  niii-i."  Stci^hcns  asked  \vhy  he  an-

This  broughi  ru:;  ihc  nni|nalified  ^ssent  of 
fi'l  tlic  Dublin  men  in  the  room  and  showed 
that  Stephens  would  not  have  succeeded  if 
there  had  been  a  real  meethig  where  the  rjucs- 
tion  could  be  debated.  .\  sharp  discussion  fol- 
lowed.

Kerwin  remained  a  prisoner  in  Mount  joy, 
.  vvhtGh,  althctigh   a   convict  prison,   had    been 
filled  with  suspects  for  six  months. 

Any  American  citizen  who  applied  could 
obtairi  his  release  on  condition  of  returning  to 
-America  and  was  escorted  by  policem.en  to  the 
steamer  at  Quccnstown.  Many  others  who 
were  not  citizens  were  also  given  that  privi- 
lege, while  others  wei*e  released  on  bail.  J^er- 
w:n  aiid  the  other  officers  waited  for  some 
months  in  the  hope  that  something  might  turn 
up,  but  all  the  nevvs  that  reached  them  was 
discouraging,  so  that  they  at  last  decided  to 
accept  the  terms.  Mrs.  Parnell,  mother  of 
Charles  StcvVart  Parnell,  paid  the  passage  of 
several  of  them  to  America  and  she  sheltered 
others  in  her  house  at  Avon  dale.

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An  extremely  interesting  practical  demon- 
stration of  the  new  "seeing  ear"  invented  by 
Mr.  E.  E.  Fdurnier  D'.Mbe  was  given  at  the 
optical  exhibition  at  the  Science  museum, 
Sotith  Kensington.  The  inventor's  subject 
\Vas  a1-)lind  young  gentleman  who  lives  near 
by,  and  the  experiments  took  place  before  a 
gathering  of  optical  expei:ts,  who  were  certain- 
ly impressed  by  the  results. 

Of  course,  the  optophone  (as  Mr.  Fournier 
D'Albe  calls  his  machine)  is  only  in  the  early 
experimental  stage,  but  Hertz,  when  he  "dis- 
covered" the  rudimentary  waves  of  "wireless," 
had  no  more  matter  to  work  upon  in  those  days 
than  .Mr.  D'Albe  has  today.  Like  the  first 
camera,  with  its  clumsy  accessories,  the  first 
optophone  is  somewhat  unwieldy.  But,  no 
doubt,  it  will  be  possible  to  compress  it  later 
on.  The  apparatus,  xhr  scientific  principle  of 
which  has  already  been  described  in  our  col- 
umns, consists  of  an  oblong  black  box  about 
two  feet  long,  to  which^'s  attached  a  telephone 
wire  and  a  doul)le  earpiece,  w-hich  fits  on  the 
head  like  a  long-distance  telephone  receiver. 
The  blind  man  who  hopes,  later  on,  to  "see" 
with  tliis  instrument,  carircs  the  box  about 
w  ith  him.  point.'i  the  narrow  open  end  tovvaid 
the  object  of  hisi  contemplation,  and  proceeds 
to  "sense"  what  is  before  him — not  by  means 
of  the  optic  nerve,  but  with  the  auditory  nerve.

Many  despatches  have  been  publishe<i  during  the 
past  week  concerning  the  visit  of  Premier  Borden  to 
Great  Britain.

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The  Icebergs  which  began  to  come  south  in  April 
were  still  floating  in  the  North  Atlantic  at  the  end  of 
July.  On  the  24fh,  the  British  st«imer,  Manchester 
Inventor,  was  badly  damaged  by  a  --lubmerged  Iceberg 
She  reached  St.  John's,  -Newfoundland,  on  the  a9th, 
after  losing  her  deck  load  of  lumber,  with  her  fore 
co.npartments  filled  with  water,  but  without  loss  of 
life.  On  the  same  day  that  this  vessel  was  creeping 
into  port,  the  groat  ship  Empress  of  Britain,  with 
seven  hundred  passengers  on  board,  was  almost  leav- 
ing the  mouth  t.f  the  .St.  Lawrenc-e  when,  in  the  fog, 
she  struck  the  big  collier  Helvetia,  and  drove  her  to 
the  bottom.  The  Kmpress  was  injured,  and  had  to 
sail  back  three  hundred  miles  to  the  city  of  Qu-ebec 
for  repairs.  The  crew  of  the  Helvetia  waitaaved,  and, 
though  the  passengers  of  the  Empress  were  greatly 
alarmed,  no  one  wa.i   hurt. 


Lord  Mersey,  the  British  judge  who  Inquired  Into 
the  wreck  of  the  Titanic,  In  which  1,517  people  were 
lost  on  April  14th,  has  given  his  Judgment.  He  found 
that  the  ship  was  going  loo  f«.«t.  and  that  a  proper 
watch  was  not  kept.  The  ships  boats  were  properly 
lowered,  but  arrangements  for  manning  them  were  in- 
sufficient. Lord  Mersey  declared  that  the  same  care 
was  taken  of  the  poor  as  of  tire  rich  people  on  board 
the  steamer.  He  did  not  think  .1.  Bruc-e  Ismay  was 
to  blame  for  taking  his  place  in  a  boat.  a.«  It  was 
ready  to  sail  away  with  no  one  near  to  take  the  empty 
places.  Sir  Cosmo  Duff  Gordon  did  not  bribe  the 
boatmen  to  row  away  from  the  drowning  passengers 
but  neither  did  he  try  to  persuade  thc'm  to  return 
and  try  to  save  them.  The  Leyland  line  steamer 
California  could  have  rescued  the  passengers  of  the 
ijl-fated  ship  If  he  had  tried.  This  Judgment  win  re- 
sult In  l>etter  regulations  for  passenger  ships,  bnt  It 
is  B*d  to  think  that  the  »hlp  owners  of  all  nations 
should  have  n«ed«d  so  terrible  a  lesson  to  show  them 
how  careless  Of  huinan  life  they  are.

ly  as  possible  a  naVy  for  herself,  or  to  contribute 
money  or  ships  to  that  of  th-e  mother  country.  i'he 
premier  has  consulted  with  the  Hon.  Winston  Churchill 
first  lord  of  the  admiralty,  and  with  many  others  who 
underaUnrt  both  Canada  and  Great  Britain.  When 
parliament  meets  again,  he  will  be  prepared  with  a 
plan.  There  has  been  much  guessing  as  to  what  will 
be  tho  nature  of  this  plan,  but,  beyond  saying  that 
Canada  will  do  her  duty  as  the  most  Important  part 
of  the  overseas  dominions.  Premier  Borden  and  his 
ministers  have  kept  their  own  counsel.  Boys  and 
girls  iinm  Halifax  to  Victoria  will  feel  that  when 
they  are  men  and  women  they  must  be  ready  as  true 
Britons  to  bear  the  burden  of  their  own  defence.  If 
we  should  be  attacke<^l,  as  our  ancestors  were  a  hun- 
dred years  ago,  there  would  ho  no  hesitation.  It  is 
not  so  easy  for  some  of  us  to  see  that  we  ought  to  be 
prepared  for  danger. 


Canada  is  filling  up  so  fast,  and  produces  so  much, 
that  there  Is  danger  that  she  cannot  send  away  what 
she  does  not  need  for  her  own  use.  Although  a  large 
part  of  the  population  l.s  gathered  in  the  cities,  the 
Seaporta  havg  ijot  docks  enough  at  which  to  ship  the 
grain.  Ky.j?h  when  the  railroads  are  built,  unless 
great  haste  is  made,  ships  cannot  reach  the.  elevators 
and  depots.  Tljjs  is  what  .Vir,  Monk,  the  minister  of 
■public  works,  is  finding  out  as  he  '.ravels  Ihrougli 
eastern  Canada.  Montreal  has  been  the  great  Rrnln 
l)Ort  of  the  east,  but  already  ships  ari-  so  crowded 
Into  its  docks  In  the  summer  season  that  navigation  is 
becoming  unsafe.  Quebec  harbor  Is  not  ready  to  take 
.hnrge  of  the  share  nf  the  shipping  that  should  come 
to  It.  We  must  remember  that  these  ports,  as  well 
as  St.  John  and  Halifax,  are  the  outlets  for  the  man- 
ufacturers of  Eastern  Canada,  as  well  as  for  the 
grain,  and  that  they  are  the  doors  liy  whU-h  mo.st  of 
the  linports  of  Europe  come  to  the  country.  The  lake 
ports,  according  to  Mr.  Monk's  report,  ne^-d  widening 
and  deepening,  and  lmi)rovements  must  be  made  at 
Windsor,  on  the  Detroit  river,,  at  Sault  Ste.  Marie  and 
at  Fort  William  and  Port  Arthur.  But  very  soon  the 
grain  trade  must  come  by  the  western  route,  and  the 
Pacific  harbors  are  not  ready  to  handle  It.  The  min- 
ister of  public  works  says  the  people  of  British  tJolum- 
bia  p.re  right  wno  ask  for  lmproven:ents  to  their  liar- 
bor.  I'erhaps  some  Victoria  boys  have  begun  to  won- 
der why  It  takes  so  long  to  begin  tho  works  nt  the 
outer  harbor  of  Victoria.  Business  men  will  all  l>e 
sorry  to  hear  that  Mr.  Monk  cannot  come  west  at 
once  as    he    intended. 


The  emperor  of  Japan,  Mutsuhlto,  died  on  the  29th 
of  July,  and  has  been  succeeded  by  his  sou.  Yoshlhito 
Haru-no-mlra.  The  new  reign  has  commenced  (luletly. 
very  much  as  that  of  King  George  V.  did  on  the  death 
of  hl9  father  F)dward  Vll.  15vcry  bLy  and  girl  should 
know  Bojoathlng  of  the  events  that  took  place  In  the 
reign  of  the  late  emperor.  The  other  countries  of 
the  world  knew  very  little  indeed  of  Japan  when  .Mut- 
suhlto came  to  the  throne  In  1868  Xow  Japan  Is 
known  as  one  of  the  great  powers  of  the  world.  Re- 
forms had  begun  before  the  emperor's  accession,  and 
tlm  Japanese  nobles  had  sent  some  of  their  number 
abroad  to  learn  what  was  going  on  In  the  world  from 
which  they  had  so  long  shut  themselves  In.  Soon,  In 
the  great  seats  df  learning  In  Europe  and  America, 
young  men  were  fitting  themselves  to  be  teachers,  en- 
gineers and  military  officers.  Foreigners  were  Invit- 
ed to  the  schools  In  Japan  itself.  But  the  great  change 
wsB  not  to  bs  brought  about  peacefully.  In  188/ 
there  was  A  great  civil  war,  in  which  the  emperor  was 
successful.  H«  surrounded  himself  with  wise  coun- 
sellors and  brava  warHors.  He  gave  his  psoplo  the 
power  of  self-government.  The  laws  were  improved, 
foreign  nations  were  mads  fri«Rds  wlt»,  education 
spread  and  industry  and  trade  flourished.     Japan  was 


not  satisfied  with  rule  over  a  group  of  i.slands.  It 
coveted  Korea,  on  the  mainland.  To  obtain  poa-session 
of  a  kingdom  which  had  lost  Its  power,  it  went  to  war 
with  China.  The  soldiers  of  the  vigorous  empire  were 
easily  successful  <)ver  Its  big  neighbor,  who  had  not 
yet  awakened  from  the  »leeii  of  ages.  But  European 
nations,  startled  at  the  success  of  Japan,  forbade  her 
.to  take  possession  of  Korea.  .Jealousy  of  Russia, 
which  was  steadily  extending  her  territory  eastward 
and  southward,  brought  on  another  war.  In  which 
.iapan  won  victories  by  land  and  .tea,  drove  the  Rus- 
Hlans  from  their  southern  seaport  of  Port  Arthur, 
and,  in  the  end,  mad?  herself  mistress  of  Korea.  Its 
settlement  by  the  Japa*ieBe  li.  utill  soins;  on.  You  have 
only  to  go  to  the  out^-r  wharf  to  learn  that  Japan  has 
become  one  of  the  great  commercial  nations  of  tho 
world.  In  the  peaceful  reforms,  and  In  the  direction

ful of  his  duty  to  his  adopted  country.  He  hn.s  spent 
great  .<\um8  of  money  !n  providing  for  the  education 
at  McGill  university  of  her  young  men  and  women. 
He  has  given  a  fortune  to  cure  the  sick  in  a  hospital 
in  Montreal.  But  this  aged  man,  .who,  during  the 
many  years  he  spent  in  the  plains  and  forests  of  the 
Hudson's  Bay  territory,  hardened  his  muscles  and 
strengthened  his  frame  so  that  In  extreme  old  age  he 
is  yet  able  to  do  the  work  of  a  much  younger  man, 
saw  that  more  was  needed.  .Vtany  of  the  students 
at  the  university  died  young,  or  became  111,  and  could 
not  do  their  work  In  the  world.

hosp'*-\l.  To  do  tho  nard  work  of  their  country  Can- 
adlai..<  invited  from  many  countries  men  with  strong 
bodies,  while  their  sons  were  sent  to  do  woi-k  that 
did  not  require  so  muvh  physical  strength.  This 
wise  old  man  foresaw  that  unless  the  people  of  Canada 
grew  up  healthy  and  strong,  ready  to  take  their  part 
In  any  kind  of  work,  they  could  never  Ix'come  a  nation. 
So  he  devoted  a  sum  of  money  to  provide  for  the  train- 
ing of  every  Canadian  child  !n  the  ii.se  of  his  or  her 
muscles,  and  for  teaching  the  older  hoys  how  to  de- 
fend their  homes.  Every  province  could  obtain  a 
shc^re  of  the  grant  by  applying  for  it.  The  govern- 
ment of  British  Columbia  saw  that  the  plan  was  a 
good  one,  end  ail  the  teachers  must  prepare  them- 
selves to  give  physical  drill  to  all  boys  and  girls. 
Military  drill  will  be  given  where  boys  are  old  enough 
to  form  a  ca^iet  cdrps.  This  summer  many  ladles  and 
gentlemen,  from  all  parts  of  the  province,  have  been 
learnlns  the  physical  drill,  and  when  the  children  of 
many  schools  return  after  the  holidays  they  will  take 
lessons  which  will  make  their  bodies  strong.  This 
will  be  nothing  new  to  Victoria  pupils.  For  years 
they  have  l^een  taking  much  the  samc-drlll  from  Mr. 
Ht.  Clair.  In  the  high  school  the  cadets  received  iii- 
-xtructlon  from  Sergcnnt-Msi.Ior  Miiicahy,  But  now 
that  some  of  their  teachers  are  qualified,  th"y  slinuld 
have  lessons  otteher  then  when  one  teacher  drilled  all 
the  pupils  of  the  city.  Tho  money  provided  by  the 
.Strathcona.  trust  was  not  enough  to  pay  the  expenses 
incurred  this  yeaf.  so  the  government  has  gronted 
more.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  British  Columbia  pupils 
will  prove  themselves  the  best  pupils  In  all  Canada. 
.Major  Snow  said  that  the  classes  of  Indies  he  exam- 
ined In  Victoria  were  the  most  competent  he  had  ever 
seen.  The  teachers  are  very  proud  ef  the  record,  and, 
no  doubt,  each  of  them  will  have  the  work  done  by 
her  school  as  well  next  year.  The  teachers  ha4  only 
a  month  to  learn  the  whole  dUll.  The  boys  and  girls 
will  have  ten  months  to  make  themselves  perfect  In 
a  small  part  of  It.  British  Columbians  will  have  rc«- 
son  to  honor  the  nsm'e  of  Lord  Strathcona  If  her  sons 
and  daughters  have  strong  and  beautiful  bodies,  The 
Romans  in  past  ages  believed  that  sound  minds*  dwslt 
In  sound  bodies,  and  Christian  chHdren  are  taught  that 
their  bodies  should  ha  like  temples  fitted  to  be  the 
home  of  all  pure  and  lovely  thoughts.

If  a  woman  is  able  to  put  one  of  them  far 
down  over  one  ear.  rakishly  tilt  itiip  at  the 
temple,  ti]>  it  over  one  e}c.  and  drop  it  down 
over  her  hair  at  the  back,  she  will  probably 
look  well  in  any  .shape  she  buys ;  but  if  she 
is  under  the  delusion  that  a  straight-brim 
med,  rouud-'crowiud  simjili -trimmed  sailor 
hat  can  be  placed  straight  on  her  head,  woe 
unto  her  looks  J 

It  is  also  thought  that  all  the  hats  of  this 
Sj^mp^fej^|^|^||||ilk;r<^ls.  They  arc  too  severe  at 
tfie^''^W^^pttftd'  need  the  softening  folds  of 
filmy  fabric  to  kecj'  iIku-  --harp-cut  .edges 
from  hardening  the  face.  Usually  the  brims 
are  narrow  and  the  crowns  arc  rather  high, 
ci:^;!.  of  course,  the  triiviminji  has  never  reach- 
ed such  heights  before.  11..  so.  yi  cosnbina 
tion,  often  give  to  the  brows  and  eyes  a  look 
of  severity  that  they  do  not  possess,  and  yet 
there  are  many  wf>men  who  detest  a  veil  in 
warm  weather,  no  matter  ho\^  thin  it  may 
be.  Well,  "awbuddy  tae  their  ain  turn."  as 
they  say  in  Scotland. 

Modified  pannier  arrangements  prevail  in 
afternoon  and  evening  gowns,  and  a"  Very 
favored  inodel  has  a  short,  narrow  skirt  of 
satin  or  taffetas,  with  a  slightly  bunched 
erepe,  or  some  of  those  effective  gauzy  fab- 
rics wdiich  are  not  actually  transparent,  but 
delightfully  ethereal  and  dainty  when  used 
in  some  soft  summer  tint. 

Grey  and  the  softer  blues  make  up  most 
effectively  in  this  fashion,  and  the  "chic"  sand 
and.  champagne  shades  look  charming  when 
the  same  tones  are  contrasted  in  plain  and 
figured  material.  Printed  voile  over  plain 
satin  Or  shot  taffetas  and  plain  voile  soie  are 
|)opular  combinations  with  the  short  pannier 
overskirt,  and  all-black  looks  well  in  satin, 
with  a  voile  over.skirt.  Black  voile,  ninon. 
and  -marquisette  are  smarter  still  with  an  cm- 
broidcreil  sprig  or  spot,  and  are  prettier  over 
satin  charmeuse  than  laTfctas,  which  seems 
to  be  losing  ground. 

K,ven  the  longer  tunics  are  caught  up  in 
some  fashion,  and  nearly  all  the  semi-trans- 
parent fAbrics  are  put  into  the  waist  wdth 
some  fulness.  Two  and  three  tiers  of  flounces 
are  sewn  on  muslin  and  lace  skirts,  but  the 
flounces  are  almost  flat,  and  the  foundatifjn 
very  restricted,  the  puffiness  being  kept  for 
the  overskirt  or  tunic. 

JVever  was  black  more  in  evidence,  ijiit  it 
is  usually  relieved  with  color,  especially 
ochre,  orchid-pink,  a  bright  blue,  or  vivid  im- 
perial green.  Where  smart  women  are  gath- 
ered together,  there,  too.  the  armngemenls  in 
black  and  white  are  noticeable,  and  particu- 
larly chic  is  the  jdain  gown  of  black  char-' 
mcuse.  with  short  tunic  or  overdress  in  while 
or  tinted  lace. 

Sometimes  these  tunics  hang  straight  and 
close,  and  are  heavily  bordered  with  fringe, 
but  many  are  lightly  draped  at  the  sides  to 
give  a  soupcon  ?>f  the  pannier  effect  on  the 
liips,  and  here  roseltes  nf  (juilled  silk  or  vc! 
vet,  or  handsome  grelots  with  pendant  drops 
and  tassels,  fasten  the  trunk  to  the  under 
skirt.  On  the  trained  evening  gown  side 
draiicries — or  modified  panniers — are  associ- 
ated with  a  flat  panel  back,  this  merging  into 
a  pointed  or  rounded  train  of  the  narrowest 
width. 

Scarves  of  lo\cly  while  lace,  or  of  soft 
lace  with  the  old  yellowish  tone,  are  fashion- 
ably worn  with  black  gowns,  and  there  is  a

The  cUjsc  i i  1 1  i  11  g  ruffle  is  very  modish  in  os- 
trich feathers,  or  in  taffetas  bordered  with 
ostrich' or  emu,  and  these  appear  more  popu- 
lar than  tlie  more  formal  pleatings  of  tulle. 

'i'hc  cutaway  coat,  much  braided,  and  f as- . 
tened  closely  over  the  chest,  has  a  chic  Direc- 
toire  air.  ^vi^ich  is  emphasized,  by  a  tall  hat 
and  a  close  ruffle,  and  if  carried  out  in  well 
contrasted  loues,  is  extremely  smart.  A  cos- 
tume of  this  type  in  a  yellowish  .sand,  or  in 
chami)agiie  or  biscuit,  hiay  have  braid  and 
buttons  of  its  own  tint,  but  is  smarter  with 
black,  and  completed  by  a  black  chapeau,  the 
gloves  and  footgear  to  match  the  gown. 

Garden-party  frock.s ,  of  black  lace  are 
draped  over  white  lace,  and  gracefully-ar- 
ranged tunics  with  a  jiannier  suggestion  are 
shown  in  black  net,  embroidered  in  silk  and 
lieads,  and  arranged  over  biscuit  or  ivory 
charmeuse.  Very  chic,  too.  are  the  veils  of 
black  lace  worn  with  large  hats — lace  so  light 
in  texture,  with  hand-run  traceries  of  silken 
thread,  that  they-  are  lighter  and  more  trans- 
parent than  a  veil  of-net. 

Extremes  meet  in  the  millinery  vvOrld,  but 
the  enormous  structure  of  feather-bedecked 
straw  is  no  longer  seen.  What  we  term  a 
large  hat  now  is  of  moderate  size,  and  emin- 
ently graceful  when  not  overtrimmed,  and 
the  smaller  hat  is  in  va'rious  forms,  but  the 
brim  is  shallow  and  the  crown  high.  Outline 
and  shape  are  important  factors  in  the  present 
modes,  and  if  the  big  hat  is  curved,  it  must 
not  draw  back  from  the  face,  and  the  tall  hat 
with  a  shallow  front  is  worn  so  low  o\  er  the 
hair  that  even  ihc  l)rcvii\'  of  its  brim  gives 
the  shaded  effect  wdiich  is  de  rigueur. 

'l.he  low  coiffure  is  almost  imperative 
now  that  our  cheapeaux  are  worn  so  close 
over  the  head,  and  for  this  reason  the  crowns 
are  still  large,  and  the  bandeau  requires  the 
most  careful  adjustment,  and  in  some  hats 
is  not  usoil  at  all.  1  lie  w  itlcr  hats,  with  low, 
round  crowns,  have  brims  which  stand  f»ut 
consideral)ly  at  the  back,  and  are  wider  than 
in  front.  One  of  the.  newest  Parisian  shapes 
of  the  smaller  kind  is  of  the  old  "chimncy- 
])ot"  type,  with  barely  any  brim,  and  that 
slightly  ujiturned,  and  another  very  similar 
model  has  a  flat,  narrow  brim,  and  recalls 
the  puslillions"  hai--  of  the  early  \ictorian 
era. 

l''ahtastic  plumage  still  prevails,  although 
ihe  costly  Lancer  plume  is  first  fa\oritc.  In 
less  ceremonious  chapeaux.  this  "spiky."  er- 
ratic effect  is  prettily  copied  in  barbed  wheal 
or  barley,  and  the  i)ale  yellow  tints  are  ex- 
ircmrly  allractive  on  black  or  brown  hats. 
.\uothcr  favorite  style  is  a  wide-brimined  hat, 
the  low  crown  draped  with  white  lace,  and  a 
\  cry  tall,  fluffy  aigrette  of  plumage  standing 
upright  at   the  side.

case  of  the  \m^m^mtiPt^^^0ii^<^  by  all 
sheets  b^j|^^'e ''^ame' size,'  and  if,  further- 
more, they^%  not  bought  in  pairs,  but  as 
upper  and  under  sheets,  still  more  trouble  is 
saved.  To  keep  sheets  correctly  paired 
seems  to  be  beyond  the  powers  of  all  but 
quite  superior  housemaids. 

When  economy  has  to  be  studied,  an  un- 
der sheet  can  be  made  to  last  twice  as  long 
as  the  upper  sheet,  which  soon  becomes 
creased  and  dirty,  therefore  I  advise  the  pur- 
chase of  two  upper  sheets  to  one  under.  All 
the  under  sheets  should  be  kept  in  one  pile, 
unless  special  nursery  linen  has  to  be  pro- 
vided, there  is  then  only  the  servants'  bed 
linen  to  consider,  and  this  is  generally  of 
cotton,  twilled  or  plain. 

Cotton  is  used  for  nursery  beds,  as  more 
healthy  to  sleep  in  than  linen.  These  sheets 
should  be  all  the  same,  so  that  there  is  no 
bother  of  sorting  upper  and  under,  or  of  pair- 
ing sheets.  This  method  of  arranging  the 
linen  enables  the  housekeeper  to  manage 
with  a  smaller  supply  than  would  otherwise 
be  the  case,  saves  trouble  when  putting  by 
or  giving. out  linen.;  and  if  one  sheet  wears 
out  it  is  easily  replaced  without  spoiling  the 
set.; 

Personall}.  I  would  have  all  servants'  and 
children's  sheets  of  nice  quality  cotton,  with- 
out any  distinguishing  mark,  while  all  ."^heets 
for  the  rest  of  the  household  should  be  of 
good,  fine  linen,  the  upper  sheets  so  trimmed 
that,  wdien  necessary,  the  trinnning  may  be 
removed,  and  the  sheet  rehenmied  to  serve 
as  an  under  sheet,  it  being  the  , lace,  embroi- 
dery, or  hemstitching  wdiich  generally  wears 
out  before  the  linen. 

The  hand-crocheted  lace,  which  so  many 
people  make  nowadays,  wears  beautifully, 
and  is  very  suitable  for  bed  linen. 

Pillow  cascse  should  be  all  of  one  size,  and 
shaps,  and  in  cotton  and  linen  to  correspond 
with  the  sheets. 

llem-stilched  cases  certaitdy  look  nice,  but 
the  open-worked  hems  generally  tear  beyond 
re()air  before  the  cases  are  worn. 

However,  to  replace  pillow  cases  is  not 
so  serious  a  matter  as  to  replace  fine  linen 
sheets. 

Some  people  like  the  pillows  put  outside 
the  counterpane  and  covered  with  a  pillow- 
sham,  which  may  be  as  elaborate  as  pleases 
them,  is  it  receives  no  hard  wear,  and  needs 
washing  comparatively  seldom. 

In  addition  to  the  pillow  cases,  there 
must  be  under-slips.  generally  made  of  cot- 
ton, and  tied  rather  than  buttoned. 

The  equii)ment  of  the  bed  is  comjileted 
by  two  blankets,  one  under  blanket,  and  a 
washing  cover  for  the  mattress,  made  of 
strong  calico.  If  all  "household"  blankets 
are  red  and  the  "family"  blankets  while, 
when  an  extra  one  is  needed  in  winter,  or 
one  is  taken  off  in  summer,  there  is  no  bother 
about  finding  which  blanket  belongs  to  wdiich 
bed,  as  is  the  case  when  they  are  .specially 
marked  and  different  in  make  under  blankets 
can  be  all  of  an  equality  and  color. 

Mattresses  should  be  sent  to  be  remade  and 
cleaned  once  a  year,  and  the  washing  cover 
washed  every  three  months. 

Blanket?,,  if  of  good  cpiality.  should  be 
cleaned  to  the  amoufTT  of  use  they  receive, 
while  cheaper  blankets  should  be  washed. 
Either  process  impoverishes  them,  l)ut  better 
thin  blankets  than  dirty.  It  certainly  pays  to 
buy  really  good  bedding,  and  to  attend  to  it 
and  keep  it  in  good  condition,  and,  I  am  oi 
the  opinion  that,  if  possible,  it  answers 
\n  go  to  the  expense  of  a  hair  mattress  for 
every  bed.  as  filock  .so  soon  becomes  incur- 
ably lumpy,  whereas  hair  may  be  remade 
and  added   to  time  after  time. 

All  bed  linen  should  be  plainly  marked, 
and  replenished  year  by  year,  and  must  be 
carefully  looked  over  each  week  when  it  re- 
turns from  the  laundry,  and  mended  before 
being  put  away. 

This,  in  a  household  where  there  arc  not 
sufficient  servants,  or  what  there  are  are  irt- 
expcrienced,  is  generally  the  task  of  the  mis- 
cress;  but,  in  well-to-do  families,  the  house- 


maid, or  maids,  are  responsible  for  thr  mend- 
ing of  bed  linen,  the  parlor  maid  undertaking 
the  table  linen.  When  men  servants  are 
kept,  the  head  house  maid  is  responsible  for 
all   linen. 

When  darning  linen,  the  finest  flourishing 
thread  should  be  usctl  and  a  fine  darner.  The 
hole  is  really  darned  one  way,  on  the  wrong 
side,  and  then  filled  up,  thread  by  thread,  the 
reverse  way. 

Darns  should  always  be  of  even  shape, 
and  the  thread  must  not  be  drawm  tight,  to 
allow  for  shrinkage  in  washing.

Which  nation  can  boast  the  most  attrac- 
tive  women?

It  has  been  said  that  the  ideal  wo- 
man would  possess  the  face  of  the  English- 
woman, the  figure  of  the  •  French  woman, 
and  the  wit  and  vivacity  of  the  Irish  woman. 
Granted  that  she  has  not  the  pink  and  white 
beauty  of  her  English  sister,  still  the  pale 
ivory  complexion,  lustrous  eyes  and  dark  hair 
of  a  certain  type  of  French  beauty  are  most 
undeniably  charming.  The  French  woman 
certainly  has  the  gift  of  a  ready  tongue. 
Years  ago  a  certain  very  beautiful  countess 
addicted  to  gambling  was  presented  to  the 
Pope,  who  reprimanded  her  rather  sharply 
for  her  love  of  cards.  She  promised  him  that 
never  again  would  .she  sit  ^  a  gaming  tablet 
and  kei)t  her  word  for  some  time.  But  at 
last  she  was  found  deep  in  a  game  of  'ecarte.' 
On  being  reminded  of  her  promise  to  the 
Pope  she  said,  "I  have  not  broken  my  word : 
do  you  not  perceive  that  I  am  standing?" 

The  French  W^oman's  reputation  for 
cleverness  and  wit  ma}'-  be  partially  ac- 
counted for  by  the  fact  that  the  language  is 
one  that  tends  itself  to  smart  and  epigram- 
matic sayings.  Some  of  them  begin  early  to 
judge  by  Madame  Roland.,  who  when  nnly_ 
six  years  old  said  "Bon  pour  la  digestion, 
and  when  wdiipped  "Bon  pour  la  circulation." 
The  French  woman  has  neat  feet  and  ankles, 
and  is  always,  even  wdien  she  has  but  little 
money  to  spend,  carefully  shod.  There  is  a 
saying  to  the  effect  that  the  true  Parisienne 
can  walk  along  the  muddiest  streets  and  yet 
keep  her  boots  clean.  Her  taste  in  dress  is 
excellent.  Where  she  leads  w;e  all  try  to  fol- 
low. But  she  is  not  extravagant,  for  she 
buys  fev.rer  clothes  than  the  English  woman. 
French  women  are  very  fond  of  wearing  flow- 
ers. A  little  bunch  tucked  into  the  dress 
gives  a  touch  of  brightness  and  charm,  and 
certainly  they  know  exactly  wdiere  to  place  it. 
so  as  to  produce  the  right  effect  on  the  on- 
looker. 

The  French  work  girl  certainly  shows  tc? 
better  advantage  than  the  average  English 
girl  in   the  .same  position. 

Where  in  England  one  sees  untidy-ar- 
ranged hair,  much  frizzed  and  generally  sur- 
mounted by  a  large  bat  trimmed  with  taw^dry 
flowers  and  feathers.  In  France  the  contrast 
is  great.  The  neatly-dressed  coiffure  of  the 
French  work  girl  is  usually  the  more  notice- 
able because  many  of  them  walk  about  the 
streets   bareheaded. 

It  is  such  a  mistake  to  imagine  the 
French  woman  as  frivolous  and  gay  to  the 
exclusion  of  other  and  more  serious  qualities. 

Bright  and  fascinating  most  assuredly 
but  a  careful  and  good  housewife  not  despis- 
ing economy.  The  average  French  woman 
has  an  exceedingly  clear  head  for  business. 
Her  heroism,  fortitude  and  pluck  were  wcil 
displayed  during  the  terrible  floods  last  year. 
Robert  Louis  Stevenson  seemed  to  have  no 
doubt  in  his  mind  as  to  which  country  pro- 
duced   the    most   attractive   women.

Although  itMs  well  kMI^^PI  p^  tem- 
perature of  the  earth  graduafiy  increases  as  we; 
descend,  and  that  observations  Iwe  been  taken 
in  various  mines,-  these  are  not  always  reliable, 
owing  to  ventilation,  etc.  Captain  Huyssen 
■rightly  considered  that  this  hole  was  an  ideal 
one  for  the  study  of  the  earth's  internal  tem- 
perature. 

The  hole,  as  might  be  expected,  was  filled 
with  t\'ater,  and  the  vertical  circulation  of  this 
water  would  tend  to  equalize  the  temperature 
at  different  depths. 

The  inpfenious  engineer  found  a  remedy  for 
this  by  temporarily  plugging  the  hole  at  any 
depth  he  might  desire,  then  by  the  special 
thermometer  he  obtained  the  temperature  of 
the  water  in  short  lengths,  so  plugged  above 
and  below  that  the  circulation  was  stopped. 

The  instrument  used  in  this  case  was  dif- 
ferent to  an  ordinary  maximum  thermometer; 
it  was  merely  a  bulb  of  glass  with  a  slender 
stem,  the  end  of  which  was  not  closed. 

Before  lowering  for  an  observation,  the 
bulb  and  tube  were  first  filled  with  mercury 
to  the  top.  This  simple  instrument  was  low- 
ered to  any  depth  by  an   attached   wire.     As 


.the  thermometer. descended  it  parsed  through 
rocks  of  ever  increasing  temperature,  conse- 
quently the  mercury  expanded,  flowed  out  of 
the  top  of  the  tube  and  continued  to  do  so  un- 
til the  bottom  of  the  hole  was  reached,  when 
the  mercury  became  as,  hot  as  t!i,$_,. surround: 
ing  rocks.  When  the  instrument  was  brought 
to  the  surface  the  lessened  quantity  of  mer- 
cury that  remained  told  the  difference  of  tem- 
perature between  the  surface  and  the  depth  of 
over  a  mile  below.

the  boiling  point  of  water.  It  is  not  possible 
in  an  ordinary  way  to  have  wet  water  any  hot- 
ter than  this  point,  no  matter  how  much  heat 
you  apply  to  it.  The  result  will  be  not  to  make 
it  any  hotter,  but  simply  to  turn  it  into  gas 
until  it  is  all  gone,  says  the  Children's  En- 
cyclopaedia. 

However,  it  is  not  a  difficult  thing  to  make 
water  boil  without  being  nearly  as  hot  as  boil- 
ing water  usually  is.  One  of  the  things  that 
decides  the  boiling  point  is  the  pressure  of  the 
air,  at  the  bottom  of  which  we  live.  Now,  if 
you  take  some  water  up  to  the  top  of  a  high 
mountain,  the  pressure  of  the  air  is  much  less, 
because  there  is  not  so  much  air  above  y\in. 
If  now  you  heat  the  water,  it  begins  to  boil 
when  it  is  nothing  like  so  hot  as  it  needs  to  be 
made  before  it  will  boil  at  the  bottom  of  the 
moimlain;  because  on  the  mountain  there  is 
>ess  pressure  of  air  squeezing  the  water,  and 
so  it  can  more  ea.sily  expand  into  bubbles  of 
gas.    So  if  you  i)Ut  an  egg  into  the  water  at  the 
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long  as  you  pleas.c,  but  you  will  never  boil  the 
egg  hard,  simply  because,  however  long,  you 
boil,  you  can  never  make  the  water  hot  enough 
to  make  the  egg  hard.  The  water  simply  floats 
away  as  gas  long  before  you  can  do  so,  and 
you  must  eat  your  egg  nearly  raw,  though  it 
wJOiay  have  been  m  hniliuj.--  wan-r  for  an  hour.

substance  found  on  the  surface.

Why  can  you  not  boil  an  egg  on  a  mountain 
top?  One  of  the  things  that  decides  whether' 
anything  shall  be  solid  or  liquid  or  a  gas  is 
heat,  and  the  answer  to  the  question:  What 
makes  water  boil?  is  heat.  We  apply  heat  to 
water,  and  it  begins  to  turn  into  gas,  which 
makes  the  bubbles.

"She  dtiitot  a  mul- 
tiplication of  such  camps  upon  the 
questions  of  juvenile  crime,  hooligan- 
ism and  deilnriuency  Is  surely  self- 
evident. 

A  great  deal  has  alrefldy  been  said 
and  written  about  the  tuberculosis 
'■nmpaign  of  the  Women's  Health  as- 
>  '' iation  of  Ireland.  People,  are  fairly 
i.i miliar  with  the  propaganda  of  the 
association.  They  are  aware  that 
sanatoria  have  been  constructed,  that 
travelling  health  caravans  ,  tour  all 
over-  Ireland,  teaching  the'  laws  of 
health  and  hygiene  to  the  people.  The 
association  also  provides  nurses  for 
the  treatment  of  conRumpiive  patient.") 
in  their  homes'  ,  under  a  system  of 
voluntary    notification. 

As  a  result  of  the  work,  the  death- 
rate  from  tuberculosis  is  the  lowest 
recorded  since  1S64,  when  the  registra- 
tion of  deaths  was  Introduced.  Kvery 
day  there  are  five  to^slx  fewer  deaths 
from  this  dread  disease  tlian  there 
were  In  1907.  Thnt  is,  the  association 
Is  sRvIn.g  40  people  per  week  In  Ire- 
land, and  tills  does  not  give  any  idea 
oC  the  Having  In  he.ilth  to  contact 
cases.  It  Is  generally  recognized  that 
there  are  about  seven  or  eight  patients 
.suffering  from  tuberculosis  for  each 
death.  Thus  the  decreasing  mortallt.\- 
shows  that  there  are  perhaps  14,000 
fewer  people  suffering  from  tubenu- 
losla  In  Ireland  at  this  date  than  there 
were   In    1907.
